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THE  CHARTER 

OF  THE 

BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD 


AN  ACT  REVISING  AND  AMENDING  THE  CHARTER 
OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD. 

Passed  January  Session,  1881. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

LIMITS,  CORPORATE  NAME,  AND  POWERS. 

Section  1.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  corporation  hereto¬ 
fore  existing  under  the  name  of  the  “Warden,  Burgesses,  and 
Freemen  of  the  Borough  of  Wallingford/’  shall  he  the  follow¬ 
ing,  namely:  commencing  on  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven 
turnpike  road,  so  called,  at  a  point  west  of  the  sluice,  across 
the  highway,  near  the  top  of  “Town  Hill,”  so  called,  and  near 
the  residence  of  the  late  John  Beaumont;  thence  east  in  a 
straight  line,  so  as  to  intersect  said  sluice,  and  to  the  highway 
running  past  the  factory  of  Hugh  Mallon;  thence  southerly, 
along  the  line  of  said  highway  past  the  residence  of  Marcus  Cook 
to  the  “Kimberly  place,”  so  called,  situated  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  intersection  of  said  highway  with  Center  street; 
thence  westerly,  along  Center  street,  to  the  point  of  intersection 
of  Center  street  and  the  Long  Hill  road;  thence  southerly  along 
the  line  of  said  Long  Hill  road  past  the  residence  of  Leander 
Harrison  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  said  Long  Hill  road 
with  the  road  running  by  the  residence  of  Andrew  J.  Robinson; 
thence  westerly  along  the  line  of  the  road  last  aforesaid,  by 
the  residence  of  said  Robinson,  to  Elm  street;  thence  southerly 
and  westerly  along  the  highway  past  the  residence  of  the 
late  Joseph  B.  Doolittle  to  the  northwestern  corner  of  land 
of  George  W.  Gates,  being  a  point  near  the  southern  extremity 
of  Pine  Hill,  so  called;  thence  westerly  in  a  straight  line 
to  a  point  where  the  Cook  Hill  road  intersects  the  Hartford 
and  New  Haven  turnpike  road,  commonly  so  called;  thence 
northerly  along  said  turnpike  road  to  the  place  of  beginning. 
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And  all  the  electors  of  this  State  dwelling  within  said  limits 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  and  shall  forever  continue  to  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and  in  law,  by  the  name  of 
“The  Borough  of  Wallingford/’  and  by  that  name  they  and 
their  successors  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall 
be  a  person  in  law,  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  in  all  suits  of  what  nature  soever;  and 
also  of  purchasing,  holding,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall  be  and  remain  absolutely 
vested  with  the  title  to,  and  improvement  of,  all  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments,  rights  and  estates  whatsoever,  which,  since  the 
original  incorporation  of  said  borough,  have  become  vested  in  said 
borough,  and  whereof  said  borough  has  never  been  lawfully 
divested  hitherto. 


FEEEMEF. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  borough  meeting  every  elector  of  this  State 
who  was  registered  on  the  last  revised  registry  list  of  the  town 
of  Wallingford,  and  who  shall  have  continuously  resided  within 
the  limits  of  said  borough  for  the  six  months  next  preceding 
the  date  of  such  borough  meeting,  shall  be  a  freeman  of  said 
borough  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  no  other  person  shall 
vote  at  said  borough  meeting. 

If  any  person  shall,  in  any  meeting  of  said  borough,  give  in 
more  than  one  vote  at  a  ballot,  for  any  person  for  the  same  office, 
or  if  any  person  shall,  upon  the  submission  of  any  question  to 
vote  in  any  such  meeting,  vote  more  than  once  upon  the  same 
submission  of  the  same  question,  or  if  any  person  not  entitled  to 
vote  shall  vote  at  any  such  meeting,  or  shall  vote  or  attempt  to 
vote  by  assuming  the  name  of  another  who  is  registered,  such 
person  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  or 
suffer  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months 
or  pay  such  fine  and  suffer  such  imprisonment  both,  at  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  any  court  having  cognizance  of  the  offence. 

The  warden  and  burgesses  of  said  borough  of  Wallingford,  on 
or  before  the  Monday  next  preceding  each  annual  meeting,  shall 
make  out  a  list*  of  the  names  of  the  persons  entitled  to  vote  at 
such  annual  meeting,  arranging  such  names  in  alphabetical  order, 
with  the  street  in  which  each  person  resides,  which  said  list  shall 
be  made  out  entirely  from  the  registry  list  of  the  electors  of  the 
town  of  Wallingford  last  made  and  perfected,  and  no  person  shall 
be  permitted  to  vote  or  act  at  said  annual  meeting  of  said  borough,

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unless  his  name  shall  appear  upon  the  list  of  voters  so  made  out 
by  said  warden  and  burgesses,  and  at  all  special  meetings  of  said 
borough  the  voting  list  prepared  and  used  at  the  preceding  annual 
meeting  shall  he  the  voting  list  for  such  special  meeting,  and  all 
electors  whose  names  appear  thereon  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
such  special  meeting  if  they  have  continuously  resided  in  said 
borough  until  said  special  borough  meeting,  and  no  other  person 
shall  vote  at  said  special  borough  meeting:  it  being  always  pro¬ 
vided,  that  if,  at  any  borough  meeting,  the  names  of  any  freeman 
legally  qualified  to  vote  at  such  meeting  shall  have  been  omitted 
from  the  list  made  out  by  said  warden  and  burgesses,  and  shall 
appear  upon  said  registry  list  of  said  town  of  Wallingford  last 
made  and  perfected,  then  said  freeman  shall  he  permitted  to  vote 
at  said  meeting,  notwithstanding  that  his  name  does  not  appear 
on  the  list  so  made  out  by  said  warden  and  burgesses.  And  in 
like  manner  said  warden  and  burgesses  shall  forthwith,  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  make  from  the  registry  list  of  the  voters 
of  said  town  last  made  and  perfected  a  list  of  electors  entitled 
to  vote  in  said  borough,  which  shall  be  for  use  at  all  special 
meetings  of  said  borough  held  before  the  annual  meeting  in 
November,  1881. 


OFFICERS. 

Sec.  3.*  The  officers  of  said  borough  shall,  after  the  third 
Saturday  of  November,  1881,  be  a  warden,  six  burgesses,  a  clerk, 
a  treasurer,  who  shall  not  hold  the  office  of  collector,  an  assessor, 
a  bailiff,  a  collector,  an  auditor  of  borough  accounts,  and  such 
other  officers  as  are  hereinafter  provided  for. 

The  warden,  burgesses,  clerk,  treasurer,  assessor,  bailiff,  col¬ 
lector,  and  auditor  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  ballots,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  said  borough,  from  the  electors  of  said  borough. 
If  by  reason  of  an  equality  of  votes  any  particular  officer  be  not 
chosen,  the  warden,  in  the  presence  of  the  court  of  burgesses  at  its 
next  session,  shall  draw  lots  between  the  two  having  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  and  he  in  whose  favor  the  lot  is  drawn  shall  be 
declared  elected,  and  hold  such  office. 

All  other  officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  burgesses 
unless  herein  otherwise  provided.  The  officers  elected  by  ballot 
shall  hold  their  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until 
others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  and  all  officers 
appointed  by  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  hold  their  office  from 
the  date  of  appointment  until  the  fourth  Saturday  of  November 
next  after  their  appointment  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  court

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of  burgesses ;  provided  that  any  officer  of  said  borough,  upon  the 
removal  of  his  residence  from  said  borough,  shall  cease  to  hold 
his  office  therein;  and  such  office  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  to 
be  vacant.  In  all  such  elections  for  the  choice  of  officers  of  said 
borough,  the  warden,  burgesses,  clerk,  treasurer,  assessor,  bailiff, 
collector  and  auditor  shall  all,  or  so  many  of  them  as  each  elector 
shall  choose  to  vote  for,  be  voted  for  at  one  ballot,  by  having 
their  names,  with  the  office  for  which  they  are  respectively 
intended,  written  or  printed  on  one  piece  of  white  paper. 

THE  COURT  OF  BURGESSES. 

Sec.  4.  The  corporate  meetings  of  the  warden  and  burgesses 
of  said  borough  of  Wallingford  shall  in  all  legal  acts  and  proceed¬ 
ings  be  styled  “The  Court  of  Burgesses.”  Said  warden  and 
burgesses  shall  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  such  times 
and  places  and  upon  such  notice  as  are,  or  may  be,  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws  of  said  borough.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall 
determine  the  relative  seniority  of  its  members  by  ballot.  A 
majority  of  said  burgesses  shall  constitute,  at  any  legal  meeting 
of  said  court,  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  when 
there  shall  be  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  present,  they  may 
adjourn  such  meeting  to  such  time  as  they  may  see  fit,  but  shall 
not  have  power  to  transact  other  business.  The  warden  shall  be 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  court  of  burgesses,  and  in  case  of  a 
tie  may  have  the  casting  vote  6r  ballot  therein;  in  the  absence 
of  the  warden,  the  senior  burgess  present  shall  preside.  In  case 
of  the  absence  of  the  clerk  of  said  borough  from  any  such  meet¬ 
ing,  the  said  court  of  burgesses  may  appoint  a  clerk  pro  tempore , 
who  shall  have  power  during  such  absence  to  perform  all  the  duties 
by  law  devolved  upon  the  borough  clerk. 

POWERS  OF  WARDEN. 

Sec.  5.  The  warden  of  said  borough  shall  be  the  chief  execu¬ 
tive  magistrate  thereof,  and  shal]  vigilantly  cause  the  law  to  be 
executed  therein.  Tie  may  administer  oaths,  take  depositions 
and  acknowledgment  of  deeds  and  other  documents  in  all  cases: 
he*  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  electors  of  said  borough, 
and  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act  the  senior  burgess  present 
shall  preside.  He  shall  be  conservator  of  the  peace  within  said 
borough,  and  shall  have  authority  with  force  and  strong  hand, 
when  necessary,  to  suppress  all  tumults,  riots,  routs,  and  unlawful 
assemblages,  and  to  arrest  without  warrant  and  commit  to  the 
lockup  in  said  borough  or  to  the  jail  in  and  for  Hew  Haven

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County,  for  a  time  not  exceeding  twenty-four  hours,  any  person 
or  persons  who  may  he  detected  in  reveling,  quarreling,  brawl¬ 
ing,  or  otherwise  behaving  in  a  disorderly  manner,  to  the  disturb¬ 
ance  or  annoyance  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough;  and  he 
may  at  all  times  require,  if  need  he,  the  aid  and  assistance  of  any 
peace  officer,  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  town  or  borough  constable,  or 
police,  or  any  or  all  of  them,  together  with  such  other  aid  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  all  and  any  civil  or  military  force  when 
empowered  so  to  do  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  to  enable  him 
to  enforce  the  laws  within  the  limits  of  said  borough. 

He  is  also  empowered  to  enter  into  any  house  which  he  has 
reasonable  cause  to  suspect  is  inhabited  by  persons  of  ill-fame, 
or  to  which  persons  of  dissolute,  idle,  and  disorderly  character 
are  accustomed  or  suspected  to  resort  ;  and  if  any  dissolute  or 
vagrant  persons  are  found  assembled  in  or  about  any  such  house 
or  building,  he  shall  command  all  such  persons  immediately  to 
disperse,  if  in  his  opinion  the  good  order  of  any  portion  of  the 
borough  requires  it,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  obey  such 
command  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  commit  any  person  so  refus¬ 
ing  to  the  lockup  within  said  borough,  or  to  the  said  county  jail, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-four  hours ;  and  he  shall  have 
and  exercise  within  the  limits  of  said  borough  all  the  powers 
given  to  sheriffs  and  other  officers  in  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
sections  of  chapter  six,  title  twenty  of  the  general  statutes  of  this 
State,  revision  of  1875. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  person  shall  hinder,  obstruct,  resist  or  abuse 
the  warden,  or  acting  warden,  in  the  execution  of  his  office,  or 
when  commanded  to  assist  therein,  (being  of  sufficient  age  and 
ability,)  shall  refuse,  or  unreasonably  neglect  so  to  do,  such 
offender  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  having  cognizance  of  the 
offense. 


BOROUGH  CEERK. 

Sec.  7.  The  clerk  of  said  borough  shall  keep  the  records 
thereof ;  upon  said  records  he  shall  make  true  and  regular  entries 
of  the  votes  and  proceedings  of  said  borough,  and  of  the  court  of 
burgesses  thereof.  He  shall  cause  the  by-laws  of  said  borough, 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  enacted,  to  be  published  accord¬ 
ing  to  law,  and  when  said  by-laws  have  been  so  published  he 
shall  enter  upon  said  records  his  certificate  of  the  fact  that  he 
has  so  caused  the  same  to  be  published.  He  shall  make  upon 
said  records,  from  time  to  time,  records  of  his  own  acts  in  serv¬ 
ing  notices  of  orders  passed  by  said  court  of  burgesses. 
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All  records  hitherto  kept,  or  which  shall  be  kept  hereafter  by 
any  clerk  of  said  borough,  shall  have  the  same  validity  as  the 
records  of  town  clerks,  and  shall  be  in  all  courts  evidence  of  the 
matters  therein  recorded,  and  a  copy  of  such  record,  certified 
under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  of  said  borough,  shall  be  received 
in  all  courts  as  evidence  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  record 
would  be  received. 


BOROUGH  TREASURER. 

Sec.  8.  The  treasurer  of  said  borough  shall  have  and  exercise 
the  same  relative  powers  and  duties  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
pains,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  in  relation  to  the  affairs  of  said 
borough,  as  town  treasurers  have  in  relation  to  the  affairs  of  their 
respective  towns,  and  he  shall  be  accountable  to  said  borough. 

BAILIFF. 

Sec.  9.  The  bailiff  of  said  borough  shall  have  the  same  power 
and  authority  within  the  limits  of  said  borough  as  constables 
of  towns  have  in  their  respective  towns,  and  he  shall  be  liable 
for  neglect  of  duty  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  such  constables  are  liable  for  neglect  of  duty. 

COLLECTOR. 

Sec.  10.  The  collector  of  said  borough  may  be  removed  from 
his  said  office  by  the  court  of  burgesses  for  any  refusal  or  inability 
to  serve,  or  neglect,  or  malfeasance  in  said  office,  and  another 
may  be  appointed  in  his  stead  by  said  court  of  burgesses:  he 
shall  collect  every  tax  and  all  assessments  of  benefits  duly  made 
and  laid  by  said  borough  or  said  court  of  burgesses,  and,  having 
received  a  warrant  for  that  purpose,  signed  by  some  justice  of 
the  peace  for  He w  Haven  County,  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
and  conform  to  the  same  regulations  conferred  upon  and  pre¬ 
scribed  for  collectors  of  town  taxes  by  the  statute  laws  of  this 
State  in  respect  to  town  taxes,  and  the  collection  thereof.  Said 
collector  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  render  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  borough  an  account,  under  oath,  of  the  amount 
of  money  received  by  him  as  such  collector  during  the  preceding 
month,  showing  the  tax,  assessment,  or  source  from  which  the 
same  was  derived,  and  pay  the  amount  thereof  to  the  treasurer. 
The  warden  shall,  at  any  time  after  the  time  limited  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  any  tax  or  assessment  has  expired,  have  power  to 
issue  a  warrant  to  the  borough  bailiff,  thereby  requiring  him  to 
collect  from  any  negligent  collector  the  sum  due  from  such 
collector  to  the  borough,  which  warrant  shall  be  against  the  body 
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and  real  and  personal  estate  of  such  collector,  and  shall  he  levied 
and  proceeded  with  by  said  borough  bailiff  in  the  same  manner 
as  executions  in  civil  actions. 

AUDITORS. 

Sec.  11.  The  auditor*  shall  annually,  and  whenever  directed 
by  the  court  of  burgesses,  examine  and  audit  the  accounts  of 
all  officers  of  said  borough  who  are  authorized  to  receive  or 
disburse  money  belonging  to  said  borough,  and  of  the  borough 
clerk,  and  shall  compare  the  items  of  such  accounts  with  the 
vouchers  of  such  officers  and  of  the  borough  clerk,  and  shall 
report  the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  court  of  burgesses. 

BONDS  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  12.  The  treasurer,  collector,  bailiff,  and  all  other  officers, 
whether  elected,  or  appointed  by  the  court -of  burgesses  or  other¬ 
wise,  who,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  borough  by-law, 
shall  be  authorized  to  receive  or  disburse  any  money  belonging 
to  said  borough,  shall  severally  give  bonds  to  said  bprough,  with 
surety  to  be  approved  by  the  court  of  burgesses,  in  such  amount 
as  the  charter  or  by-laws  of  said  borough  shall  prescribe,  the 
conditions  of  which  bonds  shall  be  as  follows,  viz :  “The  condition 
of  this  bond  is  such  that,  whereas,  the  above  bounden  A.  B.  has 
been  elected  (or  appointed,  as  the  case  may  be),  (here  insert 
the  office  to  which  the  obligor  has  been  elected  or  appointed)  for 
the  term  of  (here  insert  the  term  of  office).  Now  therefore,  if 
the  said  A.  B.  during  all  the  time  he  shall  hold  or  exercise  the 
duties  of  his  said  office,  whether  by  virtue  of  his  present  election 
(or  appointment,  as  the  case  may  be)  or  by  virtue  of  any  holding 
over  or  re-election  (or  re-appointment,  as  the  case  may  be)  shall 
faithfully  and  truly  account  for  and  pay  over,  according  to  the 
law  and  the  charter  and  by-laws  of  said  borough,  all  moneys 
received  by  him  belonging  to  or  for  the  use  of  said  borough,  and 
save  said  borough  harmless,  and  indemnify  the  same  against  all 
loss,  cost,  and  damage  it  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  malfeasance 
or  misfeasance  of  said  A.  B.  in  his  said  office,  then  this  bond 
shall  be  void,  otherwise  in  full  force  and  virtue  in  law.” 

OATH  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  13.  Every  officer  of  said  borough,  except  the  assessor, 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  the  follow¬ 
ing  oath  or  affirmation,  to  wit:  “I - do  solemnly  swear  (or

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affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  faithfully  perform  the 

duties  of  the  office  of  -  of  the  borough  of  Wallingford, 

according  to  my  best  skill  and  judgment,  so  help  me  God,”  which 
oath  or  affirmation  may  be  administered  to  the  clerk  of  said 
borough  by  any  officer  qualified  to  administer  oaths  for  the  county 
of  New  Haven,  and  by  said  clerk  to  all  the  other  officers,  and  the 
fact  of  such  administration  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk. 

VACANCIES. 

Sec.  14.*  Whenever  from  any  cause  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in 
the  office  of  warden  or  burgess,  a  special  meeting  of  the  electors 
shall  be  called  to  fill  said  vacancy  by  ballot,  and  each  officer 
elected  by  a  plurality  of  ballots  shall  continue  in  office  until 
the  annual  meeting  next  following  the  day  of  his  election,  and 
until  another  shall  be  chosen  and  sworn  in  his  stead:  whenever 
the  office  of  clerk,  treasurer,  assessor,  bailiff,  or  auditor  of  said 
borough  shall  become  vacant  for  any  cause,  said  court  of  burgesses 
may  appoint  a  treasurer,  clerk,  assessor,  bailiff,  or  auditor,  as  the 
case  may  be,  who  shall  hold  such  office  and  discharge  the  duties 
thereof  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  electors  of  said 
borough,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  qualified.  Whenever 
the  warden  shall  be  absent,  or  from  any  cause  shall  be  unable  to 
perform  his  duties,  the  senior  burgess  present  in  said  borough, 
and  able  and  qualified  to  act,  shall  act  as  warden,  and  be  invested 
with  all  the  powers  and  authority  conferred  upon  the  warden  by 
this  act;  and  such  temporary  performance  of  the  duties  of  warden 
shall  not  disqualify  such  burgess  for  the  performance  of  any  of 
his  duties  as  burgess. 


MEETINGS. 

Sec.  15. f  An  annual  meeting  of  said  borough  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Saturday  of  November  in  each  year,  at  such  place 
in  said  borough  as  may  be  designated  in  the  notice  of  such 
meeting,  which  notice  shall  be  written  or  printed,  and  signed  by 
the  warden,  and  shall  be  given  by  the  warden  of  said  borough, 
by  posting  said  notice  upon  the  public  sign-post  in  said  borough, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  day  of  said  annual  meeting.  Special 
meetings  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  borough  may  be  called  and 
held  from  time  to  time  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  said 
borough  may  prescribe,  and  such  special  meetings  shall  be  called 
by  the  court  of  burgesses  on  the  written  petition  of  twenty 
electors  of  said  borough,  but  no  special  meeting  shall  be  held

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unless  a  notice  thereof,  signed  by  the  warden  and  a  majority  of 
the  burgesses,  and  stating  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  shall  have 
been  posted  on  the  sign-post  in  said  borough,  at  least  five  days 
before  the  day  of  said  meeting.  Not  less  than  forty  legal  voters 
shall  constitute  such  meeting,  and  such  meeting  shall  act  by  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  present. 

Sec.  16.*  All  meetings  of  said  borough,  whether  annual, 
adjourned,  or  special,  when  the  vote  is  required  by  law  to  be  by 
ballot,  shall  be  warned,  opened,  and  held  at  two  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  the  ballot-box  for  the  reception  of  votes  at  such 
meeting  shall  be  opened  at  that  hour,  and  shall  remain  open 
continuously  until  eight  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  said  box 
shall  be  closed.  The  warden,  and,  in  his  absence  or  inability  to 
act,  the  senior  burgess  present  shall  be  the  moderator  of  all 
meetings  of  the  electors  of  said  borough.  The  moderator  shall 
appoint  some  suitable  elector  of  said  borough  to  be  box  tender, 
who  shall  not  be  a  candidate  for  any  office  at  such  election.  All 
ballots  shall  be  laid  on  the  lid  of  said  ballot-box,  and  be  put  into 
the  box  by  said  box  tender,  after  the  name  of  the  voter  is  found 
and  checked  upon  the  check  list.  The  moderator  shall  appoint, 
from  the  electors  present  at  such  meeting,  two  or  more  persons, 
who  are  not  candidates  for  office  at  such  election,  to  be  counters, 
who  shall  count  the  ballots  cast  at  such  meeting.  The  ballot-box 
shall  not  be  opened,  nor  any  of  the  ballots  counted  until  after  the 
poll  is  closed,  and  as  soon  as  the  poll  is  closed  the  ballots  shall  be 
counted  and  the  result  publicly  declared.  Those  persons  elected 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  at  such  meeting  shall  be 
declared  to  be  elected.  All  the  ballots  cast  in  the  election  of 
officers  at  any  meeting  of  the  electors  of  said  borough  shall,  by 
the  moderator,  immediately  after  they  are  counted,  be  returned 
to  the  box,  which  shall  be  locked  and  sealed  up  by  him  so  that 
the  same  cannot  be  opened  without  his  knowledge,  and  said  box 
so  locked  and  sealed  shall  be,  by  said  moderator,  immediately 
deposited  with  the  clerk  of  said  borough,  who  shall  carefully 
preserve  said  box  with  the  seal  unbroken  for  six  months  after 
such  meeting,  to  be  opened  and  the  ballots  examined  only  by 
those  authorized  to  make  an  official  examination  thereof;  and 
every  person  who  during  said  months  shall  fraudulently  abstract 
any  vote  from  said  box  or  fraudulently  intermingle  any  vote 
or  votes  with  the  vote  or  votes  legally  deposited  in  such  box,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  three  'hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned 
not  more  than  two  years  in  the  State  prison,  nor  less  than  six 
•months  in  the  county  jail.  Any  person  claiming  to  have  been 
elected  by  the  electors  of  said  borough  under  this  act,  but  not  so

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declared,  may,  within  thirty  days  after  the  time  of  holding  such 
election,  bring  his  petition  to  any  judge  of  the  Superior  Court, 
alleging  the  fact  on  which  his  claim  is  founded,  which  shall  be 
served  upon  the  party  against  whom  the  claim  is  made  at  least  two 
days  before  the  return  day,  and  returnable  not  more  than  thirty- 
five  days  after  the  day  of  such  election;  and  such  judge  shall 
thereupon  hear  and  determine  such  petition,  and  his  decision 
thereon  shall  he  conclusive,  and  if  in  favor  of  the  petitioner  the 
certificate  of  said  judge  to  this  effect  shall  entitle  the  petitioner 
to  hold  and  exercise  the  duties  of  said  office.  And  said  judge 
may,  if  necessary,  issue  his  writ  of  mandamus,  requiring  the 
adverse  party,  and  those  under  him,  to  deliver  to  the  petitioner 
the  appurtenances  of  such  office. 

Such  hearing  shall  he  had  in  New  Haven  .county,  and  such 
judge  shall  cause  his  finding  and  decree  in  said  cause  to  be 
entered  upon  the  records -of  the  Superior  Court  for  New  Haven 
county. 

Sec.  17.  No  double  ballot  for  the  same  office  shall  he  counted, 
and  if  any  ballot  shall  contain  a  greater  number  of  names  for 
any  office  than  is  provided  by  law,  it  shall  not  be  counted  for 
any  person  for  such  office. 

ELECTION  OFFENSES. 

Sec.  18.  *  Any  person  who  shall  without  reasonable  cause 
neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the 
provisions  of  this  charter  relating  to  elections,  or  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  fraud  in  performing  them;  and  any  person  who  shall 
make  any  alteration  in  the  voting  list  herein  specified,  except 
as  provided  herein,  and  any  person  in  charge  of  a  ballot-box 
who  shall  neglect  to  receive  and  deposit  therein  any  vote  duly 
offered,  or  shall  receive  and  deposit,  or  suffer  the  voter  to  deposit, 
any  vote  not  duly  offered,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year  in  the 
county  j  ail,  or  both. 


TAXES. 

Sec.  19.*  The  electors  of  said  borough  may,  at  any  legal 
meeting,  lay  taxes  on  the  polls  and  ratable  estate  within  the  limits 
of  said  borough,  for  such  purposes  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
provisions  of  this  charter;  such  taxes  may  be  laid  at  the  annual 
meeting  or  at  any  special  meeting  of  said  electors  legally  warned 
for  that  purpose,  and  all  questions  which  may  involve  an  expendi¬ 
ture  of  money  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  more 
shall  be  determined  by  ballot.

Sec.  20.  The  assessor  of  said  borough  shall,  before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  the  oath  by  law  provided  for 
the  assessors  of  towns  in  this  State.  He  shall,  during  the  month 
of  February  next  after  he  is  appointed,  make  from  the  grand 
list  of  the  town  of  Wallingford  made  and  completed  next  after 
the  first  day  of  October  next  preceding,  a  list  for  said  borough 
for  the  purposes  of  taxation  in  said  borough;  and  if  any  real 
estate  in  said  borough  has  been  sold  and  conveyed,  or  has  in  any 
way  changed  ownership,  between  the  said  first  day  of  October 
and  the  first  day  of  said  February,  and  notice  of  the  same  in 
writing  shall  have  been  given  the  assessor  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  said  February  by  any  person  interested  in  the  same,  said 
assessor  shall  assess  the  value  of  such  real  estate,  the  ownership 
of  which  has  changed  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  set  the  same  in  said 
borough  list,  at  its  actual  valuation,  to  the  person  owning  the 
same  on  the  first  day  of  said  February,  and  shall  deduct  the  same 
from  the  list  of  the  person  in  whose  name  it  stood  in  the  assess¬ 
ment  list  of  the  town;  and  if  any  person  or  corporation,  liable, 
or  having  property  liable  for  taxation,  shall  have  removed  or 
come  into  said  borough  between  the  said  first  day  of  October  and 
the  first  day  of  said  February,  or  if  any  person,  corporation,  or 
property  liable  to  a  tax  in  said  borough  shall  have  been  omitted 
from  said  list  of  said  Wallingford,  said  persons  and  corporations, 
and  property  omitted,  shall  be  assessed  by  said  borough  assessor 
and  set  in  said  borough  list,  at  its  actual  valuation ;  and  whenever 
any  real  estate  is  only  in  part  situated  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough,  and  is  so  assessed  and  entered  in  the  grand  list  of  said 
Wallingford  that  there  is  no  separate  and  distinct  value  put  upon 
that  part  of  said  estate  lying  in  said  borough,  then  the  assessor  of 
said  borough  shall  assess  the  value  of  such  real  estate,  situated 
as  aforesaid,  as  lies  within  said  borough,  and  set  the  same  in 
said  list  at  its  actual  valuation,  which  said  borough  list  so  made 
shall  be  returned  by  said  assessor  under  his  hand  to  the  clerk 
of  said  borough  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  March  next 
after  his  appointment  as  aforesaid. 

All  taxes  of  said  borough  shall  be  laid  upon  the  list  of  said 
borough  last  so  made  or  next  so  to  be  made,  as  the  meeting  laying 
such  tax  shall  direct.  The  assessor  shall  give  notice  of  a  hearing 
as  to  the  assessments  by  him  to  be  made,  by  posting  a  written  or 
printed  notice  of  the  time  and  place  and  purpose  of  such  hearing, 
on  the  public  sign-post  within  said  borough,  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  day  of  such  hearing.  Said  assessor  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  such  sum  as  the  court 
of  burgesses  shall  determine. 
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BOARD  OF  RELIEF. 

Sec.  21.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  constitute  the  board  of 
relief  of  said  borough,  and  at  the  end  of  fifteen  days  after  the 
assessment  list  of  said  borough  made  by  said  assessor  shall  have 
been  returned  to  the  clerk  of  said  borough  as  aforesaid,  the  court 
of  burgesses  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meet¬ 
ings  as  such  board  of  relief  by  written  or  printed  notice  put  on 
the  public  sign-post  in  said  borough  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
date  of  their  said  meeting,  and  at  such  meeting  the  court  of  bur¬ 
gesses  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority,  and  shall  proceed 
in  the  same  manner  in  relation  to  the  assessments  made  by  said 
assessor  provided  for  in  this  charter,  as  the  board  of  relief  of 
towns  have  and  do  by  law  in  relation  to  the  list  and  assessment 
of  towns ;  and  said  list  and  assessment  when  perfected  shall  be 
lodged  by  the  warden  with  the  clerk  of  said  borough. 

RATE  BILLS. 

Sec.  22.  Whenever  the  electors  of  said  borough  shall  lay  a 
tax,  the  warden  and  a  majority  of  the  burgesses  shall  make  out 
rate  bills  for  the  same  under  their  hands,  containing  the  propor¬ 
tion  which  each  individual  is  to  pay,  according  to  the  assessment 
list  made  and  completed  as  in  this  charter  provided,  and  the 
warden  shall  apply  to  some  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  Hew 
Haven  county  to  issue  a  warrant  directed  to  the  collector 
appointed  to  collect  such  tax,  commanding  and  empowering  him 
to  collect  the  same,  and  such  justice  of  the  peace  shall  issue  such 
warrant;  and  whenever  the  rate  bill  of  said  borough  shall  have 
been  delivered  by  said  warden  to  said  collector  without  having 
procured  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  tax  in  said  rate 
bill,  the  collector  of  said  borough  may  apply  to  some  justice  of 
the  peace  as  aforesaid  to  issue  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  such 
tax,  or  of  such  portion  thereof  as  shall  remain  uncollected  at  the 
time  of  issuing  such  warrant,  and  such  justice  shall  issue  the 
same,  and  the  collector  to  whom  such  warrant  shall  be  delivered 
shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  as  if  said  warrant  had 
been  issued  with  said  rate  bill  before  the  delivery  of  said  rate 
bill  to  said  collector. 


FIRE  LIMITS. 

Sec.  23.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power  to  designate 
in  a  by-law  limits  in  said  borough  within  which  or  to  which 
it  shall  not  be  Jawful  to  erect  or  remove  any  building,  or  any 
part  or  addition  thereto  unless  such  building,  part  or  addition, 
or  the  outer  walls  and  roof  thereof,  shall  be  composed  of  such 
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incombustible  material  as  the  court  of  burgesses  may  in  said 
by-law  prescribed.  Whenever  any  building,  or  part  thereof,  or  - 
addition  thereto,  shall  be  erected  or  in  process  of  erection  within 
said  limits,  or  removed  into  the  same  in  violation  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  section,  the  warden  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  to  remove  the  same  from  said  limits 
wfithin  a  time  to  be  specified  in  said  notice. 

.  BUILDINGS. 

Sec.  24.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power  to  prohibit 
the  use  of  buildings  in  said  borough  for  such  manufactures,  trades, 
or  purposes  as  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  of  burgesses,  expose 
any  such  building,  together  with  any  other  building,  to  unusual 
risk  of  fire.  And  whenever  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  deter¬ 
mine  that  any  building  is  so  used,  they  may  prohibit  such  further 
use,  and  the  warden  shall  thereupon  give  notice  to  the  person  or 
persons  so  using  the  same  of  such  order  or  prohibition. 

Sec.  25.  Whenever  any  person  or  persons,  after  notice  by 
the  warden  as  aforesaid,  shall  fail  immediately  to  remove  from 
said  limits  any  building  or  part  thereof,  or  addition  thereto, 
erected  within  or  removed  into  said  limits,  or  in  process  of 
erection  therein,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  two  preced¬ 
ing  sections,  or  after  notice  by  the  warden  shall  continue  such 
use  of  any  building  as  may  be  prohibited  by  the  court  of  burgesses, 
such  person  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of  said  borough  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  and  the  further  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  every  thirty  days  of  such  failure  to  remove  or  such  continued 
use  as  aforesaid,  to  be  recovered  in  civil  action. 

Sec.  26.  !No  wooden  building  shall  be  removed  through  the 
public  streets  and  highways  of  said  borough  without  the  consent 
of  the  court  of  burgesses;  and  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 
remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  wooden  building  through  the 
public  streets  and  highways  of  said  borough,  without  the  consent 
of  the  court  of  burgesses  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  forfeit  to  the 
use  of  said  borough  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

f 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  27.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  organize  and  continue  a  fire  department  in  said  bor¬ 
ough,  and  to  procure  suitable  and  proper  apparatus,  and  land  and 
buildings  therefor,  and  to  prescribe  and  appoint  the  officers  of  said 
fire  department ;  to  make  and  cause  to  be  executed  by-laws,  rules, 
and  regulations  for  the  good  government  of  said  fire  department, 
or  of  any  engine  company,  hook  and  ladder  company,  or  any 
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person  or  persons  in  said  fire  department;  also  to  construct 
cisterns  or  tanks,  at  such  points  in  said  borough  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  to  provide  water  for  extinguishing  fires 
in  any  suitable  and  proper  manner,  and  said  court  of  burgesses 
shall  have  control  of  all  the  property  of  said  borough  used  by  the 
fire  department. 


STREETS,  SIDEWALKS,  ETC. 

Sec.  28.  The  court  of  burgesses  may  cause  any, or  all  street 
crossings  to  be  leveled  or  raised,  and  paved  or  flagged,  at  the 
expense  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  29.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power  from  time 
to  time,  as  they  shall  judge  proper,  by  themselves  or  a  committee 
by  them  appointed,  to  designate,  alter,  fix,  and  establish,  the 
width,  course,  height,  grade,  and  level  of  the  streets,  sidewalks, 
and  public  walks,  and  gutters  in  said  borough,  and  to  order  the 
owner  or  owners  of  lands  or  buildings  fronting  upon  highways 
or  streets  in  said  borough  to  make  such  walks  and  gutters  on 
their  several  fronts,  according  to  the  width,  height,  and  grade 
designated  as  aforesaid,  and  also  to  curb,  flag  or  pave  the  same 
in  such  manner  and  with  such  material  as  the  court  of  burgesses 
or  said  committee  shall  direct;  and  also  to  order  such  owners  to 
provide  and  erect  such  railings  or  guards  along  said  walks  as 
public  safety  may  require,  in  front  of  their  premises,  and  also 
to  order  any  such  proprietor  to  repair  his  sidewalk,  curb  or  gutter, 
and  guard  or  railing  aforesaid,  when  such  repair  shall  be 
necessary,  to  be  done  within  such  time,  and  in  such  manner,  as 
said  court  of  burgesses  or  said  committee  may  designate  and 
direct.  It  any  such  owner  or  owners  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
perform  the  thing  or  things  required  by  said  order  in  the  manner 
and  within  the  time  specified  in  such  order,  the  court  of  burgesses, 
or  said  committee,  may  execute  said  order  in  the  manner  therein 
prescribed,  at  the  expense  of  said  borough;  and  the  expense 
incurred  in  executing  any  such  order  shall,  from  the  time  when 
such  expense  begins  to  be  incurred,  be  and  continue  a  lien 
upon  such  land  and  buildings  in  favor  of  said  borougii,  which 
lien  shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  liens  thereon  (except  taxes 
due  the  State),  and  may  be  foreclosed  as  a  mortgage;  or  such 
sum  may  be  collected  by  warrant,  under  the  hand  of  the  warden, 
in  the  same  manner  as  town  taxes  are  by  law  collected ;  provided, 
however,  such  lien  shall  not  continue  for  a  longer  period  than 
sixty  days  after  final  execution  of  such  order,  unless  within  that 
period  a  certificate  shall  be  lodged,  as  provided  in  section  thirty- 
five  of  this  act.  Provided,  that  whenever  a  sidewalk,  curb,  or 
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gutter  has  been  made  or  laid,  or  a  guard  or  railing  has  been 
erected  as  aforesaid,  by  any  person  under  any  order  as  afore¬ 
said,  made  by  competent  borough  authority,  and  it  is  deemed 
necessary  to  alter  or  change  the  said  sidewalk,  gutter,  curb,  or 
railing,  in  any  way,  within  ten  years  after  the  said  order  has 
been  complied  with,  then  such  change  or  alteration  shall  be  done 
by  said  borough,  and  at  its  expense.  And  this  provision  shall 
apply  to  sidewalks,  gutters,  curbs,  and  railings  already  made,  laid, 
or  erected  in  compliance  with  the  orders  of  the  court  of  burgesses ; 

■ provided ,  however,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  con¬ 
strued  as  to  relieve  adjoining  proprietors  from  the  duty  of  keeping 
their  sidewalks,  curbs,  gutters,  and  railings  as  aforesaid  in  proper 
and  suitable  repair,  under  the  orders  of  the  borough:  and  pro¬ 
vided. ,  further,  that  in  all  cases  when  an  alteration  or  change  in 
said  sidewalk,  curb,  gutter,  or  railing  is  made  necessary  by  the 
alteration  of  any  street  lines,  the  expense  of  such  alteration  shall 
be  borne  by  the  adjoining  proprietor  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  30.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty: 

1.  To  lay  out,  open,  make,  amend,  repair,  alter,  widen, 
straighten,  contract,  and  discontinue  streets,  lanes,  public  squares, 
alleys,  highways,  walks,  drains,  and  sewers  in  said  borough. 

2.  To  clean,  improve,  and  keep  the  same  in  order,  and  to  pass 
ordinances  requiring  the  same  to  be  kept  clean  and  in  proper 
order,  and  free  from  encroachments,  incumbrances,  or  injury. 

3.  To  prevent  and  summarily  remove  all  obstructions  and 
incumbrances  in  or  upon  the  streets,  sidewTalks,  highways,  and 
public  ground,  in  said  borough. 

4.  To  lay  out,  improve,  and  ornament  public  parks  and  pleasure 
grounds,  and  to  pass  ordinances  and  regulations  concerning  their 
preservation  and  use. 


BUILDING  LINES. 

Sec.  31.  The  court  of  burgesses  of  said  borough  shall  have 
the  power  to  designate  a  line  or  lines  on  the  land  adjoining  any 
highway  or  street  in  said  borough,  between  which  line  and  high¬ 
way,  or  street,  no  building  or  part  thereof  shall  be  erected: 
provided ,  said  line  shall  not  be  more  than  ten  feet  from  said 
highway  or  stfeet,  and  any  person  who  shall  erect  or  suffer  to 
be  erected  any  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  between  any  line 
so  designated  and  the  highway  or  street,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  the  use  of  said  borough,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offense,  and  the  continuance  of  any  building,  or  part 
of  a  building,  between  any  such  line  and  any  highway  or  street 
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in  said  borough,  for  each  day  of  twenty-four  hours,  after  the 
day  of  commencement  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  and 
single  offense,  and  in  addition  to  such  forfeiture,  all  such  buildings 
shall  be  annually  assessed  fourfold  in  the  assessment  list  in  the 
town  and  borough  of  Wallingford. 


SEWERS. 

Sec.  32.*  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power  to  lay  out, 
construct,  and  repair  sewers  and  drains,  whenever  they  may  deem 
the  same  necessary,  through  or  along  any  street,  highway,  or 
public  ground,  or  through  any  private  ground,  by  making  a  suita¬ 
ble  compensation  therefor,  and  to  assess  such  portion  as  they  may 
deem  reasonable  of  the  cost  of  any  such  sewer,  or  drain,  upon 
the  property,  for  the  carrying  off  the  sewage,  surface  or  other 
drainage  of  which  such  sewer  or  drain  may  be  constructed,  or 
which  may  be  in  any  way  benefited  or  improved  thereby;  and  it 
may  provide  for  the  outflow  or  disposal  of  any  waste  water, 
drainage,  or  sewage  from  any  public  or  private  sewer  or  drain, 
in  such  manner  and  upon  such  places  as  it  shall  determine; 
\ provided ,  that  suitable  compensation  shall  be  made  for  any 
damage  to  private  property,  the  amount,  if  the  parties  cannot 
agree,  to  be  determined  in  the  manner  specified  in  sections  thirty- 
three  and  thirty-six  of  this  act.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall 
have  power  to  prohibit  the  construction  or  use  of  any  drain,  or 
sewer,  of  any  kind  upon  and  from  any  premises  in  said  borough, 
to  or  upon  any  highway,  street,  or  waters  in  said  borough:  and 
any  person  constructing  a  drain  or  sewer,  so  prohibited,  or  using 
or  permitting  such  to  be  used,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of 
said  borough  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  such  construction,  and  a 
like  amount  for  each  day  that  such  drain  or  sewer  is  so  used 
or  permitted  to  be  used. 

ASSESSMENTS,  NOTICE,  ETC. 

Sec.  33.  Whenever  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  determine 
to  open  and  lay  out  any  public  square,  street,  highway,  or  walk, 
or  to  alter,  extend,  or  enlarge  the  same,  or  discontinue  any  high¬ 
way  or  street,  or  to  designate  any  line  between  which  and  the 
highway  or  street  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  build,  o:r  to  construct,! 
or  lay  out  any  sewer  or  drain,  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  the  land  and  buildings  upon,  over,  or  through  which

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the  said  public  square,  street,  highway,  or  walk  is  to  he  opened, 
laid,  or  altered,  or  such  line  designated,  or  such  sewer  or  drain 
constructed  or  laid  out,  to  he  heard,  if  he  or  they  see  cause,  before 
said  court  of  burgesses,  or  a  committee  by  them  appointed,  as  to 
the  expediency  thereof  and  damage  thereby,  and  such  notice  shall 
be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  warden  or  one  of  the  burgesses,  and 
shall  be  served  by  reading  the  same  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of 
the  person  entitled  to  such  notice,  or  by  leaving  a  true  and  attested 
copy  of  such  notice  at  the  usual  place  of  abode  of  such  person  by 
the  bailiff  of  said  borough,  or  by  some  indifferent  elector  thereof, 
and  in  case  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  land  or  building  do 
not  reside  within  said  borough,  such  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
occupant,  or  the  person  having  the  charge  or  possession  of  such 
land  or  buildings ;  and  if  the  place  of  residence  of  such  owner  be 
known  to  said  warden  or  burgesses,  or  any  of  them,  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  such  person  or  persons;  and  if  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  such  owner  or  owmers  is  not  known,  an  order  of  notice 
may  be  obtained  from  any  judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  such 
notice  shall  be  served  or  sent  or  given  as  directed  in  said  order; 
and  the  court  of  burgesses,  after  such  hearing,  may  by  themselves, 
or  by  a  committee  by  it  appointed,  proceed  to  make  such  layout, 
extension,  or  exchange,  or  alteration,  or  discontinuance,  or  to 
designate  such  line,  or  to  construct  or  lay  out  such  sewer  or  drain, 
and  shall  cause  a  survey  and  map  of  the  same  to  be  made  and 
tiled  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  borough,  and  duly  recorded. 
And  unless  said  court  of  burgesses  can  agree  with  the  person  or 
persons  injured  by  such  lay-out,  extension,  discontinuance,  or 
alteration,  or  such  designation  of  lines,  or  such  construction  or 
lay-out  of  sewers  or  drains,  as  to  the  damage  sustained  by  him  or 
them  thereby,  such  damage  shall  be  estimated  and  appraised  by 
three  judicious  and  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  town  of 
AVallingford  outside  of  said  borough,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  warden,  and  shall  take  an  oath  similar  to  that  prescribed  by 
law  for  appraisers  of  land  to  be  taken  on  execution,  and  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  such  appointment  and  oath  shall  be  made  out  and  entered 
upon  the  records  of  said  borough,  and  said  estimate  and  appraise¬ 
ment  shall  be  returned  by  said  freeholders  to  the  clerk  of  said 
borough,  who  shall  record  the  same.  The  damages  so  estimated 
shall  be  paid  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  or  deposited  to  their 
order  in  the  borough  treasury,  and  after  such  payment  or  deposit 
the  court  of  burgesses  may  adopt  all  such  measures,  and  cause 
to  be  executed  all  such  orders,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  opening 
lay-out,  altering,  discontinuing,  exchanging,  or  enclosing  of  said 
public  square,  land,  highway,  street,  or  walk,  or  designation  of 
such  lines,  or  the  laying  out  or  construction  of  such  sewers  or 
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drains,  respectively,  as  aforesaid ;  provided,  that  when  any  bene¬ 
fits  shall  have  been  assessed  upon  any  person  to  whom  damages 
have  been  awarded  for  the  same  work  or  improvement,  the  amount 
of  such  benefit  shall  be  deducted  from  the  damages  so  paid  to  such 
person  or  deposited  to  his  order. 

Sec.  34.  Whenever  any  public  square,  street,  highway,  or 
walk  shall  be  opened,  laid  out,  altered,  extended,  discontinued, 
or  exchanged,  or  any  building  line  designated,  or  any  sewer  or 
drain*  constructed  or  laid  out,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  he  the  duty 
of  the  court  of  burgesses  to  ascertain  what  land  and  buildings  will 
be  especially  benefited  thereby,  and  to  apportion  among,  and 
assess  to  he  paid  by,  the  persons  interested  in  such  land  and  build¬ 
ings,  such  part  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable  of  the  damages 
and  costs  of  such  improvement  or  works,  and  they  shall  give  notice 
to  such  persons  to  appear  and  be  heard  regarding  such  assessments, 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  thirty-three  of  this  act. 

Sec.  35.  All  assessments  of  benefits  made  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  act  shall  be  and  remain  a  lien  upon  the  property 
especially  benefited  by  the  public  work  or  improvement  in  view 
of  which  such  assessments  were  made,  and  such  liens  shall  take 
precedence  and  priority  of  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances  on  the 
property  whereon  the  same  is  imposed  (except  taxes),  and  the 
land,  buildings,  or  other  property  on  which  such  lien  may  exist 
shall  be  liable  to  be  foreclosed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  said 
lien  were  a  mortgage  thereon  in  favor  of  said  borough  to  secure 
the  amount  of  said  assessment  or  expense :  provided,  that  no  such 
lien  shall  continue  to  exist  for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty  days 
after  such  assessment  shall  have  become  payable,  unless  within 
said  period  of  sixty  days  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  warden  or 
clerk  of  said  borough  (which  certificate  may  be  in  the  form  here¬ 
inafter  set  forth),  shall  be  lodged  with  the  town  clerk  of  said 
town  of  Wallingford ;  and  any  such  lien  shall  cease  to  exist  when¬ 
ever  a  certificate  (which  may  be  of  the  form  hereinafter  set 
forth),  signed  by  the  warden  or  clerk  of  said  borough,  that  it  has 
ceased  to  exist,  shall  be  lodged  with  the  town  clerk.  And  such 
certificate  shall  be  recorded  by  said  town  clerk  with  deeds  of  land. 
And  such  assessments  may  also  be  collected  by  warrant  under 
the  hand  of  the  warden  in  the  same  manner  as  town  taxes  are  by 
law  collected. 


PETITION  FOE  EE-ASSESSMENT. 

Sec.  36.  All  persons  aggrieved  by  the  estimate  of  freeholders 
of  any  damage  caused  by  the  lay-out,  discontinuance,  alteration, 
or  enlargement  of  any  highway  or  street,  or  the  designation  of

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building  lines,  or  the  construction  or  lay-out  of  any  sewer  or 
drain,*  and  all  persons  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  benefits 
thereon,  or  consequent  upon  the  construction  of  any  sewer  or 
drain,  by  the  court  of  burgesses,  may  within  thirty  days  after 
notice  of  such  estimate  or  assessment  apply  by  petition  to  any 
judge  of  the  Superior  Court  for  a  re-estimate  of  such  damages,  or 
a  re-assessment  of  such  sum  ordered  to  be  paid  by  them,  giving 
reasonable  notice  in  writing  to  the  clerk  of  the  borough  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  application,  and  of  the  name  of  the  judge, 
and  said  judge  shall  appoint  three  judicious  and  disinterested 
freeholders  of  the  county  of  H  ew  Haven  who  shall  re-estimate  said 
damages,  or  re-assess  said  sums  ordered  to  be  paid  to  or  by  the 
persons  making  such  application,  and  make  report  of  their  doings 
to  the  Superior  Court  of  Hew  Haven  county,  which  shall  have 
authority,  for  any  cause  it  may  deem  sufficient,  to  set  aside  said 
report,  and  order  another  estimate  or  assessment  to  be  made,  or 
make  such  other  order  therein  as  to  justice  shall  appertain.  If 
upon  such  application  for  re-assessment  the  damages  shall  be 
increased,  or  the  assessment  of  benefits  shall  be  decreased,  and  the 
same  be  approved  by  said  Superior  Court,  the  costs  of  the  applica¬ 
tion  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  borough,  otherwise  by  the  applicant. 
And  such  Superior  Court  may  issue  execution  for  such  costs,  and 
such  report  of  such  freeholders,  when  accepted,  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  records  of  said  borough. 

APPEAL  TO  SUPERIOR  COURT. 

Sec.  37.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  doings  of  the  court  of 
burgesses  in  laying  out  or  altering  any  highway,  or  street,  or  in 
their  refusal  to  lay  out  any  highway,  or  street,  or  to  make  any 
alterations  in  any  existing  highway,  or  street,  may,  within  thirty 
days  next  after  the  return  of  the  doings  of  said  court  of  burgesses 
to  the  clerk  of  said  borough  for  record,  prefer  an  application  to 
the  Superior  Court  for  Hew  Haven  county,  on  the  return  day  of 
said  Superior  Court,  next  after  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days, 
accompanied  by  a  summons  signed  by  proper  authority,  to  be 
served  in  the  same  manner  as  civil  process  on  the  warden  or  clerk 
of  said  borough,  citing  said  borough  to  appear  before  said  Superior 
Court,  and  be  heard  thereon ;  and  unless  the  parties  shall  agree 
as  to  the  judgment  to  be  rendered,  such  application  shall  be  heard 
and  decided  by  a  committee  of  three  disinterested  persons  to  be 
appointed  by  the  court,  who  shall  make  report  of  their  doings  to 
said  court,  which  court  shall  have  authority  for  any  cause  it  may

deem  sufficient  to  set  aside  said  report,  and  appoint  a  new  com¬ 
mittee,  or  to  make  such  order  thereon  as  it  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  38.  If  said  committee  shall  find  that  such  highway,  or 
private  way  laid  out,  or  alteration  made  by  said  court  of  burgesses, 
will  be  of  common  convenience  and  necessity,  and  their  report 
be  accepted  by  said  Superior  Court,  such  appeal  shall  be  dismissed 
with  costs ;  but  in  case  of  the  refusal  of  said  court  of  burgesses, 
on  a  written  application,  to  lay  out  a  highway,  or  make  an  altera¬ 
tion  in  an  existing  way,  if  said  committee  shall  find  such  highway 
or  alteration  will  be  of  common  convenience  and  necessity,  and 
their  report  be  accepted  by  the  court,  they  shall  survey  and  lay  out 
the  same,  or  make  such  alteration  in  existing  ways  prayed  for  as 
they  shall  find  necessary;  and  shall  estimate  the  damages  sus¬ 
tained  by  or  special  benefits  accruing  to  each  person  by  the  laying 
out  of  a  new  or  the  alteration  of  an  existing  highway,  and  report 
in  writing  their  doings  to  said  court. 

Sec.  39.  When  the  report  of  the  committee  finds  that  such 
highway  or  alteration  will  he  of  common  convenience  or  necessity, 
and  such  report  is  accepted,  it  shall  be  recorded  in  the  records  of 
said  borough,  and  said  road  so  laid  out  or  altered  shall  he  a  public 
highway,  and  judgment  shall  be  rendered  for  the  payment  of  the 
damages  and  benefits  respectively  assessed  to  he  paid  by  or  to  said 
borough,  at  such  time  as  said  Superior  Court  shall  direct,  and  if 
the  doings  of  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  by  said  decree  he 
reversed,  said  Superior  Qourt  shall  direct  that  said  borough  shall 
pay  the  costs;  in  all  other  cases  the  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the 
petitioner. 


APPORTIONMENT  OF  EXPENSES. 

Sec.  40.  In  all  cases  where  an  order  of  the  court  of  burgesses, 
made  under  and  pursuant  to  the  povTers  given  in  section  tw^enty- 
nine  of  this  act,  shall  have  been  executed  at  the  expense  of  said 
borough,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  said  court  of  burgesses  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  said  expense,  and  to  order  the  same  to  he  paid  into 
the  borough  treasury  within  the  time  directed  in  said  order  by  the 
person  or  persons  who  are  by  law  bound  to  pay  the  same.  And 
when  the  premises,  subject  to  said  expenses,  are  owned  by  two  or 
more  persons,  who  have  different  estates  or  interests  therein,  said 
court  of  burgesses  shall  in  said  order  apportion  among  such  persons 
the  amount  of  such  expense  to  be  paid  by  each,  in  proportion  to 
the  respective  interest  and  estate  of  each.  Where  such  premises 
are  owned  in  fee,  whether  in  joint  tenancy  or  in  common,  no  such 
apportionment  need  be  made.  And  whenever  the  land  and  prem¬ 
ises  of  any  person  or  persons  subject  to  such  expense  shall  be 
occupied  by  at  least  one  tenantable  building  for  every  one  hundred 
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and  fifty  feet  of  frontage  upon  the  street  upon  which  such  order 
has  been  executed,  the  owner  thereof  shall  pay  the  whole  of  the 
expense  of  executing  such  order. 

In  all  cases  where  the  premises  subject  to  expense  as  aforesaid 
are  not  so  occupied  as  aforesaid,  by  tenantable  buildings,  said 
court  of  burgesses  may,  on  the  petition  of  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  make  such  apportionment  of  said  expense  between  said 
borough  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  premises,  as  to  said 
court  of  burgesses  shall  seem  just  and  equitable,  and  may  order 
that  the  whole,  or  any  reasonable  part  of  said  expense  shall  be 
borne  by  said  borough,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  thereof: 
; provided ,  however,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  relieve  from  the  payment  of  any  part  or  the 
whole  of  the  expense  incurred  in  the  execution  of  any  order  as 
aforesaid,  any  one  lot  or  number  of  lots  with  a  dwelling-house  on 
one  of  said  lots,  however  extended  the  frontage,  which  are  used 
and  occupied  substantially  as  one  homestead,  home  lot  or  place 
of  residence,  but  such  premises  shall  pay  the  whole  expense  afore¬ 
said,  in  like  manner  as  lots  having  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  or  less  with  tenantable  buildings  thereon. 

Sec.  41.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  aggrieved  by  the 
doing  of  the  court  of  burgesses  under  section  forty  of  this  act, 
such  person  or  persons  may  prefer  his,  her  or  their  complaint  to 
the  Superior  Court  in  the  county  of  Hew  Haven  against  said 
borough,  within  thirty  days  after  the  order  complained  of  has 
been  served,  by  causing  a  copy  of  such  complaint  to  be  left  with 
the  clerk  of  said  borough,  before  the  next  return  day  of  said 
Superior  Court,  after  the  expiration  of  said  thirty  days,  and  if 
said  Superior  Court,  on  hearing  such  complaint,  shall  be  of 
opinion  that  such  apportionment  is  inequitable,  and  ought  to  be 
changed  and  modified  in  any  way  pursuant  to  said  charter,  or 
that  any  part  or  the  whole  of  the  expense  ordered  to  be  paid  by 
such  person  or  persons  ought  to  be  borne  by  said  borough  under  the 
provisions  of  this  charter,  said  Superior  Court  shall  apportion 
such  expenses  as  to  it  shall  seem  reasonable,  and  shall  order  and 
direct  that  such  complainant  or  complainants  be  relieved  from  the 
payment  of  such  part  or  from  the  whole  of  such  expense  as  to 
said  court  may  appear  just  and  equitable,  and  shall  order  that 
the  expense  for  which  relief  shall  be  granted  as  aforesaid,  be  paid 
by  said  borough ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  on  such  hearing  that  such 
complainant  or  complainants  have  actually  paid  any  sum  or  sums 
of  money  in  consequence  of  any  order  made  by  said  court  of  bur¬ 
gesses  as  aforesaid,  which  ought  to  be  refunded,  said  Superior 
Court  may  grant  execution  in  favor  of  such  complainant  or  com¬ 
plainants  against  said  borough  for  said  sum  or  sums. 
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notices. 

Sec.  42.  All  notices  given  and  orders  made  by  the  court  of 
burgesses  under  this  charter,  except  in  cases  where  special  provi¬ 
sion  is  made  for  the  service  of  the  same,  may  be  served  in  writing 
upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  or  buildings  to  which  such 
notice  or  order  relates,  if  they  reside  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough,  by  reading  the  same  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  such 
persons,  or  by  leaving  a  true  and  attested  copy  thereof  at  the  place 
of  abode  of  such  persons  within  said  borough,  by  the  warden, 
or  any  of  the  burgesses,  or  the  bailiff,  or  any  special  constable,  or 
the  clerk,  or  any  indifferent  elector  thereof. 

And  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  or  buildings  shall 
not  reside  in  said  borough,  such  notice  served  as  aforesaid,  on 
the  occupant  or  occupants,  or  person  or  persons  having  the  care 
of  such  land,  or  building,  or  property,  shall  be  sufficient  notice 
to  all  persons  interested  therein. 

MONEY  FOE  HIGHWAYS. 

Sec.  43.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
pf  Wallingford,  together  with  an  equal  number  of  the  senior  bur¬ 
gesses  of  said  borough,  to  annually  determine  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  whole  number,  the  amount  of  money  which  shall  be  neces¬ 
sary  and  proper  for  the  making  and  repairing  of  the  highways 
of  said  town  within  the  limits  of  said  borough  during  the  then 
current  fiscal  year  of  said  borough;  and  in  case  the  said  select¬ 
men  and  burgesses  cannot  agree  by  a  major  vote,  as  aforesaid, 
upon  such  amount,  the  county  commissioner  of  Hew  Haven  county 
residing  nearest  said  borough  shall  be  called  in  to  give  a  deciding 
vote.  The  sum  thus  determined  upon  shall  be  paid  by  said  town 
into  the  treasury  of  said  borough,  and  said  town  shall  not  be 
liable  to  make  or  repair  any  highway  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough:  provided always,  that  the  town  of  Wallingford  shall 
be  liable  to  make  and  repair  all  bridges  in  said  town  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

BOAED  OF  HEAETH. 

Sec.  44.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  constitute  and  be  a 
board  of  health  in  said  borough,  and  shall  have  and  may  exercise 
all  power  and  authority  given  by  law  to  the  board  of  health  of 
towns  in  this  State,  or  which  they  shall  judge  necessary  for  the 
prevention  of  disease  and  the  promotion  of  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants;  and  they  may  make  and  cause  to  be  executed  all 
orders  which  they  deem  necessary  for  such  purpose,  and  may 
appoint  committees  to  carry  the  same  into  effect:  provided ,  that 
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such  orders  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  and  provided,  further, 
that  all  orders  and  regulations  of  said  board  shall  be  published  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  county  of  Hew  Haven,  or  posted  for 
three  days  upon  the  sign-post  in  said  borough. 

And  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey 
any  order  of  said  board  of  health,  or  of  the  committee  by  them 
appointed,  on  being  duly  notified  of  such  order  to  remove  any 
filthy,  putrid,  or  noxious  substances  which  shall  be  deemed  injur¬ 
ious  to  the  health  or  cleanliness  of  said  borough,  the  court  of 
burgesses,  or  said  committee,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  removed 
at  the  expense  of  such  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting;  and  for 
such  purpose  may  enter  upon  or  into  all  lands  or  buildings  in  said 
borough,  and  the  expense  of  such  removal  may  be  recovered 
against  such  persons  by  any  proper  civil  action ;  when  the  prem¬ 
ises  upon,  or  in,  or  about  which  such  filthy,  putrid,  or  noxious 
substances  exist  or  remain  shall  be  held  or  occupied  by  any  persons 
for  a  term  of  years  whereof  at  least  two  are  unexpired,  or  any 
greater  estate  less  than  a  freehold,  such  person  or  persons  shall 
be  deemed  the  owner  or  owners  within  the  meaning  of  this  section ; 
and  if  any  such  order  shall  be  made  upon  any  proprietor  or  pro¬ 
prietors,  who  are  not  in  the  occupation  of  such  premises,  he  or  they 
shall  have  the  right  to  enter  into  and  upon  such  premises,  with 
proper  assistants  and  agents,  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the 
requirements  of  such  orders,  and  may  recover  the  expense  of 
executing  the  same  in  any  proper  civil  action  against  the  person 
or  persons  in  the  occupation  of  such  premises,  whose  negligence 
shall  have  caused  such  filthy,  putrid,  or  noxious  substance  to  exist 
on  or  about  said  premises. 


NUISANCES. 

Sec.  45.  -Said  court  of  burgesses  may,  from  time  to  time, 
order  the  proprietors  or  occupants  of  lands  or  buildings  within 
said  borough  to  remove  from  said  lands  or  buildings,  within 
such  time  as  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  limit,  any  filth,  rubbish, 
or  nuisance  existing  on  or  in  such  lands  or  buildings ;  or  to  remove 
any  tree,  tree-box,  awning,  steps,  or  other  thing  which  shall  be 
within  the  limits  of  any  sidewalk  or  highway  in  said  borough, 
and  which  shall  incommode  or  endanger  travel  thereon.  And  in 
making  any  such  order  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said  court 
of  burgesses  to  specify  the  particular  filth,  rubbish,  or  nuisance, 
tree,  or  other  thing  to  be  removed ;  but  they  may,  in  general 
terms,  require  the  removal  of  all  filth,  rubbish,  or  nuisance,  or 
obstructions  to  travel  on  or  in  such  premises.  And  said  court  of 
burgesses  may,  from  time  to  time,  order  such  proprietors  or 
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occupants  to  keep  such  lands  or  buildings  clean  and  free  from 
filth,  rubbish,  and  nuisances  for  such  length  of  time  as  said  court 
of  burgesses  shall  designate ;  but  no  such  order  for  any  length  of 
time  upon  any  proprietor  or  occupant  shall  continue  in  force 
against  him  after  his  proprietorship  or  occupancy  shall  Have 
ceased. 

If  any  such  order  shall  be  made  upon  any  proprietor  who  is  not 
an  occupant  of  such  premises,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  into 
and  upon  such  premises,  with  and  by  proper  assistants  and  agents, 
for  the  purpose  of  executing  the  requirements  of  such  order,  and 
may  recover  the  expense  of  executing  such  order  by  any  proper 
civil  action  against  the  person  or  persons  whose  negligence  shall 
have  caused  the  said  filth,  rubbish,  or  nuisance  to  exist  on  said 
premises.  When  such  premises  are  held  by  any  person  or  persons 
for  a  term  of  years,  whereof  at  least  two  are  unexpired,  or  any 
greater  estate  less  than  a  fee  simple,  such  person  or  persons,  and 
not  the  owner  in  fee,  shall  be  deemed  the  proprietor  or  proprietors 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

If  any  person  or  persons  upon  whom  any  of  the  orders  specified 
in  this  section  shall  have  been  made  shall  neglect  to  perform  the 
requirements  of  such  order  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time 
specified  in  such  order,  the  court  of  burgesses  may  execute  such 
order  at  the  expense  of  the  borough ;  and  thereupon  the  borough 
may  recover,  by  any  proper  civil  action  brought  against  said 
person  or  persons,  the  amount  of  such  expense. 

lock-up. 

Sec.  46.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  establish  a  lock-up  or  prison  in  said  borough,  for  the 
confinement  and  safe  keeping  of  all  such  persons  as  may  be 
arrested  and  awaiting  trial,  or  "who  may  be  legally  committed 
thereto,  and  such  lock-up  or  prison  shall  be  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  court  of  burgesses  may  prescribe. 

SPECIAL  CONSTABLES. 

Sec.  47.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power  and 
authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  such  number  of  special 
constables  not  exceeding  twenty-five,  as  they  shall  see  fit,  who 
shall  take  the  oath  provided  by  law  for  constables  of  towns,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  fourth  Saturday  of  November 
next  after  their  appointment,  unless  sooner  removed  by  said  court 
of  burgesses ;  and  such  special  constables  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  within  said  borough  to  arrest,  with  or  without 
previous  complaint  and  warrant,  all  such  persons  as  are  guilty 
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of  drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct,  assaults,  breaches  of  the  peace, 
and  all  other  offenses,  when  such  offenses  shall  he  committed 
within  the  limits  of  said  borough,  and  such  offenders  shall  be 
apprehended  in  the  act  or  on  the  speedy  information  of  others, 
and  may,  within  said  borough  limits,'  serve  all  criminal  process 
to  them  directed,  and  may  confine  such  person  so  arrested,  with 
or  without  previous  complaint  or  warrant,  in  the  lock-up  or  prison 
in  said  borough  for  such  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
four  hours,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  suppress  assaults,  breaches 
of  the  peace,  and  disorderly  conduct,  or  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  such  person,  or  in  order  to  procure  proper  complaint  and  war¬ 
rant  against  such  offenders ;  and  such  special  constables,  within 
said  borough,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  which  con¬ 
stables  have  in  their  respective  towns,  and  may  serve  all  mitti¬ 
muses  and  warrants  to  them  directed,'  in  the  same  manner  as  con¬ 
stables  of  towns. 


POWER  AS  TO  BY-LAWS. 

Sec.  48.  The  coprt  of  burgesses  shall  have  full  power,  under 
the  restrictions  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  to  make,  alter, 
repeal,  and  enforce  such  by-laws  as  they  shall  see  fit,  in  relation  to 
the  following  subjects  within  the  limits  of  said  borough,  to  wit: 
the  prevention  of  nuisances  of  all  kinds  arising  from  sinks,  cess¬ 
pools,  privies,  drains,  sewers,  gutters,  ponds,  stables,  barns,  hog¬ 
pens,  slaughter-houses,  deposits  of  filth,  rubbish  and  garbage,  or 
any  other  cause  whatever,  and  their  summary  abatement  by  said 
court  of  burgesses,  or  any  person  or  persons  by  them  appointed 
thereto,  and  the  collecting  the  expense  of  such  abatement ;  deposit¬ 
ing  ashes,  or  garbage,  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  in  the .  streets  or 
public  grounds ;  the  going  at  large  in  the  streets,  squares,  or  public 
grounds  of  animals  of  any  description,  and  the  storing  or  piling 
of  lumber,  or  building  materials,  barrels,  boxes,  or  any  other  thing 
thereon ;  the  erection  and  use  of  steam  boilers ;  the  keeping,  sale 
or  use  of  gunpowder,  nitro-glvcerine,  fire-works,  and  explosive 
substances  of  all  kinds,  and  the  conveyances  thereof  through  said 
borough  and  licenses  therefor;  the  discharging  of  fire-arms;  the 
preservation  of  said  borough  from  fire ;  cleaning  chimneys ;  the 
organization,  maintenance,  and  regulation  of  fire  companies,  and 
the  fire  department  generally;  the  maintenance  and  regulation 
of  hydrants,  reservoirs,  wells  and  pumps,  and  cisterns,  and  to 
provide  the  same  with  water ;  to  designate  fire  limits,  within  which 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect,  enlarge,  elevate,  or  into  which  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  to  remove  any  wooden  building,  without  leave 
of  the  court  of  burgesses ;  to  regulate  the  mode  of  building  or 
altering  buildings,  and  the  materials  to  be  used  in  building  or 
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altering  the  same,  and  the  mode  of  heating  the  same,  when  such 
regulations  shall  he  deemed  necessary  to  protect  said  borough 
from  fire;  to  provide  for  and  enforce  the  disuse,  removal,  or 
demolition  of  such  buildings,  or  parts  thereof,  which  by  reason 
of  their  structure  or  use  have  become  unsafe ;  keeping  the  streets, 
walks,  highways,  and  sidewalks  free  from  snow,  ice,  rubbish,  or 
obstruction  of  any  kind,  and  the  preservation  of  all  trees,  flowers, 
and  shrubbery  therein ;  to  prohibit  and  prevent  trespasses  in  gar¬ 
dens,  cemeteries,  and  the  public  and  private  enclosures  in  said 
borough ;  the  marching  and  parading  of  companies  and  public 
processions  therein;  the  speed  of  animals,  railroad  trains,  and 
vehicles  therein ;  the  naming  of  all  public  streets  and  squares,  and 
the  numbering  of  the  houses  in  said  borough ;  games  or  sports,  and 
coasting  or  sliding  down  hill,  in  any  part  of  said  borough  streets, 
or  highways,  or  public  grounds ;  to  suppress  gambling  houses  and 
houses  of  ill-fame  and  disorderly  houses ;  to  prevent  the  carrying 
on  of  any  trade  or  business  and  the  keeping  open  of  stores,  shops 
and  saloons  between  the  sunset  and  midnight  of  the  Sabbath  or 
Lord’s  day ;  to  compel  the  closing  of  saloons  and  other  places 
where  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  are  kept  and  sold,  or 
are  reputed  to  be  kept  and  sold,  and  places  reputed  to  be  gambling 
places,  at  such  suitable  hours  during  the  night  season  as  said  court 
of  burgesses  may  designate,  and  at  such  other  times  and  on  such 
occasions  as  may  be  required  by  the  public  good;  to  license  and 
regulate  or  prohibit  all  public  sports,  amusements,  public  perform¬ 
ances,  public  exhibitions,  circuses,  theatrical  or  musical  perform¬ 
ances,  and  also  billiard  and  bowling  saloons,  and  the  amount  and 
mode  of  collecting  such  licenses ;  the  lighting  of  the  public  streets 
and  grounds,  by  gas  or  otherwise;  the  erection  of  posts,  poles, 
awnings,  and  the  projection  of  signs,  banners,  and  flags  over,  on, 
or  in  any  street,  highway  or  square;  the  excavation  or  opening 
of  streets  or  highways,  for  public  or  private  purposes,  and  the 
location  thereon,  whether  temporary  or  permanent,  of  any  work  or 
thing  over  or  under  the  surface  thereof ;  the  depositing  thereon 
of  building  materials  of  any  kind,  and  the  removal  of  buildings 
through  the  same ;  to  regulate  the  laying  of  water-pipes,  gas-pipes, 
drains,  sewers,  or  race  ways  in  said  streets  or  highways,  for  public 
or  private  purposes ;  to  regulate  planting,  removal  and  trimming 
of  trees  in  said  streets  or  highways ;  to  protect  and  preserve  trees 
and  other  ornaments  of  public  places ;  to  keep  the  streets  and 
other  public  places  free  from  all  undue  noises ;  to  provide  for 
the  assessment  of  all  damage  or  benefits  arising  from  any  public 
work;  the  forms  of  proceeding  in  assessing  damages  or  benefits 
in  all  cases ;  the  laying  out,  altering,  extending,  enlarging,  con¬ 
structing,  grading,  and  repairing  of  all  streets  and  highways; 
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burying  grounds  and  burials;  protection  of  buildings,  bridges, 
and  fences  from  defacement  or  injury;  posting  or  painting  bills 
or  advertisements,  public  assemblages,  receptions,  shows  and  cele¬ 
brations  ;  music  in  the  streets  and  highways  of  said  borough ;  the 
ringing  of  hells  and  blowing  of  steam  whistles  or  gongs  in  said 
borough ;  the  preservation  of  order,  and  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  and  by-laws  in  said  borough  by  means  of  a  police  force,  the 
mode  of  appointment,  number,  duties,  and  compensation  of  said 
police  force ;  rules  and  regulations  for  the  guidance  of  said  police 
force ;  the  manner  of  warning  all  borough  meetings  and  meetings 
of  the  court  of  burgesses  of  said  borough,  and  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  the  same,  and  the  mode  of  proceeding  therein;  the 
licensing  and  regulating  of  public  hacks,  carriages,  trucks,  or 
•carts,  and  the  charges  of  hackmen,  truckmen,  and  other  carriers, 
and  to  regulate  all  public  conveyances  in  the  use  of  the  streets  of 
said  borough;  the  finances  of  said  borough  and  the  property 
thereof,  real  or  personal;  the  borrowing  of  money  by  said  bor¬ 
ough  for  any  purpose  for  which  said  borough  may  lay  a  tax, 
and  the  giving  security  for  such  borrowed  money ;  the  authentica¬ 
tion,  execution,  and  delivery  of  deeds,  grants,  leases  and  releases, 
and  conveyances  of  borough  property;  the  preservation  of  peace 
and  order  within  said  borough,  and  the  quelling  of  all  riots  and 
tumultuous  and  disorderly  assemblages,  and  the  conferring  upon 
the  police  force  and  special  constables  of  said  borough  all  powers 
necessary  for  the  suppression  and  quelling  of  such  riots  and 
tumultuous  and  disorderly  assemblages ;  the  punishment  and 
penalty  for  resisting,  hindering,  or  obstructing  public  officers  or 
committees  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties ;  the  mode  of  keeping 
and  auditing  the  accounts  of  said  borough;  the  appointment  of 
an  attorney  for  said  borough,  and  his  compensation  and  duties; 
the  conducting  of  all  borough  elections,  and  the  mode  and  manner 
of  voting  at  such  elections  except  as  expressly  regulated  by  this 
resolution ;  the  pimishment  for  illegal  voting  at  or  disturbance  of 
such  election  meetings;  the  salaries,  fees,  and  compensation  of 
all  borough  officers  and  committees  appointed,  as  provided  in  this 
act,  and  the  mode  of  payment  of  the  same  by  the  borough  treas¬ 
urer  ;  'provided  that  no  burgess  shall  receive  any  salary  for  service 
in  such  office,  and  that  the  salary  of  the  warden  shall  not  exceed 
two  hundred  dollars*  per  annum ;  the  appointment  and  particular 
duties  of  all  officers  whose  appointment  and  duties  are  not  pro¬ 
vided  for  and  expressly  defined  by  this  act;  the  removal  or 
expulsion  of  any  officer  guilty  of  malfeasance  in  office ;  to  prevent 
and  restrain  cruelty  to  animals ;  the  seal  of  said  borough ;  sign-

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posts  and  their  location  in  said  borough ;  to  prohibit,  license,  or 
regulate  the  selling  or  disposing  of  wares  and  merchandise  of 
every  description  in  the  streets  and  public  places  of  said  borough, 
and  public  auctions  therein;  and  to  regulate  or  prohibit  bathing 
or  swimming  in  public  or  exposed  places  in  said  borough;  to 
prevent  or  regulate  the  use  of  any  building  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  any  trade,  business,  or  manufacture  in  said  borough, 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  said  court  of  burgesses,  shall  be  preju¬ 
dicial  to  public  health,  or  an  unreasonable  annoyance  to  those 
living  or  owning  property  in  the  vicinity;  the  sale,  or  offering 
for  sale,  of  unwholesome  meat,  vegetables,  produce  or  food  of 
any  kind,  the  measurement  and  inspection  of  coal  and  wood,  'and 
to  regulate  or  license  the  selling  of  the  same  in  the  streets  and 
public  places  of  said  borough;  and  the  inspection  of  all  produce 
and  articles  of  food  or  drink  offered  for  sale,  and  the  appointment 
of  inspectors  and  measurers  of  said  articles;  the  penalties  to  be 
incurred  by  those  who,  being  chosen  to  an  office  in  said  borough, 
shall  (without  being  excused  by  said  borough)  refuse  to  serve; 
the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  given  by  those  officers  of  said  borough 
who  are  required  to  give  bonds  by  the  charter,  and  provided  that 
no  by-law  shall  be  made  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of 
the  United  States,  and  that  all  such  by-laws  or  alterations  thereof 
shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  Hew 
Haven  county,  before  such  by-laws  shall  be  of  any  force  or 
validity;  and  said  court  of  burgesses  may,  at  their  discretion,  in 
such  by-laws  prescribe  penalties,  forfeitures,  and  fines  for  the 
breach  of  the  salne,  and  the  manner  in  which  such  penalties,  for¬ 
feitures,  or  fines  may  be  enforced  or  recovered;  provided,  that 
no  such  penalty,  forfeiture,  or  fine  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars. 


POLICE. 

Sec.  49.  The  police  officers  who  may  be  appointed  under 
and  according  to  the  by-laws  of  said  borough,  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  as  is  given  to  the  special  constables  of  said 
borough,  in  section  forty-seven  of  this  act. 

BOROUGH  ATTORNEY. 

Sec.  50.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall' have  power  to  appoint 
a  borough  attorney,  to  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  said 
court,  who  shall  be  sworn,  and  who  shall  give  bonds,  with  surety, 
to  said  borough,  to  the  acceptance  of  said  court  of  burgesses,  con¬ 
ditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  required  of 
him  by  this  act.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  appear  for  said  borough 
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in  all  legal  proceedings  in  which  said  borough  is  interested,  and 
he  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers,  and  he  sub¬ 
ject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities,  within  said  borough,  that  are 
conferred  and  imposed  upon  grand  jurors  appointed  by  the  several 
towns  of  this  State.  And  he  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  and 
duty  of  making  complaint  of  all  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  of  any  by-laws  adopted  under  it,  to  the  court  having 
cognizance  thereof,  or  to  some  justice  of  the  peace  for  New  Haven 
county  within  said  borough.  In  any  complaint  instituted  pur¬ 
suant  to  this  act  or  any  by-law  adopted  under  it,  it  shall  be  a 
sufficient  description  of  the  offense  to  set  forth  the  act  complained 
of,  and  to  allege  the  same  to  have  been  done  contrary  to  the 
statute  or  by-law  (as  the  case  may  be),  in  such  case  provided, 
without  reciting  the  provision,  or  by-law  violated.  The  borough 
attorney  shall  receive  the  same  fees  in  criminal  prosecutions  as 
are  allowed  by  law  to  grand  jurors  in  similar  cases,  which  shall 
be  allowed  and  collected  as  a  part  of  the  costs,  and  such  other  and 
further  compensation  as  the  court  of  burgesses  shall  determine. 

Sec.  51.  Every  justice  of  the  peace  for  New  Haven  county, 
may,  while  within  said  borough,  issue  a  warrant  or  process  upon 
any  complaint  made  to  him  by  said  borough  attorney,  as  herein¬ 
before  provided,  directed  to  any  proper  officer,  or  by  name  to  any 
indifferent  person,  to  be  served  in  any  part  of  the  State,  to  appre¬ 
hend  and  bring  before  himself,  or  any  other  justice  of  the  peace 
for  New  Haven  county  within  said  borough,  for  trial  and  exami¬ 
nation,  any  person  against  whom  such  complaint  is  made;  and 
may  in  like  manner  grant  a  subpena  or  capias  for  witnesses  in 
such  cases,  and  such  indifferent  person  shall  have  authority  to 
execute  the  same. 

Sec.  52.  Every  justice  of  the  peace  for  New  Haven  county, 
in  any  court  holden  by  him  within  said  borough,  shall,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  him  by  the  statutes  of 
this  State,  have  jurisdiction  of  all  violations  of  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  of  the  by-laws  adopted  under  it,  and 
may  determine  all  prosecutions  under  said  act  or  by-laws,  pro¬ 
vided,  that  no  justice  of  the  peace  shall  impose  a  fine  or  adjudge 
a  forfeiture  for  an  amount  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprison  the  accused  for  a  period  longer  than  sixty  days;  and 
if  any  person  upon  whom  any  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture  shall 
be  legally  imposed  for  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  of  any  by-law  adopted  under  it,  shall  fail  forthwith  to 
pay  the  same,  he  shall  be  committed  to  the  common  jail  for  New 
Haven  county,  there  to  remain  until  such  fine,  penalty,  or  for¬ 
feiture  be  paid,  or  he  be  otherwise  discharged  by  due  order  of 
law.  And  all  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  this  State,  as  to  binding 
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over,  appeals,  and  commitments,  and  other  proceedings  by  or 
before  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil  and  criminal  trials  shall, 
mutatis  mutandis,  he  applicable  to  prosecutions  by  such  borough 
attorney  for  violation  of  said  act  or  by-laws ;  except  that  all  bonds 
in  such  prosecutions  shall  be  taken  to  said  borough. 

All  fines,  penalties,  or  forfeitures  imposed  for  any  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  adopted  under 
it,  and  all  costs  recovered  in  any  proceedings  before  justices  of 
the  peace  on  account  of  such  offense,  shall  belong  to  said  borough, 
and  unless  the  mode  of  enforcement  of  such  fines,  penalties,  or 
forfeitures  is  specially  prescribed  in  this  act,  or  in  such  by-laws, 
the  same  may  be  recovered  by  any  proper  civil  action,  in  the  name 
of  the  borough,  or  enforced  by  the  borough  attorney,  by  complaint 
and  process,  as  in  criminal  cases;  provided ,  no  person  shall  be 
proceeded  against  both  criminally  and  civilly  for  the  same  act. 

VOTING  ON  BY-LAWS. 

Sec.  53.  Whenever  two  burgesses  and  thirty  other  electors 
of  said  borough  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  any 
by-law  by  the  court  of  burgesses,  petition  the  warden  in  writing 
thereto,  the  warden  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors  to  approve 
or  disapprove  of  such  by-law,  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place 
within  ten  days  thereafter  as  the  warden  shall  designate  in  such 
call.  Said  call  shall  be  published  by  putting  a  written  or  printed 
notice  thereof  on  the  sign-post  in  said  borough,  and  said  notice 
shall  recite  the  by-law  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  meeting. 

If  a  majority  of  the  electors  present  and  voting  shall  vote  to 
disapprove  of  such  by-law,  it  shall,  from  that  time,  be  repealed 
and  void,  otherwise  it  shall  continue  in  force. 

FORMS. 

Sec.  54.  Forms  substantially  like  the  following  may  be  used 
in  reference  to  the  matters  indicated  in  their  titles,  and  shall  be 
sufficient,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  other  forms  in  reference  to  the  same  matters, 
or  to  invalidate  other  forms. 

No.  1.  FORM  OF  WARRANT  FOR  COLLECTION  OF  TAXES. 

The  following  form  may  be  used  for  a  warrant  for  the  collection 
of  taxes  in  said  borough,  to  wit :

ing  ground  as  to  be  unsafe  for  travel. 

Ordered,  that  the  make  and  put  up  on  the  side  of  said

of  and  feet  in  length,  extending  from  to  ,  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  court  of  burgesses,  within  days  from 

the  time  this  order  is  served  upon 

Sec.  55.  All  the  inhabitants  living  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough  shall,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  be  and  remain  a  part 
of  said  town  of  Wallingford. 
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The  first  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  under  this 
act  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Saturday  of  November,  A.  D.  1881. 

All  persons  holding  office  under  the  present  charter  of  said 
borough  when  this  resolution  comes  into  effect  shall  continue  in 
their  respective  office  until  their  successors,  provided  for  in  this 
act,  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  And  said  warden  and  bur¬ 
gesses,  and  all  the  other  officers  of  said  borough  who  may  hold 
over  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  have  and  may 
exercise  the  same  powers,  rights,  and  obligations,  and  shall  per¬ 
form  all  the  duties  required  of  them  under  this  act  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  they  had  been  elected  or  appointed  under  this  act. 
And  special  meetings  of  the  electors  of  said  borough  may  be  called 
at  any  time  as  provided  in  this  act,  for  the  purpose  of  filling  any 
office  which  may  be  vacant  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  and 
such  officers  so  chosen  shall  hold  their  office  till  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  said  borough  'in  A.  D.  1881,  and  until  their  successors  are 
qualified. 

The  by-laws  of  said  borough,  in  force  and  valid  when  this  act 
comes  into  effect,  and  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  continue  in  force  and  valid  until  repealed  by  said  court  of 
burgesses.  From  and  after  the  date  when  this  act  shall  take 
effect,  the  resolution  of  the  general  assembly  incorporating  said 
borough  of  Wallingford,  passed  at  the  May  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  in  the  year  A.  D.  1853,  and  the  resolution  of  the  general 
assembly  re-establishing  said  borough,  passed  at  the  May  session 
of  the  general  assembly,  in  the  year  A.  D.  1868,  and  all  resolutions 
of  the  general  assembly,  in  addition  thereto  and  amendatory 
thereof,  passed  since  said  first  resolution,  are  hereby  repealed: 
provided,  however,  that  all  actions  and  rights  of  action  and  inter¬ 
ests  accrued  or  vested  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  present  charter 
of  said  borough  and  its  amendments,  and  all  rights,  privileges, 
or  immunities  vested  in  any  person  or  body  corporate  under  said 
charter  and  amendments,  and  all  pecuniary  obligations  now 
attaching  to  said  borough  of  Wallingford,  and  all  rights  of  prop¬ 
erty  vested  in  said  borough,  and  all  legal  contracts  made  and 
entered  into  by  or  with  said  borough  under  said  charter  shall 
not  be  impaired  or  in  any  manner  affected  by  this  repeal. 

All  matters,  civil  or  criminal,  commenced  under  and  by  virtue 
of  said  present  charter  or  its  amendments,  and  pending  unfinished 
when  this  act  shall  come  into  effect,  may  be  prosecuted  to  final 
effect  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed ; 
no  offense  committed  and  no  penalty  or  forfeiture  incurred ;  and 
no  tax  or  assessment  laid  or  incurred  under  the  charter  and  its 
amendments  herein  and  hereby  repealed,  or  under  any  by-law 
made  under  any  provision  of  said  charter,  shall  be  in  any  wise 
affected  by  said  repeal. 
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Sec.  56.  This  act,  except  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the 
introduction  of  water  and  gas,  the  same  comprising  sections  fifty- 
eight  to  section  eighty-one  inclusive,  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

Sec.  57.  This  act  shall  be  taken  to  be  a  public  act  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  and  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  repealed 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  general  assembly. 

PUBLIC  WATEE. 

Sec.  58.  The  borough  of  Wallingford  is  hereby  authorized* 
and  empowered  to  take  and  use  the  water  of  any  stream,  lake, 
or  pond,  in  whole  or  in  part,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of 
Wallingford,  or  any  town  adjacent  thereto;  to  hold,  convey,  and 
distribute  such  water  into  and  through  said  borough,  by  means 
of  reservoirs,  pipes,  aqueducts,  pumps,  and  other  suitable  works, 
in  such  quantities  as  the  necessities  and  conveniences  of  said 
borough  may  require;  to  take  and  hold  any  lands,  property,  or 
privileges  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  to  exercise  any  powers 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  that  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  or  convenient  for  carrying  into  full  effect  the  purposes  of 
sections  fifty-eight  to  seventy,  inclusive,  of  this  act,  being  the  part 
thereof  relating  to  the  introduction  of  water. 

Sec.  59.  Whenever  said  borough  shall,  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided,  accept  the  provisions  of  said  sections  fifty-eight  to  seventy, 
inclusive,  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  burgesses 
of  said  borough  within  fifteen  days  thereafter  to  designate  and 
appoint  a  suitable  person  to  be  treasurer  of  the  water  fund,  three 
persons  who  shall  act  as  a  board  of  water  commissioners,  with  the 
powers  conferred  by  sections  fifty-eight  to  seventy,  inclusive,  of 
this  act,  until  the  first  day  of  January  following,  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen  and  sworn  in  their  stead.  And  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  said  borough  which  shall  be  holden  in  the  month  of  Novem¬ 
ber,  A.  D.  1881,  for  the  choice  of  borough  officers,  there  shall  be 
chosen  three  water  commissioners,  and  a  treasurer  of  the  water 
fund,  who  shall  be  voted  for  on  the  same  piece  of  paper  with  such 
other  officers  as  are  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  chosen  thereat 
and  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  ballots.  The  treasurer  so 
chosen  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  January 
next  following  and  until  another  is  chosen  and  qualified  in  his 
stead,  and  the  three  water  commissioners  so  chosen  shall  hold 
office  for  one,  two,  and  three  years  respectively  from  the  first 
day  of  January  next  following  their  election  and  until  others 
are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead,  the  term  of  each  of  said 
commissioners  to  be  determined  by  lot  within  thirty  days  after

election,  in  the  presence  of  the  clerk  of  the  borough,  who  shall 
make  a  record  of  the  same.  And  one  water  commissioner  shall 
he  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting  of  said  borough  after  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  to  hold  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  January  next  following 
such  election,  and  until  another  is  chosen  and  qualified ;  and 
also  a  treasurer  of  the  water  fund,  to  hold  office  for  one  year, 
beginning  on  such  succeeding  first  day  of  January,  and  until  his 
successor  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified.  Any  vacancy  which  may 
occur  in  any  of  such  offices  may  be  filled  by  the  court  of  burgesses, 
for  the  remainder  of  the  then  current  year  and  until  the  next 
annual  meeting,  when  such  vacancy  may  he  filled  by  a  new 
election.  And  such  commissioners  and  treasurer  shall  give  bonds 
with  sufficient  surety,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several 
trusts  in  such  sums,  and  shall  receive  for  their  services  such  com¬ 
pensation,  as  the  court  of  burgesses  shall  prescribe. 

POWERS  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 

Sec.  60.  Said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  purchase  and  take  conveyance  for  and  in  the  name 
of  the  borough,  of  all  lands,  property  and  privileges  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  accomplishing  of  the  purposes  of  said  sections 
of  this  act  relating  to  water,  to  hold  in  sufficient  quantities  the 
water  of  any  stream,  lake,  or  pond,  either  within  or  without  said 
borough  and  town  of  Wallingford,  by  the  construction  of  suitable 
dams  across  the  same;  to  enter  upon  any  lands  near  such  pro¬ 
posed  dams,  and  procure  earth,  stone,  or  other  materials  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  thereof,  and  to  make  suitable  waste 
ways  for  the  surplus  water  of  such  stream,  lake,  or  pond,  to  change 
the  location  of  any  road  or  passway  which  may  be  covered  by  the 
waters  of  any  reservoirs  so  formed,  and  to  take  land  therefor,  to 
enter  upon  or  make  use  of  the  ground  or  soil  under  any  railroad, 
street,  high  or  private  way,  public  or  private  grounds,  and  lay, 
construct,  and  maintain  all  necessary  pipes,  pumps,  and  aqueducts, 
within  the  borough  and  town  of  W allingf ord,  with  the  consent  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  court  of  burgesses  of  said  borough 
and  the  selectmen  of  said  town  respectively,  in  such  a  manner  as 
least  to  damage  or  impede  travel  thereon,  to  make  contracts  for 
labor  and  materials  for  the  general  purposes  of  said  sections  of 
this  act  relating  to  water,  to  make  and  establish  public  reservoirs 
and  hydrants  under  the  direction  of  the  court  of  burgesses,  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  use  and  distribution  of 
said  water,  and  establish  the  prices  to  be  paid  therefor  to  collect 
all  water  rents  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
water  fund,  to  audit,  allow,  and  draw  orders  on  said  treasurer 
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for  the  payment  of  all  claims  against  the  borough  on  account  of 
said  water-works,  including  payment  of  interest  on  notes  and 
bonds  issued  on  account  of  such  works,  and  generally  to  attend 
to  the  construction,  care,  supervision,  and  management  of  said 
water-works,  and  to  exercise  any  additional  powers  that  may  from 
time  to  time  he  conferred  upon  them  by  said  borough.  And  a 
majority  of  said  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  any  of  the  business  of  the  hoard. 

ASSESSMENT  OF  DAMAGES  FOR  WATER  RIGHTS. 

Sec.  61.  The  said  borough  of  Wallingford  shall  be  liable  to 
pay  all  damages  that  shall  he  sustained  by  any  person,  persons, 
or  corporation,  by  the  taking  of  any  land  or  estate  as  aforesaid, 
or  by  the  construction  or  laying  of  any  reservoirs,  pipes,  pumps, 
aqueducts,  or  other  works  for  the  purposes  of  said  sections  of  this 
act  relating  to  water.  And  if  at  any  time  it  shall  appear  that 
any  damage  has  occurred,  or  may  be  likely  to  occur,  to  any  person, 
persons,  or  corporation,  by  reason  of  taking  or  using  their  land 
or  estate,  for  the  purposes  of  said  sections  of  this  act  regarding 
water,  or  in  the  construction  of  said  wTater-works,  and  the  said 
hoard  of  commissioners  do  not  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  property  or  privileges  as  to  the  amount  of  compensation 
or  damages  to  be  paid  to  them,  or  in  case  any  such  owner  shall 
be  an  infant,  or  insane  or  unknown,,  then  such  compensation  or 
damages  may  be  assessed  by  three  disinterested  persons  under 
oath,  to  be  appointed  by  either  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  on 
application  to  such  judge  by  or  on  behalf  of  either  party,  upon 
such  notice  of  such  application  as  such  judge  shall  prescribe,  which 
said  appraisers  shall  report  their  doings,  embracing  the  amount  of 
their  assessments,  to  the  Superior  Court  for  the  county  of  New 
Haven,  which  court  may  set  aside  such  report  for  any  irregular 
or  improper  conduct,  and  may  appoint  another  committee;  and 
whenever  such  report  shall  be  made  to  said  court  it  shall  appoint 
a  time  and  place  for  a  hearing  on  the  same,  causing  such  notice 
as  it  shall  deem  reasonable  to  be  served  on  the  parties  embraced 
in  such  report,  and  such  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
hearing  shall  be  served  on  said  parties  in  such  manner  and  by 
such  persons  as  said  court  shall  direct.  And  if  it  shall  accept 
said  report,  the  same  shall  be  recorded,  and  thereupon  such  assess¬ 
ment  shall  be  taken  and  held  to  be  a  final  adjustment  of  said 
compensation  and  damages  between  said  parties ;  and  pay¬ 
ment  thereof,  or  a  deposit  of  the  same  with  the  treasurer  of  the 
county,  to  the  use  of  such  owner  or  owners,  shall  release  said 
borough  from  liability  to  any  further  claims  for  compensation 
or  damages. 
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water  BONDS.

Sec.  62.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  of  construction 
of  said  water-works  and  expenses  incident  thereto,  and  for  no 
other  purpose  whatever,  said  borough  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  of  debt,  to  be 
denominated  on  the  face  thereof  “Water  Fund  of  the  Borough 
of  Wallingford,”  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  hearing  interest  at  no  greater 
rate  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  principal  of  which  shall  be 
payable  at  some  certain  time  or  times  not  to  exceed  thirty  years 
after  the  date  of  issue,  and  the  amount  of  said  notes,  bonds,  or 
certificates  which  may  at  any  time  be  issued,  together  with  the 
times  of  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  thereof,  and  the 
rate  of  interest,  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  borough,  in  legal 
borough  meeting,  called  for  that  purpose;  and  said  notes,  bonds, 
and  certificates  shall  he  signed  by  the  warden  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk  of  said  borough,  who  shall  register  the  number  and 
amount  of  each  bond  issued,  on  the  records  of  said  borough.  And 
said  bonds  and  certificates  shall  be,  when  issued,  obligatory  upon 
said  borough  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  according  to  the  purport 
and  tenor  of  the  same. 

Sec.  63.  The  board  of  water  commissioners  shall  be  the  trus¬ 
tees  of  the  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  of  debt  issued  by  said 
borough;  shall  superintend  the  issuing  of  the  same,  and  regu¬ 
late  the  particular  form  thereof;  and  after  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof  shall  be  issued  they  may  sell  them  in  such  a  manner  as 
they  may  deem  best,  at  not  less  than  their  par  value,  or  they 
may  pledge  the  same  for  moneys  temporarily  borrowed  by  them. 
And  said  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  such  notes,  bonds,  or 
certificates  issued,  disposed  of,  or  pledged,  and  all  moneys  received 
by  said  board  shall  be  by  them  forthwith  paid  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  water  fund. 


HYDRANTS. 

Sec.  64.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power  to  establish 
public  hydrants  in  such  places  in  said  borough  as  it  shall  think 
best  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fire,  and  for  other  public 
uses. 


APPLICATION  OF  WATER  RENTS. 

Sec.  65.  The  avails  of  all  water  rents  shall  be  first  applied 
to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  said  water-works,  and  there¬ 
after  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  notes,  bonds,  or  certifi¬ 
cates  of  debt;  and  if  at  any  time  there  shall  be  an  excess,  the 
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board  of  water  commissioners  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  court 
of  burgesses,  who  may  direct  whether  the  same  shall  be  applied 
to  the  extinction  of  the  principal  debt  incurred  by  the  issuing  of 
said  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates,  or  to  any  other  purpose  in  con¬ 
nection  with  said  works. 

Sec.  66.  In  case  the  avails  of  water  rents  should  at  any  time 
be  inadequate  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  said  water-works, 
and  the  interest  of  said  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates,  the  deficiency 
shall  be  supplied  by  said  borough,  and  said  borough  may,  at  any 
legal  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  direct  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  the  debt  aforesaid,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  sinking  fund,  or  in  any  other  manner,  and  any 
moneys  specially  appropriated  to  such  purpose  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  water  fund,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
board  of  water  commissioners. 

WATER  LIENS. 

Sec.  67.  Any  claim  of  said  borough  for  the  use  of  water,  or 
for  rent  of  hydrants,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  or 
property  wherein  or  in  connection  with  which  such  water  was 
used,  or  on  which  such  rent  was  assessed;  and  said  lien  may 
be  foreclosed  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  mortgage  is  now  foreclosed ;  and  the  board  of  water 
commissioners  shall  also  have  power  to  issue  warrants  for  the 
collection  of  all  such  claims,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  taxes,  which  warrants  shall  be  signed  by  said 
commissioners  and  directed  to  the  collector  of  the  borough  taxes, 
or  to  some  indifferent  person  named  therein,  who  shall  have  the 
same  power  to  levy  and  collect  the  same  as  collectors  of  town  and 
state  taxes  now  have  by  law  to  collect  the  taxes  imposed  by  towns 
and  states  respectively;  provided,  however,  such  lien  shall  not 
continue  for  a  longer  period  than  ninety  days  after  such  claim 
shall  accrue,  unless  within  that  period  a  certificate  shall  be  lodged,, 
as  provided  in  section  thirty-five  of  this  act. 

RECORDS  AND  REPORTS  DE  WATER-WORKS. 

Sec.  68.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  water  commis¬ 
sioners  to  keep  a  record  of  their  official  proceedings,  and  an 
accurate  account  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements,  verified 
by  proper  vouchers,  which  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable 
times  to  the  inspection  of  any  tax  payer  of  said  borough.  And 
said  commissioners  shall  render  to  each  annual  meeting  of  said 
borough  a  statement  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account 
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of  the  construction  of  said  works,  and  a  separate  statement  of 
receipts  from  revenue  of  the  same,  and  of  payments  of  interest  and 
current  expenses  after  the  opening  of  such  works  for  public  use, 
which  statement  shall  be  sworn  to  by  one  or  more  of  said  com¬ 
missioners,  and  recorded  in  the  records  of  said  borough.  They 
shall  also  report  to  the  same  meeting  a  statement  of  their  doings, 
including  a  general  exhibit  of  the  state  of  the  works,  an  estimate 
of  the  sum  required  to  be  expended  therefor,  a  report  of  the  claims 
outstanding  against  the  borough  on  account  of  such  works,  and 
such  other  matters  of  information  in  regard  to  such  works  as  may 
be  called  for.  The  treasurer  of  the  water  fund  shall  also  render 
to  each  annual  meeting  a  statement  of  his  accounts.  And  the 
commissioners  and  treasurer  shall  render  such  statements  and 
reports  to  the  warden  and  to  the  court  of  burgesses,  whenever 
required  by  them  respectively,  and  the  annual  statements  of  said 
commissioners  and  said  treasurer  shall  he  audited  by  the  borough 
auditor  in  the  same  manner  as  the  accounts  of  other  borough 
officers. 


PENALTIES. 

Sec.  69.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  or  maliciously  corrupt 
the  water  in  any  reservoir,  hydrant,  aqueduct,  pipe,  or  other  por¬ 
tion  of  said  water-works,  or  divert  the  same,  or  destroy  or  injure 
any  portion  of  such  works,  or  any  materials  or  property  used  or 
designed  to  be  used  in  connection  therewith,  such  person,  on  con¬ 
viction  thereof  before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  such  fine  and 
imprisonment  both.  And  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  have 
power  to  enact  by-laws,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
enactment  of  other  by-laws,  imposing  penalties  and  forfeitures 
for  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of 
water  commissioners :  provided ,  that  such  penalty  or  forfeiture 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  any  one  offense. 

Sec.  70.  Sections  fifty-eight  to  seventy,  inclusive,  of  this  act, 
being  those  relating  to  water,  shall  not  take  effect  unless  they 
shall  be  accepted  by  said  borough,  at  a  meeting  specially  warned 
for  that  purpose,  to  be  held  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May, 
A.  D.  1881,  at  which  meeting  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  ballots 
marked  yes  and  no;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  ballots  so  cast  in 
said  meeting  shall  have  upon  the  same  the  word  yes,  then  said 
sections  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force.

BOROUGH  COURT. 


AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH  A  BOROUGH  COURT  WITHIN 
AND  FOR  THE  BOROUGH  AND  TOWN 
OE  WALLINGFORD. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

CRIMINAL  JURISDICTION. 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  the  act  establishing  a  borough 
court  within  and  for  the  borough  and  town  of  Wallingford 
(approved  February  twenty-third,  1886),  is  hereby  amended*  to 
read  as  follows:  There  is  hereby  established  within  and  for  the 
borough  and  town  of  Wallingford,  a  court  to  be  styled  and  called 
the  Borough  Court  of  Wallingford,  which  shall  have  jurisdiction 
and  cognizance  of  all  crimes  and  misdemeanors  committed  within 
said  town  and  borough,  and  of  all  breaches  or  violations  of  the 
charter  of  said  borough,  and  of  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  made 
under  and  pursuant  to  said  charter,  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceed¬ 
ing  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  common 
jail  or  work  house  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  such 
fine  and  imprisonment  both ;  also  for  the  recovery  of  all  fines, 
penalties,  and  forfeitures,  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  laws 
of  this  State,  or  of  the  charter,  by-laws,  or  ordinances  of  the 
borough  of  Wallingford,  or  of  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the 
town  of  W allingford,  wherein  the  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture  does 
not  exceeed  in  amount  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
or  imprisonment  in  a  common  jail  or  work  house  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  both;  said  court  shall  have  all  the  juris¬ 
diction,  powers,  and  authority  now  belonging  to  justices  of  the 
peace  in  said  town  in  all  matters  of  a  criminal  form  or  nature 
arising  within  said  town,  and  may  proceed  therein  in  the  same 
manner  as  such  justices  of  the  peace  may  now  do ;  said  court  shall 
have  powder  to  proceed  to  trial,  render  judgment,  and  grant  war¬ 
rant  of  execution  to  carry  into  effect  and  to  enforce  any  order  or 
judgment  of  said  court,  and  may  commit  juvenile  offenders  to 
the  Connecticut  State  Reform  School  and  to  the  Connecticut 
Industrial  School  for  Girls,  under  the  same  provisions  and  limi-

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tations  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  several  towns  may  do  under 
the  provisions  of  law  in  such  cases;  provided,  that  the  accused 
may  in  all  cases,  except  Sabbath  breaking,  profane  swearing, 
cursing  and  drunkenness ,  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  said  court 
to  the  next  Superior  Court  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  to  be 
holden  at  New  Haven,  within  and  for  the  county  of  New  Haven, 
and  upon  such  appeal  said  accused  shall  give  a  recognizance  with 
surety  to  the  State  in  such  sum  as  said  borough  court  shall 
determine,  conditioned  that  said  accused  shall  appear  before  said 
Superior  Court  to  answer  to  the  complaint,  and  abide  the  judg¬ 
ment  and  order  of  said  Superior  Court  thereon,  and  on  the  failure 
of  said  accused  to  give  such  recognizance,  said  borough  court  shall 
order  said  accused  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  in  said 
county  till  the  next  session  of  said  Superior  Court,  to  answer  to 
said  complaint,  and  until  he  shall  be  discharged  by  due  course 
of  law. 

Sec.  2.  Said  borough  court  shall  take  cognizance  and  hear 
any  criminal  case  brought  before  it  which  is  beyond  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  said  borough  court,  and  on  finding  probable  cause  for  the 
support  of  the  complaint,  and  in  cases  where  the  offense  charged 
is,  in  the  opinion  of  said  borough  court,  of  so  aggravated  a  nature 
as  to  require  a  greater  punishment  than  is  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  borough  court  to  inflict,  shall,  if  the  offense  is  bailable, 
order  the  accused  to  enter  into  a  recognizance,  with  surety  to  the 
State  in  such  sum  as  said  borough  court  shall  determine,  con¬ 
ditioned  that  said  accused  shall  appear  before  the  next  Superior 
Court,  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven, 
within  and  for  the  county  of  New  Haven,  to  answer  to  the  com¬ 
plaint,  and  abide  the  order  and  judgment  of  said  Superior  Court 
therein,  and  on  his  failure  to  enter  into  such  recognizance,  or  if 
the  offense  complained  of  be  not  bailable,  said  accused  shall  be 
committed  by  said  borough  court  to  the  county  jail  in  and  for  said 
county  till  the  next  session  of  said  Superior  Court,  and  until  he 
be  discharged  by  due  course  of  law. 

POLICE  COURT. 

Sec.  3.  Said  borough  court  shall  be  held  to  be  a  police  court, 
and  said  borough  court  and  the  judge  thereof  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  in  cases  within  its  jurisdiction  and  cognizance  as  afore¬ 
said,  by  law  conferred  upon  such  police  courts  and  the  judges 
thereof. 

Sec.  4.  No  grand  juror  shall  make  complaint,  either  to  said 
court  or  to  a  justice  of  the  peace,  of  any  criminal  matter  whereof 
said  borough  court  has  jurisdiction,  or  may  take  cognizance,  as 
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hereinbefore  provided;  nor  shall  any  justice  of  the  peace  take 
cognizance  of  any  action  or  complaint  of  a  criminal  form  or 
nature,  whereof  jurisdiction  or  cognizance  is  conferred  on  said 
borough  court  by  this  act,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  Said  borough  court  shall  proceed  in  all  cases  of  a 
criminal  form  or  nature  brought  before  it  without  a  jury;  may 
issue  subpoenas,  warrants  of  capias  for  witnesses,  warrants  of 
arrest,  commitment,  search,  and  all  other  criminal  process,  and 
shall  administer  justice  in  all  matters  of  a  criminal  form  or 
nature  whereof  this  act  gives  jurisdiction,  cognizance,  and  power, 
according  to  law.  Said  borough  court  may  adjourn  any  criminal 
case  brought  before  it  from  time  to  time,  and  require  a  recogni¬ 
zance  for  the  appearance  of  the  accused,  and  when  the  court  may 
have  final  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  such  recognizance  shall  be 
taken  to  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  and  in  all  other  cases,  and 
upon  appeals  and  binding  over  to  the  Superior  Court,  the  recog¬ 
nizance  shall  be  taken  to  the  State. 

CIVIL  JURISDICTION  OF  COURT. 

Sec.  6.  All  causes  of  action  at  law,  wherein  the  matter  in 
demand  does  not'  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  between 
parties  one  of  wdioin  is  a  resident  or  is  located  within  said  town 
of  Wallingford,  or  has  estate  in  said  town  which  is  attached  in 
said  action,  may  be  heard  and  determined  by  said  borough  court, 
subject  to  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 
New  Haven  County,  except  in  actions  of  summary  process,  as 
is  now  provided  by  law  for  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace.  If 
any  answer  shall  be  filed  in  any  action  pending  before  said  bor¬ 
ough  court,  wherein  the  defendant  claims  judgment  in  his  favor 
for  a  sum  exceeding  that  fixed  as  the  highest  pecuniary  limit 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  said  borough  court,  or  wherein  equitable 
relief  shall  be  demanded,  or  an  equitable  defense  interposed,  and 
a  sufficient  bond  with  surety  to  the  adverse  party  is  offered  by 
such  defendant  filing  such  answer,  conditioned  for  the  transfer 
of  said  action  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  that  he  shall  prose¬ 
cute  his  said  answer  to  effect,  and  pay  all  costs  in  case  he  fail 
to  make  his  plea  good,  the  said  court  shall,  without  proceeding 
further  in  said  action,  take  such  recognizance,  and  thereupon 
copies  of  the  files  and  records  in  said  action  shall  be  by  the 
defendant  transmitted  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  to  be  held 
at  New  Haven,  within  and  for  said  county,  on  the  first  Monday  of 
the  succeeding  month,  or  to  the  Superior  Court  to  be  held  at 
New  Haven,  within  and  for  said  county,  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  the  succeeding  month,  which  would  have  original  cognizance 
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of  an  action  brought  to  recover  the  demand  or  relief  claimed  in 
said  answer,  and  said  copies  being  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said 
court  to  which  they  may  be  transmitted,  and  said  clerk  having 
entered  said  case  upon  the  docket  of  said  court,  the  same  shall 
operate  as  a  transfer  of  said  action  to  said  court,  which  shall 
thereupon  have  full  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  it,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  it  were  or  might  have  been  brought  before 
it  by  original  process  or  appeal;  nor  shall  any  bonds,  attach¬ 
ment,  or  other  security  in*  favor  of  either  party  be  impaired  by 
such  transfer ;  but  if  the  defendant  does  not  offer  or  furnish  such 
recognizance,  nor  withdraw  said  answer,  he  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  waived  any  claim  for  any  greater  sum  or  any  other  relief 
than  said  borough  court  has  jurisdiction  to  award,  and  said  bor¬ 
ough  court  may  thereupon  proceed  to  take  cognizance  of  the 
claim  set  up  in  said  answer,  and  may  render  judgment  in  favor 
of  the  defendant  if  the  same  be  established,  for  a  sum  not  exceed¬ 
ing  that  fixed  as  the  highest  pecuniary  limit  of  its  jurisdiction; 
and  such  judgment  shall  be  a  bar  to  any  future  claim  by  said 
defendant  against  the  plaintiff  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
demand  specified  in  said  answer,  excepting  such  claim  or  demand 
as  may  be  of  an  equitable  nature.  If  the  plaintiff  in  answer  to 
any  pleading  of  the  defendant  shall  interpose  any  equitable 
defense  or  ask  for  equitable  relief,  he  shall  be  required  to  give 
the  same  recognizance  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  the 
oause  shall  thereupon  be  proceeded  with  in  the  manner  above 
provided  for  in  case  of  such  interposition  by  the  defendant:  If 
either  party  having  entered  into  such  a  recognizance  shall  fail 
to  enter  the  cause  in  the  court  to  which  it  is  removable,  within 
three  days  after  the  return  day,  the  other  party  may  enter  it  in 
said  court,  and  it  shall  be  proceeded  with  and  disposed  of  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  originally  and  legally  brought  to 
said  court.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county,  residing  in  said 
town  of  Wallingford,  from  exercising  the  jurisdiction,  power,  and 
authority  which  they  now  have  by  law  in  the  hearing  and  deter¬ 
mination  of  civil  actions,  or  from  discharging  any  ministerial 
duty  or  office  now  by  law  imposed  upon  them. 

Sec.  7.  All  civil  causes  returnable  to  said  borough  court  shall 
be  made  returnable  to  the  first  or  third  Monday  of  any  month, 
provided  that  the  return  day  be  not  more  than  six  weeks  from 
the  date  of  the  process,  and  all  processes  returnable  to  said  bor¬ 
ough  court  shall  be  served  at  least  six  days  before  the  return  day 
thereof,  except  in  case  of  foreign  attachment,  in  which  case  said 
process  shall  be  served  upon  the  garnishee  at  least  twelve  days 
before  the  return  day,  and  shall  be  returned  to  said  court  by  the 
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officer  serving  the  same,  on  or  before  Friday  of  the  week  preceding 
the  return  day;  and  said  actions,  when  returned  to  said  court,, 
shall  be  by  the  judge  or  deputy  judge  thereof  entered  upon  a 
docket  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  said  actions  may  be  con¬ 
tinued  until  finally  disposed  of.  Non-suits  or  defaults  may  be 
granted  on  the  return  day  of  any  action,  in  case  of  the  non-appear¬ 
ance  of  either  party,  provided  that  said  court  may,  at  any  time 
within  thirty  days  from  the  granting  of  any  such  default  or  non¬ 
suit  for  cause  shown,  and  upon  such  terms  as  to  the  payment  of 
costs  as  it  may  order,  reopen  such  cases  in  which  such  non-suit  or 
default  may  have  been  granted,  order  a  stay  of  execution  if 
already  issued,  and  thereafter  proceed  with  said  case  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  no  such  non-suit  or  default  had  been  granted. 
Upon  the  continuance  or  adjournment  of  any  cause,  civil  or 
criminal,  said  court  may  make  such  orders  in  relation  to  recog¬ 
nizances,  bonds,  or  answers,  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

COURT  SESSIONS. 

Sec.  8.  A  session  of  said  borough  court  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  and  third  Monday  of  each  month,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  judge  thereof  shall  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  the  dis¬ 
position  of  the  business  before  it;  and  said  borough  court  shall 
be  legally  constituted  for  the  exercise  of  all  or  any  of  the  powers 
or  jurisdiction  conferred  by  this  act,  whenever  the  judge  or  deputy 
judge  thereof  shall  be  present. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  civil  causes  whereof  said  borough  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction,  and  whenever  either  the  plaintiff  or  the  defend¬ 
ant  or  his  attorney  shall  file  with  the  judge  of  said  borough  court, 
on  or  before  the  return  day  of  such  cause,  a  written  request  there¬ 
for,  said  cause  shall  be  entered  on  the  jury  docket  of  said  court; 
and  said  court  shall  cause  a  jury  of  six  to  be  summoned  for  the 
trial  of  said  cause  in  the  same  manner  as  justice  jurors  are  now 
summoned,  and  who  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner ;  provided ,  that 
the  party  requesting  or  moving  for  a  jury  as  aforesaid  shall  enter 
into  a  recognizance  with  surety  to  the  adverse  party  in  such  sum 
as  said  court  shall  order,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  costs 
in  case  final  judgment  is  rendered  against  him  ;  each  party  shall 
have  the  right  in  such  jury  trials  to  challenge  peremptorily  one 
juror  without  showing  any  cause  therefor;  and  all  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  law  concerning  the  summoning  of  talesmen  before  justices 
of  the  peace  in  such  cases  shall  apply  to  said  borough  court ;  and 
whenever  a  trial  by  jury  shall  be  had  in  said  borough  court  in  any 
cause,  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  to  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
but  either  party  to  said  cause  may  appeal  the  same  to  the  Supreme 
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Court  of  Errors,  as  in  cases  provided  for  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  an  act  relating  to  new  trials  of  actions,  chapter  fifty 
of  the  public  acts  of  1882  (page  144)  approved  March  29,  1882 ; 
and  the  provisions  of  said  act  and  of  any  amendments  thereof  are 
hereby  made  applicable  to  jury  trials  in  said  borough  court.  All 
writs  of  error  from  the  doings  of  said  borough  court,  and  all  peti¬ 
tions  for  a  new  trial  for  causes  determined  before  said  borough 
court,  shall  be  brought  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  said 
county. 

Sec.  10.  Said  borough  court  shall  have  the  power,  on  motion, 
to  order  bonds  or  additional  bonds  for  prosecution  in  any  civil 
cause  pending  before  it,  in  such  sum  as  it  may  deem  just  and 
reasonable,  motions  for  which  shall  be  made  on  the  return  day 
of  sfich  cause,  or  written  motions  for  which  may  be  filed  with 
said  court  at  any  time  before  such  return  day;  but  no  motion 
for  such  bonds  shall  be  entertained  after  said  return  day,  unless 
satisfactory  reasons  therefor  be  shown  to  said  court;  said  court 
shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  establish  such  rules  of  practice, 
pleadings,  and  proceedings,  within  the  limitations  and  provisions 
of  this  act,  as  it  shall  deem  expedient,  which  shall  be  printed  and 
a  copy  furnished  to  each  practicing  attorney-at-law  residing 
within  said  town;  said  court  shall  have  the  same  authority  and 
power  to  enforce  its  orders  and  rules  as  courts  of  Common  Pleas 
have. 


FEES  IN  CIVIL  ACTIONS. 

Sec.  11.  Section  eleven  of  said  act  is  amended*  to  read  as 
follows:  In  all  civil  actions  returnable  to  said  borough  court, 
the  following  fees  shall  be  collected  by  the  judge,  and  by  him 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  borough,  viz. :  an  entry  fee  of  three 
dollars,  a  judgment  fee  of  three  dollars,  execution  twenty-five 
cents,  and  copies  of  files  and  records  twenty-five  cents  a  page; 
; provided ,  that  in  actions  within  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the 
peace  the  fees  so  collected  and  paid  shall  be  the  same  as  allowed 
by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace.  In  all  civil  actions  wherein  the 
matter  in  demand  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  the  same 
taxable  costs  to  parties  shall  be  allowed  as  by  law  is  now  taxable, 
in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  in  justice  appeal  cases;  and  in 
all  other  civil  actions  the  same  costs  shall  be  allowed  as  are  allowed 
in  actions  before  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  12.  The  entry  fee,  judgment  fee,  and  jury  fees  provided 
for  herein  shall  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff  as  follows,  viz:  the 
entry  fee  on  or  before  the  return  day,  and  the  judgment  fee 
before  the  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  such  case;  and  if  judg-

ment  be  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  said  fees  shall  be 
taxed  in  his  favor;  the  fees  for  copies  and  executions  shall  be 
paid  before  such  copies  or  executions  are  delivered  to  the  party 
demanding  the  same. 

COURT  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  13.  Section  thirteen  of  said  act  is  amended*  to  read  as 
follows:  There  shall  be  a  judge  and  a  deputy  judge  of  said  bor¬ 
ough  court,  to  be  appointed  by  the  general  assembly,  and  they 
shall  take  the  oath  by  law  provided  for  judicial  officers,  and  shall 
hold  their  respective  offices  for  two  years  from  the  date  their 
appointment  takes  effect  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  sworn  in  their  stead.  The  deputy  judge  shall,  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  said  judge,  or  in  his  absence  from  said 
town,  disqualification,  inability,  or  at  his  request,  act  as  the  judge 
of  said  court,  and  shall,  while  so  acting,  have  all  the  powers  of 
said  judge. 

Sec.  14.  The  judge  of  said  borough  court  shall  annually 
appoint  a  prosecuting  attorney  and  an  assistant  prosecuting  attor¬ 
ney#  to  act  in  the  absence  from  said  town,  inability,  or  at  the 
request  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  both  of  whom  shall  be  sworn 
to  a  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  Within  the  cognizance 
and  jurisdiction  of  said  borough  court,  and  as  may  be  provided 
and  restricted  by  this  act,  said  attorney  shall  exercise  the  same 
authority  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  now  provided  by  law 
for  state’s  attorneys  in  the  several  counties;  but  shall  not  com¬ 
promise  with,  or  discharge,  any  offender  on  payment  of  costs  or 
other  sum,  without  the  advice  of  the  judge  or  deputy  judge  of  said 
court ;  and  said  prosecuting  attorney  shall  further  have  the  same 
powers  and  authority  as  are  conferred  by  law  upon  grand  jurors. 
The  judge  of  said  borough  court  may,  in  case  of  the  death  or 
resignation  of  said  prosecuting  attorney,  or  assistant  prosecuting 
attorney,  appoint  a  prosecuting  attorney  or  assistant  prosecuting 
attorney,  to  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  official  term 
herein  provided. 

DUTIES  OF  PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney 
diligently  to  inquire  after,  and  his  exclusive  duty  to  make  pre¬ 
sentment  and  complaint  to  said  borough  court  of,  all  crimes,  mis¬ 
demeanors,  and  other  criminal  matters  whereof  said  court  has 
jurisdiction  or  cognizance,  or  wherever  said  court  may  proceed, 
whether  committed  before  or  after  his  appointment  to  said  office ;

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but  in  case  of  urgent  necessity  be  may  make  such  presentment 
or  complaint  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  said  blew  Haven 
county,  resident  in  said  town  of  Wallingford,  who  may  issue  a 
warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  offender,  commanding  the  officer 
serving  the  same  to  arrest  such  offender  and  bring  him  before 
said  borough  court;  and  the  accused  shall  be  by  said  court  dealt 
with  in  the  same  manner  as  though  said  presentment  or  com¬ 
plaint  had  been  made  to  said  court  and  such  warrant  issued 
thereby. 

Sec.  16.  Said  attorney  •  shall  collect  in  the  name  of  the  bor¬ 
ough  of  Wallingford,  and  by  suit  when  necessary,  all  forfeited 
bonds  payable  to  said  borough,  and  by  the  advice  of  said  judge 
or  deputy  judge,  may  compromise  and  settle  such  forfeited  bonds 
for  less  than  the  full  amount  thereof,  and  shall  pay  all  sums 
received  by  him  into  the  borough  treasury;  and  said  attorney 
and  assistant  attorney  may  issue  subpoenas  for  witnesses  to  be 
sworn  before  said  court  in  criminal  cases.  They  shall  each  give 
bond  with  surety,  to  the  borough  of  W allingf ord,  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  warden  of  said  borough,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty. 

COURT  RECORDS,  ETC. 

Sec.  17.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  keep  the  records  thereof 
and  certify  the  same  and  copies  thereof,  and  shall  receive  all 
fines  and  costs  paid  before  commitment;  and  all  fines  and  costs 
paid  after  commitment  to  the  keeper  of  the  jail,  work-house,  or 
other  place  where  the  offender  is  confined,  shall  be  paid  by  such 
keeper  to  said  judge  on  demand.  Said  judge  shall  also  draw 
from  the  Superior  Court  all  sums  taxed  in  it  for  costs  in  said 
borough  court,  in  cases  before  said  Superior  Court  from  said 
borough  court,  by  appeal,  binding  over  or  otherwise,  including  all 
costs  in  cases  before  said  borough  court,  when  the  accused  shall 
be  discharged  for  want  of  probable  cause  when  the  offense  charged^ 
is  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  said  borough  court.  All  fines,  costs, 
and  other  sums  coming  into  his  hands  shall  be  paid  by  said  judge 
into  the  borough  treasury,  for  the  use  thereof;  and  said  judge 
shall  draw  orders  on  the  borough  treasurer  for  all  such  costs  and 
fees  as  may  be  taxed  by  said  court  in  any  criminal  case  and 
payable  from  the  borough  treasury,  and  costs  and  fees  shall  be 
paid  only  to  those  persons  in  whose  favor  they  may  have  been 
taxed. 

Sec.  18.  Section  eighteen  of  said  act  is  amended*  to  read  as 
follows :  !N  o  fees  for  attendance  at  court,  keeping  a  prisoner,  or

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for  assistance  in  making  an  arrest,  shall  be  taxed  or  allowed  to 
any  officer  serving  criminal  process,  unless  said  borough  court  shall 
find  that  such  assistance,  keeping,  or  attendance  was  necessary; 
but  said  court  may  tax  and  allow  legal  fees,  at  its  discretion,  to 
any  officer  making  an  arrest,  when  the  accused  is  apprehended 
in  the  act,  or  on  the  speedy  information  of  others;  but  no  fees 
shall  be  taxed  for  arrest  when  the  offender  is  already  under  arrest 
and  in  the  custody  of  a  constable  or  police  officer  or  in  the  lock-up. 
No  fees  shall  be  allowed  to  any  officer  or  bystander  as  a  witness 
before  said  court,  nor  shall  any  person  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
fees  unless  demand  shall  be  made  therefor  within  six  months 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  to  said  judge. 

ACCOUNTS. 

Sec.  19.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  account  to  the  treas¬ 
urer  of  said  borough  quarterly,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
court  of  burgesses  of  said  borough  shall  prescribe,  for  all  moneys 
by  him  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  pay 
said  moneys  at  the  time  of  accounting  into  the  treasury  of  said 
borough.  He  shall  execute  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  with  surety  or  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  warden  of 
said  borough,  payable  to  said  borough,  and  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  the  care,  custody,  and 
accounting  for  all  moneys  received  by  him  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 


SALARIES,  ETC. 

Sec.  20.  The  judge  of  said  borough  court  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  deputy  judge  a  salary 
of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  prosecuting  attorney 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and 
the  assistant  prosecuting  attorney,  whenever  he  shall  be  required 
to  act,  shall  receive  a  compensation  at  the  same  rate,  to  be 
deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  prosecuting  attorney.  The  sala¬ 
ries  and  compensation  provided  in  this  section  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
all  fees  whatsoever  for  the  services  of  said  officers  arising  from  the 
proceedings  in  said  court,  and  shall  be  paid  quarterly  from  the 
treasury  of  said  borough,  upon  the  order  of  the  judge  of  said 
court. 

Sec.  21.  The  same  costs  shall  be  taxed  in  said  borough  court 
in  all  cases  of  a  criminal  form  or  nature  as  are  taxed  in  similar 
cases  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  except  that  two  dollars  for 
the  trial  of  each  case,  and  one  dollar  on  each  appeal,  shall  be 
allowed;  and  if  actually  engaged  more  than  one  day  in  the  trial 
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of  such  case,  two  dollars  for  each  day  after  the  first  day  that  said 
borough  court  is  so  engaged ;  and  all  copies  in  cases  going  to  the 
Superior  Court  from  said  borough  court  by  appeal,  binding  over, 
or  otherwise,  shall,  with  the  addition  last  mentioned,  be  taxed 
the  same  as  in  similar  cases  going  to  the  Superior  Court,  in  the 
same  manner  as  from  justices  of  the  peace.  All  costs  for  services 
of  criminal  process  and  witness  fees,  taxed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  not  paid  by  the  accused,  or  otherwise  received,  shall 
be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  said  borough,  on  the  order  of  the 
judge  of  said  court. 

Sec.  22.  Said  borough  court  may  reduce  or  disallow  fees 
taxable  by  said  court  in  cases  where  the  negligence  of  any  officer, 
or  the  insufficiency  of  the  service  rendered,  or  other  circumstance, 
shall  render  such  reduction  or  disallowance  expedient,  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  said  court. 


PROCESS. 

Sec.  23.  All  process  issued  by  said  borough  court  shall  be 
signed  by  the  judge  or  deputy  judge  thereof ;  all  bonds  or  recog¬ 
nizances  on  the  continuance  of  any  criminal  case  or  on  binding 
over  to  the  Superior  Court  or  an  appeal  to  the  same  shall  be 
taken  by  the  judge  or  the  deputy  judge  of  said  court,  and  all  bonds 
for  appearance  at  said  court  to  answer,  may  be  taken  by  the  judge, 
the  deputy  judge,  the  prosecuting  attorney,  or  assistant  prosecuting 
attorney,  of  said  court;  but  the  authority  taking  such  bond  for 
appearance  shall  note  in  writing  on  the  complaint  the  name  of  the 
surety,  the  amount  of  the  bond,  and  the  date  and  hour  at  which 
the  accused  is  to  appear  before  said  court ;  and  all  other  clerical 
duties  pertaining  to  the  action  of  said  borough  court  shall  be  per¬ 
formed  by  said  judge  or  deputy  judge.  Process  issued  by  said 
court  shall  be  served  by  the  bailiff  or  by  any  policeman  or  special 
constable  of  said  borough  within  his  jurisdiction,  or  by  any  proper 
officer  or  any  indifferent  person  specially  deputed  for  that  purpose, 
in  such  manner  as  process  issued  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
any  other  court;  and  whenever  said  court  shall,  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law,  sentence  juvenile  offenders  to  any  reform  school 
or  other  institution  legally  authorized  to  receive  them,  the  proper 
officer  of  said  school  or  institution  shall  receive ’and  keep  such 
offenders  according  to  the  rules  and  discipline  of  the  same  and 
according  to  law;  and  all  persons  sentenced  by  said  court  to 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  or  work-house,  in  cases  within 
its  jurisdiction,  shall  be  received  and  kept  by  the  keepers  thereof 
according  to  law.  Neither  said  judge  nor  deputy  judge  shall  be 
disqualified  to  sit  in  any  case  from  which  money  by  penalty  or 
otherwise  may  accrue  to  the  treasury  of  said  borough  or  town  of 


Wallingford  by  reason  of  their  being  residents  or  taxpayers  of  said 
borough  or  town. 

Sec.  24.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  arraigned  before  said 
court  for  drunkenness,  vagrancy,  disorderly  conduct,  or  a  breach 
of  the  peace,  said  court  may  suspend  the  execution  of  any  judg¬ 
ment  concerning  him  for  a  specified  time  or  indefinitely,  when¬ 
ever  such  suspension  may  seem  to  the  court  reasonable,  either 
by  reason  of  the  age  of  the  accused  or  the  circumstances  of  the 
case. 


SURETIES  OF  THE  PEACE. 

Sec.  25.  Sureties  of  the  peace  and  good  behavior  may  be 
required  by  said  borough  court  in  such  cases  and  in  such  manner 
as  justices  of  the  peace  are  now  authorized  by  law  to  require  the 
same.  Said  court  may  require  sureties  of  the  peace  and  good 
behavior  in  addition  to,  or  in  lieu  of,  any  penalty  imposed  by 
said  court  in  cases  brought  by  said  prosecuting  attorney,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  this  act,  whenever  a  prayer  therefor  shall  be  inserted 
in  said  complaint  and  the  interests  of  public  justice  require  such 
sureties  to  be  given.  The  bond  or  recognizance  in  all  cases  under 
this  section  shall  be  taken  to  the  borough  of  Wallingford. 


COURT  ROOM,  ETC. 

Sec.  26.  The  court  of  burgesses  of  said  borough  and  the 
selectmen  of  said  town  of  Wallingford  shall  provide  a  courtroom 
and  such  other  accommodations  for  said  court  as  the  judge  thereof 
shall  deem  necessary,  and  also  record  books,  blanks,  stationery, 
and  other  necessary  articles  therefor. 

Sec.  27.  Section  twenty-seven  of  said  act  is  amended*  to  read 
as  follows:  Once  in  each  year,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of 
October,  the  judge  of  said  borough  court  shall  adjust  its  expenses 
upon  the  following  basis,  to  wit:  if  the  receipts  of  said  court 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  expenses  thereof,  including  the 
salaries  of  its  officers,  then  the  deficiency  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  said  borough  and  town,  and  the  treasurer  of  said  town 
shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  said  borough  one-half  of  said  defi¬ 
ciency,  on  the  ‘order  of  the  judge  of  said  court. 

JUSTICE  OF  THE  PEACE. 

Sec.  28.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  judge  and  deputy 
judge  of  said  borough  court,  or  in  case  of  the  absence  of  both  of 
them  or  their  inability  to  act,  the  prosecuting  officer  shall  cite  in

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any  justice  of  the  peace  residing  in  said  town,  who,  during  the 
continuance  of  such  vacancy,  absence,  or  inability,  may  exercise 
the  same  powers  as  the  judge  of  said  court;  hut  complaints  and 
presentments  shall  he  made  to  him  only  by  the  prosecuting  or 
assistant  prosecuting  attorney,  and  no  costs  shall  be  taxed  other¬ 
wise  than  is  provided  in  this  act  for  costs  in  criminal  cases ;  and 
said  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  paid  by  the  borough  at  the  same 
rate  as  is  paid  the  judge  of  said  court,  and  to  be  deducted  from 
his  salary. 

Sec.  29.  Said  borough  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  com¬ 
plaints  for  summary  process  and  bastardy  suits,  and  may  proceed 
therein  and  therewith  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
that  justices  of  the  peace  may  do. 

Sec.  30.  The  judge  or  deputy  judge  of  said  borough  court 
may,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  appoint  an  officer  to 
attend  any  session  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  order, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  attending  upon  a  jury,  and  said  court  may 
tax  reasonable  fees  for  attendance  in  the  bill  of  costs  for  the  case 
for  which  such  appointment  was  made. 

Sec.  31.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  taken  to  pre¬ 
vent  either  of  the  judges  or  prosecuting  attorneys  of  said  court 
from  appearing  as  attorneys  or  counsel  in  civil  actions  therein, 
when  not  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  their  said  offices  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  32.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  33.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  1886. 

Approved  February  23,  1886. 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  ISSUING  OF  ADDI¬ 
TIONAL  WATER  BONDS  BY  THE  BOROUGH 
OF  WALLINGFORD. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  and 
expenses  incident  to  the  construction,  completion,  extension,  and 
repairs  of  the  water-works  of  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  and 
for  no  other  purpose  whatever,  said  borough  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  of  debt,  to  be 
denominated  on  the  face  thereof  “Water  Fund  of  the  Borough 
of  Wallingford,”  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  heretofore 
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authorized  by  law;  and  said  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  hereby 
authorized  shall  hear  no  greater  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  the  principal  of  which  shall  be  payable  at  some  cer¬ 
tain  time  or  times  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  issue. 
The  amount  of  said  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  by  this  act  author¬ 
ized,  which  may  at  any  time  be  issued,  together  with  the  times 
of  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  thereof,  and  the  rate 
of  interest,  shall  he  prescribed  by  said  borough  in  legal  borough 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose;  and  said  notes,  bonds,  or  cer¬ 
tificates  shall  be  signed  by  the  warden  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk  of  said  borough,  who  shall  register  the  number  and  amount 
of  each  bond  issued  on  the  records  of  said  borough.  Said  notes, 
bonds,  or  certificates  shall,  when  issued,  be  obligatory  upon  said 
borough  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  according  to  the  purport  and 
tenor  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  hoard  of  water  commissioners  of  said  borough  of 
Wallingford  shall  be  trustees  of  said  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  of 
debt,  and  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  the  same,  and  the 
avails  thereof.  Said  bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  shall  be  issued, 
sold,  managed,  disposed  of,  and  recorded,  and  the  avails  thereof 
received,  deposited,  and  expended  in  the  same  manner  as  the  bonds 
heretofore  authorized  to  he  issued  by  said  borough,  and  according 
to  the  provisions  of  section  sixty-three  of  an  act  revising  and 
amending  the  charter  of  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  passed  Jan¬ 
uary  session,  A.  D.  1881. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  February  28,  1883. 

AUTHORIZING  THE  BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD 
TO  ISSUE  WATER  BONDS. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly : 

That  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  cost  and  expenses  inci¬ 
dent  to  the  construction,  completion,  extension,  and  repairs  of 
the  water-works  of  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  and  for  no  other 
purpose  whatever,  said  borough  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow¬ 
ered  to  issue,  in  addition  to  the  amount  now  authorized  by  law, 
notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  of  debt  of  an  amount  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  in  the  manner,  of  the  kind,  and 
under  the  same  regulations  and  restrictions  as  are  imposed  in  the 
resolution  of  the  general  assembly,  authorizing  said  borough  to 
issue  bonds  for  water  purposes,  approved  February  twenty-eighth, 
.1883,  (special  acts  of  1883,  page  706). 

Approved  February  27,  1884. 
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AN  ACT  AMENDING  THE  CHARTED  OF  THE  BOR¬ 
OUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  convened: 

OFFICERS  OF  BOROUGH. 

Section  1.  Section  three  of  the  act  revising  and  amending 
the  charter  of  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  1881,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:  The  officers 
of  said  borough  shall,  after  the  third  Saturday  of  November,  1881, 
be  a  warden,  six  burgesses,  a  clerk,  a  treasurer  who  shall  not  hold 
the  office  of  collector,  an  assessor,  a  bailiff,  a  collector,  an  auditor* 
of  borough  accounts,  and  such  other  officers  as  are  hereinafter 
provided  for.  The  warden,  burgesses,  clerk,  treasurer,  assessor, 
bailiff,  collector,  and  auditor  shall  be  elected  hv  a  plurality  of 
ballots,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  said  borough,  from  the  electors 
of  said  borough.  If  by  reason  of  an  equality  of  votes  any  par¬ 
ticular  officer  be  not  chosen,  the  warden,  in  the  presence  of  the 
court  of  burgesses  at  its  next  session,  shall  draw  lots  between  the 
two  having  an  equal  number  of  votes,  and  he  in  whose  favor  the 
lot  is  drawn  shall  be  declared  elected,  and  hold  such  office.  All 
other  officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  burgesses,  unless 
herein  otherwise  provided.  The  officers  other  than  the  burgesses 
elected  by  ballot  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead, 
and  all  officers  appointed  by  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  hold 
their  offices  from  the  date  of  appointment  until  the  fourth  Satur¬ 
day  of  November  next  after  their  appointment,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  the  court  of  burgesses;  provided ,  that  any  officer  of 
said  borough,  upon  the  removal  of  his  residence  from  said  bor¬ 
ough,  shall  cease  to  hold  his  office  therein,  and  such  office  shall 
thereupon  be  deemed  to  he  vacant.  In  all  such  elections  for  the 
choice  of  officers  of  said  borough,  the  warden,  burgesses,  clerk, 
treasurer,  assessor,  bailiff,  collector,  and  auditor  shall  all,  or  so 
many  of  them  as  each  elector  shall  choose  to  vote  for,  he  voted 
for  at  one  ballot,  by  having  their  names,  with  the  office  for  which 
they  are  respectively  intended,  written  or  printed  on  one  piece  of 
white  paper.  On  the  third  Saturday  of  November,  1886,  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  said  borough,  three  of  the  six  burgesses  then 
elected  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  and  until  their 
successors  are  chosen  and.  qualified  in  their  stead.  The  other 
three  of  the  six  burgesses  then  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  for

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one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified  in 
their  stead.  On  the  third  Saturday  of  November,  1887,  and 
at  every  annual  borough  meeting  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected 
three  burgesses,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  and 
until  their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  On 
the  third  Saturday  of  November,  1886,  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
said  borough,  there  shall  he  written  or  printed  on  each  ballot  cast 
for  borough  officers  opposite  the  names  of  three  of  the  six  persons 
named  for  burgesses  the  words  “two  years, v  to  indicate  the 
elector’s  choice  of  persons  to  hold  the  office  of  burgess  for  two 
years. 


VACANCIES. 

Sec.  2.  Section  fourteen  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows :  Whenever  from  any  cause  a  vacancy  shall  occur 
in  the  office  of  warden  or  burgess,  a  special  meeting  of  the  electors 
shall  be  called  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  ballot,  and  each  officer 
elected  by  a  plurality  of  ballots  shall  continue  in  office  during  the 
unexpired  term  for  which  his  predecessor  was  elected  and  until 
another  shall  be  chosen  and  sworn  in  his  stead.  Whenever  the 
office  of  clerk,  treasurer,  assessor,  bailiff,  or  auditor  of  said  borough 
shall  become  vacant  for  any  cause,  said  court  of  burgesses  may 
appoint  a  treasurer,  clerk,  assessor,  bailiff,  or  auditor,  as  the  case 
may  he,  who  shall  hold  such  office  and  discharge  the  duties  thereof 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  electors  of  said  borough,  or 
until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  qualified.  Whenever  the  warden 
shall  be  absent,  or  from  any  cause  shall  be  unable  to  perform  his 
duties,  the  senior  burgess  present  in  said  borough,  and  able  and 
qualified  to  act,  shall  act  as  warden,  and  be  invested  with  all  the 
powers  and  authority  conferred  upon  the  warden  by  this  act ;  and 
such  temporary  performance  of  the  duties  of  warden  shall  not  dis¬ 
qualify  such  burgess  for  the  performance  of  any  of  his  duties  as 
burgess. 

SEWEES. 

Sec.  3.  The  court  of  burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Wallingford, 
in  addition  to  the  powers  heretofore  granted,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  (an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  having  been 
previously  voted  by  the  electors  in  borough  meeting  legally 
warned,)  to  lay  out,  construct,  alter,  maintain,  and  repair  drains 
and  common  sewers,  with  suitable  wells,  catch  basins,  and  other 
appurtenances  for  the  purpose  of  sewerage,  in  any  portion  of  said 
borough,  in,  through,  over,  into  and  along  any  highway,  water¬ 
course,  river,  or  other  public  ^or  private  property,  as  they  shall 
find  it  expedient,  and  may  assess  the  whole  or  such  portion  of 


the  expense  thereof  as  they  may  deem  reasonable,  including  dam¬ 
ages  that  may  result  to  property  owners  along  the  line  of  any 
stream  or  river  into  which  any  such  sewer  or  drain  shall  be  dis¬ 
charged,  upon  those  persons  or  corporations  who,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  court  of  burgesses,  are  or  may  be  benefited  thereby,  and  in 
estimating  and  ascertaining  the  expense  of  constructing  such 
drain  or  sewer,  the  actual  or  estimated  cost  of  the  sewer  or  sewers 
through  which  the  same  is  or  is  to  be  discharged  may  be  con¬ 
sidered. 

Sec.  4.  Said  court  of  burgesses,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  may  enter  upon,  take,  occupy  and  appropriate  any 
property,  real  or  personal,  public  or  private,  including  any  drain 
or  sewer  already  existing,  on  any  stream,  water-course,  or  river 
for  sewerage  purposes. 

ASSESSMENTS  FOR  SEWERS. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  said  court  of  burgesses  shall  lay  out  any 
such  drain  or  sewer,  and  shall  assess  the  expenses  thereof,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  according  to  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  this 
act,  and  whenever  they  shall  lay  out  such  drain  or  sewer,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  upon,,  through,  or  across  the  property  of  any  person  or 
corporation  other  than  a  public  highway,  or  shall  appropriate  any 
property  or  rights  belonging  to  any  such  person  or  corporation, 
they  shall,  by  themselves  or  a  committee  by  them  appointed,  assess 
the  benefits  and  appraise  the  damages  occasioned  thereby,  and 
shall  cause  reasonable  notice  to  be  given  to  all  persons  and  cor¬ 
porations  benefited  or  damaged  in  the  premises  to  appear  before 
them  or  a  committee  by  them  appointed,  at  a  time  and  place 
fixed  by  said  notice,  to  be  heard  if  they  see  fit  in  reference  to  such 
assessment  or  appraisal.  Such  notice  shall  be  deemed  reasonable 
is  case  of  owners  resident  in  said  borough  if  a  copy  of  the  same, 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  borough,  shall  be  left  at  the  usual 
place  of  abode  of  said  resident  six  days  at  least  before  the  time 
of  hearing.  In  case  of  non-resident  owners,  such  notice  shall 
be  sufficient  if  a  like  copy  be  left  with  the  person  having  the 
care  of  said  property  or  occupying  the  same,  and  a  like  copy  be 
deposited  in  the  post-office,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  such 
owner  at  his  last  known  place  of  residence,  six  days  before  the 
day  of  said  hearing;  and  whenever  said  court  of  burgesses  shall 
have  completed  any  such  assessment  or  appraisal  they  shall  give  to 
the  person,  persons,  or  corporations  upon  whom  or  for  whose  bene¬ 
fit  the  same  shall  have  been  made,  notice  thereof  and  of  the 
amount  to  be  paid  by  or  to  each,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall, 
in  the  case  of  assessments,  order  the  same  to  be  paid  to  such 
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person  as  shall  by  said  court  of  burgesses  be  authorized  to  collect 
the  same,  and  in  case  of  the  appraisal  of  damages,  shall  order 
the  same  to  be  paid  to  the  parties  respectively  entitled  thereto  out 
of  the  treasury  of  said  borough,  or  deposited  in  said  treasury 
subject  to  their  order:  provided ,  that  when  any  such  assessment 
shall  have  been  made  upon  any  person  or  corporation  for  whose 
benefit  damages  have  been  appraised,  the  amount  of  such  benefit 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  damages  so  to  be  paid  to  such  person  or 
corporation  or  deposited  to  their  order.  And  in  assessing  benefits 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  benefits  shall  not  be  limited 
to  property  abutting  upon  said  improvement,  but  benefits  may  be 
assessed  upon  any  person,  persons,  or  corporation  whose  property 
is  benefited,  in  the  sound  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  authority 
making  such  assessment,  by  the  construction  of  such  drain  or 
sewer. 


REPAIRS  OF  SEWERS. 

Sec.  6.  Said  court  of  burgesses  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered  at  any  time  to  make  such  alterations  and  repairs  in 
any  drain  or  common  sewer  laid  out  and  constructed  as  aforesaid 
as  in  their  opinion  shall  be  proper  and  necessary,  and  may  adjust 
and  liquidate  the  expenses  thereof,  and  apportion  and  assess  the 
same  upon  persons  and  corporations,  and  cause  such  assessments 
to  be  collected,  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in  section  five 
of  this  act,  in  the  case  of  laying  out  and  constructing  drains 
or  common  sewers. 

PETITIONS  FOR  REASSESSMENT. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  person  shall  be  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of 
benefits,  or  the  appraisal  of  damages  made  by  the  said  court  of 
burgesses,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  may, 
within  fifteen  days  after  notice  of  such  assessment  or  appraisal, 
apply  by  petition  in  writing  to  any  judge  of  the  Superior  Court 
for  a  re-assessment  or  re-appraisal,  giving  at  least  three  days* 
notice  by  a  copy  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  warden  or  clerk  of 
said  borough,  and  of  the  time,  place,  and  the  judge  before  whom 
such  application  will  be  made.  Such  judge  shall  appoint  three 
judicious  freeholders  of  the  town  of  Wallingford,  outside  of  said 
borough,  to  re-assess  or  re-appraise  such  benefits  or  damages  under 
oath,  and  to  make  report  in  writing  as  soon  as  may  be  of  their 
doings  in  the  premises  to  said  judge,  who  may  accept,  set  aside,  or 
correct  said  report  for  any  cause  which  he  shall  deem  just  and 
proper.  Upon  the  final  acceptance  by  said  judge  of  the  doings  in 
the  premises,  he  shall  transmit  a  certificate  thereof  to  the  clerk  of

said  borough,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  record  the  same.  If,  upon 
any  such  application,  the  damages  shall  be  increased,  or  the  bene¬ 
fits  diminished,  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  which  shall  be  taxed 
by  said  judge  shall  be  paid  by  said  borough,  otherwise  they  shall 
be  paid  by  such  applicant. 

LIENS  FOR  SEWERS. 

Sec.  8.  All  assessments  of  benefits  made  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall,  when  completed,  become  a  debt  due  to  said  bor¬ 
ough  from  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  specially  benefited  by 
the  public  work  or  improvement  in  view  of  which  such  assessments 
were  made,  and  shall  remain  a  lien  upon  such  property,  which 
lien  shall  take  precedence  of  all  othe**  incumbrances  upon  the 
property  whenever  the  same  is  imposed,  except  taxes  and  other 
prior  borough  liens ;  and  in  case  such  assessment  shall  not  be 
obtained  by  the  collector  appointed  to  collect  the  same  on  demand, 
such  lien  may  be  foreclosed  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  were  a 
mortgage  in  favor  of  said  borough,  to  secure  said  debt,  and  said 
debt  may  be  also  collected  by  any  other  proper  proceeding  for  that 
purpose. 

CONTROL  OF  SEWERS. 

Sec.  9.  The  court  of  burgesses  of  said  borough  shall  have  and 
exercise  entire  control  and  care  of  the  construction,  maintenance, 
and  management  of  the  sewers  of  said  borough,  and  may  appoint 
such  officers,  and  pass  and  enforce  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  seem  needful  for  the  construction,  mainte¬ 
nance,  and  management  of  such  sewers,  and  may  prescribe  the  term 
of  office,  power,  duties,  and  compensation  of  all  such  officers.  Said 
court  of  burgesses  shall  have  power  to  order  the  owners  of  prop¬ 
erty  along  the  line  of  such  sewers,  or  their  branches  to  make  proper 
connections  with  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  sewerage,  and  no 
person  shall  construct  any  drain  or  sewer  of  any  kind  upon  or 
from  any  premises  in  said  borough  to  or  upon  any  highway  or 
street  in  said  borough,  or  maintain  or  use,  or  permit  to  be  used, 
any  such  drain  or  sewer  without  the  permission  of  said  court  of 
burgesses;  and  every  person  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey 
such  order  or  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  section,  or 
shall  connect  with  any  public  sewer  for  the  purpose  of  sewerage 
without  authority  or  permission  of  the  court  of  burgesses,  or  who 
shall  intentionally  injure  any  such  sewer,  or  any  of  its  appurten¬ 
ances,  or  who  shall  obstruct  or  hinder  the  said  court  of  burgesses 
or  any  of  its  agents,  employees,  or  contractors  in  laying  out,  con¬ 
structing,  using,  maintaining,  or  repairing  any  such  sewer  or  any 
of  its  appurtenances,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall 
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be  punished  b y  a  fine  of  not  more  than  thirty  dollars,  payable 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  borough. 

CONTINUANCE  OF  LIEN'S. 

Sec.  10.  The  lien  provided  for  in  section  eight  shall  not  con¬ 
tinue  longer  than  ninety  days  after  such  assessment  shall  become 
finally  due  and  payable,  unless  within  that  period  a  certificate, 
signed  by  the  warden  or  clerk  of  said  borough,  describing  the 
property  and  the  amount  claimed  by  said  borough  as  a  lien  thereon, 
shall  be  lodged  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Wallingford, 
which  lien  may  be  discharged  by  a  certificate  signed,  lodged,  and 
recorded  in  a  like  manner,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town 
clerk  to  record  all  such  certificates  lodged  in  his  office. 

SEWER  BONDS. 

Sec.  11.  Said  borough  of  Wallingford  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  in  the  name  of  said  borough,  and  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
structing  and  maintaining  a  system  of  sewerage  therein  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  this  act,  borough  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  with  or  without  coupons, 
payable  at  such  times,  with  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
five  per  cent,  per  annum,  authenticated  in  such  form  and  nego¬ 
tiated  upon  such  terms  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  determined 
by  said  borough  in  legal  borough  meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  known  as  and  called  sewer  bonds,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof  shall  be  applicable  solely  to  sewerage  purposes 
for  said  borough. 

Sec.  12.  Section  thirty-two,  and  so  much  of  sections  thirty- 
three,  thirty-four,  and  thirty-six  as  relates  to  sewers  and  drains  of 
the  act  revising  and  amending  the  charter  of  the  borough  of  Wal¬ 
lingford,  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  1881,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  all 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  April  9,  1886. 

AUTHORIZING  THE  BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD  TO 
ISSUE  WATER  BONDS. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly : 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  costs  and 
expenses  incident  to  the  construction,  extension,  and  completion 
of  the  water- works  of  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  and  to  pay 
for  additional  territory  and  materials  purchased  and  to  be  pur- 
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chased  by  said  borough  of  Wallingford,  in  connection  therewith, 
and  such  other  expenses  as  are,  or  may  be  incident  thereto,  and 
for  said  purpose  only,  said  borough  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
and  convenient,  notes,  bonds,  or  other  certificates  of  debt  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amounts  heretofore  authorized  by 
law,  which  bonds  shall  be  denominated  on  their  face  Water  Fund 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallingford,  Series  B. 

Sec.  2.  Said  bonds  may  be  issued  in  such  sums,  and  payable 
at  such  time  or  times,  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date 
thereof,  with  or  without  an  option  to  pay  at  an  earlier  time  or 
times,  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said 
borough  in  legal  meeting  called  for  that  purpose ;  and  said  notes, 
bonds,  or  certificates  shall  be  signed  by  the  warden  and  counter¬ 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  said  borough,  who  shall  register  the  number 
and  amount  of  each  bond  issued  on  the  records  of  said  borough; 
and  said  notes,  bonds,  or  certificates  when  issued  and  delivered 
shall  be  obligatory  upon  said  borough  and  the  inhabitants  and 
property  thereof,  according  to  the  purport  and  tenor  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  water  commissioners  of  said  borough  of 
Wallingford  shall  be  trustees  of  said  notes,  bonds  or  other  certifi¬ 
cates  of  debt,  and  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  same  and  the 
avails  thereof.  Said  bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  shall  be  issued, 
sold,  managed,  disposed  of,  and  recorded,  and  the  avails  thereof 
received,  deposited,  and  expended  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
by  section  sixty-three  of  an  act  revising  and  amending  the  charter 
of  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  passed  January  session,  A.  D. 
1881. 

Approved  April  5,  1893. 


AUTHORIZING  THE  BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD  TO 
ISSUE  BONDS  TO  FUND  FLOATING  DEBT. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly : 

Section  1.  The  borough  of  Wallingford  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  expedient,  bonds  or  other  certificates  of  debt  under 
the  corporate  name  and  seal  and  upon  the  credit  of  said  borough, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  fifty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  which  bonds  shall  be  denominated  “Municipal  Bonds 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallingford,”  and  the  avails  thereof  shall  be 
applied  and  expended  for  the  payment  of  the  floating  indebtedness 
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of  said  borough,  exclusive  of  any  portion  thereof  contracted  for 
Avater-Avorks  or  sewers,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sec.  2.  Said  bonds  may  be  issued  in  such  sums  and  payable 
at  such  time  or  times  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date 
thereof,  with  or  without  an  option  to  pay  at  an  earlier  time  or 
times,  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  be  prepared,  signed, 
and  authenticated  in  such  manner  and  form  with  coupons  or  other¬ 
wise,  as  said  borough  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  that  purpose 
may  determine;  and  the  same  may  be  sold  from  time  to  time 
under  the  direction  of  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  said  borough, 
at  not  less  than  par;  and  said  bonds  Avhen  issued  and  delivered 
shall  be  obligatory  upon  said  borough  and  upon  the  inhabitants 
and  property  thereof,  according  to  the  tenor  and  purport  of  the 
same,  and  may  be  enforced  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  and 
to  the  same  extent  that  debts  lawfully  contracted  by  municipal 
corporations  in  this  State  are  enforced. 

Sec.  3.  The  warden  and  burgesses  of  said  borough  shall  pro¬ 
vide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds, 
notes,  or  other  certificates  hereinbefore  authorized,  and  in  each 
municipal  year  during  which  any  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be  out¬ 
standing,  shall  appropriate  from  the  treasury  of  said  borough  a 
reasonable  and  suitable  sum  for  the  purposes  of  said  sinking  fund, 
which,  Avith  the  accumulations  thereon,  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay 
said  bonds  at  their  maturity;  and  said  sinking  fund  shall  be  in 
the  care  and  under  the  management  of  a  committee  of  three  free¬ 
men  and  taxpayers  of  said  borough,  Avho  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
court  of  burgesses  on  nomination  of  the  warden  of  said  borough, 
and  wdio  shall  continue  in  trust  during  good  behavior,  being 
renewable  by  said  court  of  burgesses  for  'cause,  and  any  vacancy 
occurring  in  said  committee  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner ;  and 
said  fund  shall  be  securely  invested  by  said  committee  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  redeeming  all  said  bonds  or  certificates  issued 
by  this  authority  at  maturity. 

Sec.  4.  Section  three  of  this  resolution  shall  not  take  effect 
unless  the  same  shall  be  approved  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed. 
A  special  meeting  of  the  freemen  of  said  borough  shall  be  called 
and  held  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1893,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  charter  and  by-laAvs  of  said  borough  for 
calling  and  conducting  special  meetings  thereof,  for  the  purpose 
of  expressing  by  ballot  their  approval  or  disapproval  of  said 
section  three.  The  ballot-box  shall  be  marked  “Sinking  Fund,” 
and  shall  be  opened  at  tAvo  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  closed 
at  eight  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day  of  said  meeting.  Those 
freemen  who  are  in  favor  of  the  provisions  of  said  section  three 
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shall  give  in  ballots  with  the  word  “yes”  written  or  printed 
thereon,  and  those  opposed  shall  give  in  ballots  with  the  word  “no” 
written  or  printed  thereon.  If  a  majority  of  said  ballots  shall 
have  upon  the  same  the  word  “yes,”  then  said  section  three  of 
this  resolution  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force. 

Approved  April  5,  1893. 


AMENDING  CHARTER  OF  BOROUGH  OF  WALLING¬ 
FORD. 


Resolved  by  this  Assembly : 

Section  1.  That  the  borough  of  Wallingford  and  its  officers 
shall  have  the  right  to  excavate  and  lay  water  mains  in  all  the 
highways  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Wallingford  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  public  water  for  public  and  private  use, 
and  shall  have  the  same  rights,  privileges,  and  powers  relating 
to  supplying  public  water  for  public  and  private  use  and  relating 
to  the  collection  of  dues  or  rents  for  such  service  in  the  town 
of  Wallingford  as  said  borough  and  its  officers  now  have  for  the 
same  purposes  in  the  borough  of  Wallingford. 

Sec.  2.  The  borough  of  Wallingford  shall  not,  under  the 
authority  of  this  act,  excavate  any  portion  of  the  highway  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  Wallingford  and  outside  of  said  borough 
until  it  shall  have  obtained  written  permission  from  the  select¬ 
men  of  said  town. 

Approved  May  31,  1899. 


AMENDING  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF 
WALLINGFORD. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly: 

Section  1.  At  each  annual  election  two  auditors  shall  he 
elected,  hut  no  person  shall  vote  for  more  than  one  auditor. 

Sec.  2.  Section  five  of  said  charter  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  of  said  section  the 
words  “he  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  electors  of  said 
borough,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “he  shall  pre¬ 
side  at  all  meetings  of  said  borough  except  those  held  for  the 
election  of  officers.” 

Sec.  3..  Section  eleven  of  said  charter  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  “auditor,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  “auditors”  in  the  first  line  of  said  section. 
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BOIiOUGH  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  4.  Section  fifteen  of  said  charter  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows:  The  annual  meeting  of  said  borough  shall  he 
held  on  the  third  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November 
in  each  year,  at  such  place  in  said  borougli  as  may  he  designated 
in  the  notice  of  such  meeting,  at  which  time  the  electors  of  said 
borough  shall  elect  the  several  officers  required  by  this  charter 
to  he  elected  at  said  meeting,  and  said  meeting  for  the  transaction 
of  business  other  than  the  election  of  said  officers  shall,  after  such 
election  and  the  declaration  of  the  results  thereof,  stand  adjourned 
until  7.30  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  of  the  week  next 
following  at  the  towu  hall  in  said  borough  or  at  such  other  place 
as  the  court  of  burgesses  may  appoint;  and  notice  of  said  meet¬ 
ing,  and  of  the  officers  to  be  elected,  and  of  the  several  appropria¬ 
tions  of  money  recommended  to  he  made  by  the  court  of  burgesses, 
and  all  other  business  to  be  transacted  thereat,  shall  be  given 
by  the  warden  on  or  before  the  Thursday  of  the  week  next  preced¬ 
ing  said  meeting,  by  posting  said  notice  on  the  public  sign-post 
in  said  borough,  and  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  news¬ 
papers  printed  in  New  Haven  county  and  having  a  general  circu¬ 
lation  in  said  borough.  Special  meetings  of  said  borough  may 
be  called  and  held  from  time  to  time  in  such  manner  as  the 
by-laws  of  said  borough  may  prescribe,  and  such  special  meeting 
shall  be  called  by  the  court  of  burgesses  on  the  written  petition 
of  twenty  electors  of  said  borough,  but  no  special  meeting  shall  be 
held  unless  a  notice  thereof,  signed  by  the  warden  and  a  majority 
of  the  burgesses,  and  stating  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  shall  have 
been  posted  on  the  sign-post  in  said  borough  at  least  five  days  before 
the  day  of  said  meeting.  Not  less  than  forty  legal  voters  shall 
constitute  such  meeting,  and  such  meeting  shall  act  by  a  majority 
of  the  legal  voters  present;  but  at  no  special  meeting  shall  any 
appropriation  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  be  made,  except  the 
vote  thereon  be  taken  by  ballot.  All  special  meetings  called  for 
the  election  of  officers  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  same  manner  and 
subject  to  the  same  rules  prescribed  for  the  annual  meetings  of 
said  borough.  At  all  special  meetings  of  said  borough  held  for 
the  purpose  of  voting  by  ballot,  the  voting  list  prepared  and  used 
at  the  preceding  annual  meeting  shall  be  the  voting  list  for  said 
special  meeting;  and  all  electors  whose  names  appear  thereon 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  special  meetings,  if  they  have 
continuously  resided  in  said  borough  until  said  special  borough 
meeting,  subject  to  the  right  of  challenge  and  the  right  of  addi¬ 
tion,  as  provided  at  annual  meetings. 
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elections. 

Sec.  5.  Section  sixteen  of  said  charter  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  At  least  five  days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  for  the 
choice  of  borough  officers,  the  registrars  of  voters  for  the  town  of 
Wallingford  shall  deliver  to  the  borough  clerk  of  said  borough  a 
list,  as  nearly  perfect  as  practicable,  of  the  names  of  the  persons 
entitled  to  vote  at  said  annual  meeting  of  said  borough,  whose 
names  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  with  the  street 
on  which  each  person  resides.  Said  list  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
at  the  office  of  the  court  pf  burgesses  and  shall  be  the  legal  register 
for  the  ensuing  year.  The  moderator  of  said  annual  meeting  shall 
receive  the  ballots  of  all  persons  whose  names  are  registered  on 
the  list  of  said  borough,  unless  the  right  of  any  such  person  to 
vote  shall  he  challenged,  in  which  case  the  moderator  shall  before  ' 
receiving  said  vote  make  inquiry  into  the  right  of  said  person 
to  vote,  and  hear  and  determine  said  challenge,  administer  oaths 
to  the  parties  challenged,  and  to  all  witnesses  heard  in  relation 
thereto,  and,  upon  determining  the  challenge,  receive  or  reject 
said  vote.  The  name  of  any  elector  omitted  from  such  list  by 
clerical  error  may  be  added  upon  election  day  by  the  moderator 
upon  sworn  proof  of  his  right  to  vote.  Any  person  who  shall 
he  examined  by  any  moderator  relative  to  the  right  of  himself 
or  any  other  person  to  vote,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  willful  false 
swearing,  shall  he  liable  to  the  penalties  of  perjury.  The  court 
of  burgesses  shall  designate  the  voting  place  in  said  borough,  and 
the  polls  shall  be  open  from  six  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  until  five 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  day  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at 
special  elections  during  such  hours  as  the  court  of  burgesses  shall 
designate.  The  registrars  of  voters  of  the  town  of  Wallingford 
who,  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall  he  the  hoard  of  registrars 
for  the  borough  of  Wallingford,  shall  by  agreement,  if  possible, 
if  not,  by  lot,  appoint  some  elector  residing  in  said  borough  to  be 
moderator  at  said  annual  meeting ;  they  shall  also  appoint  one  or 
more  assistants  to  relieve  said  moderator  in  his  duties.  They 
shall  also  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  check  the 
voting  list,  and  suitable  persons  to  count  the  votes  at  the  close 
of  the  polls,  all  of  whom  shall  he  electors  of  said  borough.  The 
moderator  shall  receive  and  deposit  in  the  ballot-box  the  ballots 
of  those  persons  found  qualified  to  vote  as  hereinbefore  prescribed, 
and  none  others.  Immediately  at  the  close  of  the  polls,  the 
counters,  without  removing  the  box  from  said  polling  place,  shall 
publicly  count  the  ballots  therein  contained,  and  shall  deliver  the 
results  thereof  to  the  moderator  of  said  meeting.  As  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  thereafter  the  moderator  shall  publicly  announce  the  names 
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of  the  successful  candidates  for  the  several  offices,  and  give  notice 
of  the  adjournment  of  said  annual  meeting  till  Tuesday  of  the  week 
next  following  for  the  transaction  of  further  business  as  provided 
in  this  charter,  and  shall  forthwith  transmit  a  copy  of  said  election 
returns  to  the  borough  clerk,  who  shall  record  the  same.  The 
moderator  shall  have  all  the  power  for  the  preservation  of  the 
peace  and  good  order  of  said  meetings  that  is  conferred  by  law 
upon  the  moderators  of  town  meetings.  Said  registrars,  modera¬ 
tor,  and  other  officers  of  elections  shall  he  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  for  refusal  or  neglect  to  discharge  their  duties  or  mal¬ 
feasance  in  office,  as  is  prescribed  by  statute  for  like  offenses  at 
electors’  meetings.  All  the  ballots  cast  in  the  election  of  officers 
at  any  meeting  of  the  electors  of  said  borough  shall,  by  the  modera- 
,  tor,  immediately  after  they  are  counted,  be  returned  to  the  box, 
which  shall  be  locked  and  sealed  up  by  him  in  the  presence  of  two 
or  more  of  the  official  counters,  and  before  the  box  has  been 
removed  from  the  room  where  the  ballots  have  been  counted,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  official  counters  as  are  present  at  such 
time  to  indorse  their  initials  also  upon  the  seals.  Said  box  so 
locked  and  sealed  shall  be  by  said  moderator  immediately  deposited 
with  the  clerk  of  said  borough,  who  shall  carefully  preserve  said 
box  with  the  seal  unbroken  for  six  months  after  such  meeting,  to 
be  opened  and  the  ballots  examined  only  by  those  authorized  to 
make  an  official  examination  thereof ;  and  every  person  who,  dur¬ 
ing  said  months,  shall  fraudulently  abstract  any  vote  from  said 
box,  or  fraudulently  intermingle  any  vote  or  votes  with  the  vote 
or  votes  legally  deposited  in  such  box,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  three  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than  two 
years  in  the  state  prison,  nor  less  than  six  months  in  the  county 
jail;  any  person  claiming  to  have  been  elected  by  the  electors  of 
said  borough  under  this  act,  but  not  so  declared,  may  contest 
his  election  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  provided 
in  section  58  of  the  general  statutes  relating  to  town  and  city 
elections.  The  compensation  of  registrars,  their  assistants,  mod¬ 
erators,  booth-tenders,  check  clerks,  counters,  and  other  election 
officers  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  of  burgesses  and  paid  by  the 
borough. 


TAXES  AND  APPROPRIATION S. 

Sec.  6.  Section  nineteen  of  the  charter  of  said  borough  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Said  borough  in  legal  meeting 
assembled  shall  have  power  to  lay  taxes  on  the  polls  and  ratable 
estate  within  the  limits  of  said  borough,  for  such  purposes  as  may 
be  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  charter.  The  court  of 
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burgesses  of  said  borough  shall  annually  on  or  before  the  Tuesday 
next  preceding  the  annual  meeting,  make  and  prepare  a  detailed 
estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  which  in  their  judgment  will  be 
necessary  and  requisite  to  meet  and  provide  for  each  department 
of  the  borough  government  for  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and 
shall  cause  such  estimate  to  be  published  in  full  in  one  or  more 
newspapers  printed  in  New  Haven  county  and  having  a  general 
circulation  in  said  borough,  at  least  five  days  before  said  annual 
meeting,  and  shall  submit  such  estimate,  with  such  explanations 
and  suggestions  concerning  the  same  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  to 
said  annual  meeting.  Said  annual  meeting  shall  take  such  action 
on  said  estimate  as  it  may  deem  expedient,  and  make  such  appro¬ 
priations  for  each  of  the  departments  of  the  borough  government 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the  next  ensuing 
fiscal  year.  No  money  appropriated  by  said  annual  meeting  shall 
be  used  or  expended  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  for  which 
it  was  appropriated,  and  any  unexpended  appropriation  shall  be 
covered  back  into  the  treasury  of  the  borough  at  the  end  of  the 
year  for  which  it  is  made.  No  other  appropriation  shall  be  made, 
except  at  a  special  borough  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  the 
call  for  which  shall  specify  approximately  the  amount  of  the 
proposed  appropriation  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  required. 
The  warden  or  other  executive  officer  drawing  any  order  or  giving 
any  obligation  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
be  held  personally  liable  therefor,  and  the  same  may  be  recovered 
in  an  action  brought  against  such  officer  in  the  name  of  the  borough 
for  said  sum. 

Sec.  7.  The  electors  of  said  borough,  at  the  annual  adjourned 
meeting  thereof  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  November,  shall  lay  a  tax  upon  the  polls  and  ratable  estate 
within  said  borough  contained  in  the  assessment  list  last  made 
or  next  to  be  made,  as  said  meeting  shall  determine,  to  an  amount 
sufficient  to  meet  and  provide  for  the  appropriations  made  at  said 
annual  adjourned  meeting,  and  the  rate  of  taxation  fixed  and 
determined  as  aforesaid  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  for  that 
year,  and  the  lien  thereby  created  shall  date  from  the  first  day 
of  October  next  preceding.  Should  any  appropriation  be  made 
at  a  special  borough  meeting  as  herein  provided,  and  said  meet¬ 
ing  direct  that  the  same  be  raised  by  a  special  tax,  then  said  bor¬ 
ough  shall  lay  such  special  tax  on  the  ratable  estate  within  said 
borough  contained  in  the  assessment  list  last  made  or  next  to 
be  made  as  the  meeting  laying  such  tax  shall  direct,  and  shall 
fix  and  determine  the  rate  of  said  tax  in  the  same  manner  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided,  and  the  lien  thereby  created  shall  date  from 
the  day  on  which  the  appropriation  was  made. 
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Sec.  8.  Section  forty-eight  of  said  charter  is  hereby  amended 
relative  to  the  salary  of  the  warden,  by  inserting  instead  of  the 
words  “and  that  the  salary  of  the  warden  shall  not  exceed  two 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,”  where  said  words  occur  in  said  sec¬ 
tion,  the  following  words,  namely,  “and  that  the  salary  of  the 
warden  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
annum.” 


INTEREST. 

Sec.  9.  All  assessments  and  other  liens,  except  taxes,  in  favor 
of  said  borough,  created  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  charter 
of  said  borough,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one 
per  cent,  per  month  from  and  after  the  time  when  the  same  shall 
become  due  and  payable,  until  paid.  This  section  shall  not  be 
construed  to  change  the  rate  of  interest  upon  taxes  as  now  provided 
by  law. 


BONDS. 

Sec.  10.  Said  borough  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue,  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  expedi¬ 
ent,  bonds  under  the  corporate  name  and  seal  and  upon  the  credit 
of  said  borough,  payable  in  terms  not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and 
bearing  interest  not  exceeding  four  per  centum  per  annum,  for 
the  purpose  of  funding  or  refunding  any  of  its  floating  indebted¬ 
ness,  exclusive  of  any  portion  thereof  contracted  for  water- works ; 
but  said  borough  shall  not  at  any  time  incur  any  indebtedness 
which  shall  make  the  total  indebtedness  in  excess  of  five  per 
centum  of  its  grand  list  at  such  time  last  completed ;  but  this 
shall  not  apply  to  the  water  debt  or  bonded  electric  lighting  debt 
of  said  borough. 

Sec.  11.  The  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  prepared,  signed,  and  authenticated  in  such  man¬ 
ner  and  form,  with  coupons  or  otherwise,  as  said  borough  at  any 
legal  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  may  determine;  and  the 
same  may  be  sold  from  time  to  time  under  the  direction  of  the 
warden  and  burgesses  of  said  borough  at  not  less  than  par;  and 
said  bonds  when  issued  and  delivered  shall  be  obligatory  upon 
said  borough  and  upon  the  inhabitants  and  property  thereof 
according  to  the  tenor  and  purport  thereof,  and  may  be  enforced 
and  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  that 
debts  lawfully  contracted  by  municipal  corporations  in  this  State 
are  enforced. 

Approved  June  20,  1899. 
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AN  ACT  CONCERNING  THE  USE  OF  ELECTRICITY 
IN  THE  BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  The  borough  of  Wallingford,  in  addition  to  the 
powers  enumerated  in  section  one  of  chapter  ccxxxi  of  the  public 
acts  of  1893,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  said  borough,  to  furnish  and  sell  such  surplus 
electricity  as  it  may  conveniently  generate  and  manufacture  from 
time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  heat  and  power  and 
for  all  other  purposes  for  which  the  same  may  be  applied. 

Sec.  2.  Said  borough  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  furnish 
and  sell  such  surplus  electricity  as  it  may  conveniently  generate 
and  manufacture  from  time  to  time,  to  any  person,  persons,  or 
corporation  owning  or  occupying  land  fronting  on  the  public  high¬ 
ways  now  constituting  the  easterly  and  westerly  boundaries  of 
said  borough  where  such  land  adjoins  the  present  borough  line 
on  the  east  or  west,  for  use  only  upon  such  land  for  light,  heat, 
and  power,  and  for  all  other  purposes  for  which  electricity  may  be 
used. 

Sec.  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  compel 
said  borough  to  furnish  or  sell  electricity  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  lighting  as  now  required 
by  said  act  of  1893,  or,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act,  for 
any  purpose  whatsoever,  and  when  so  furnished,  it  shall  he  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of 
electrical  commissioners  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage  and,  except 
as  otherwise  herein  provided,  said  borough  shall,,  in  prosecuting 
the  business  herein  authorized,  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  ccxxxi  of  the  public  acts  of  1893. 

Approved  May  14,  1901. 

AUTHORIZING  THE  BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD  TO 
ISSUE  REFUNDING  WATER  BONDS. 

Resolved  by  this  Assembly : 

Section  1.  That  the  borough  of  Wallingford  is  hereby  autho¬ 
rized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds  to  he  denominated  on  the  face 
thereof  Refunding  Water  Bonds  of  the  Borough  of  Wallingford, 
to  the  amount  of  fifty-four  thousand  dollars,  with  or  without 
coupons  attached,  hearing  interest  at  no  greater  rate  than  three 
and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually.  Said 
bonds  shall  bear  date  July  1,  1902,  and  shall  be  for  the  amount 
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of  one  thousand  dollars  each.  Of  said  bonds,  there  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1904,  the  amount  of 
six  thousand  dollars  and  on  the  first  day  of  each  succeeding  July 
thereafter  there  shall  become  due  and  payable  the  amount  of  six 
thousand  dollars,  until  the  final  amount  of  six  thousand  dollars 
becomes  due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1912. 

Sec.  2.  The  avails  of  said  bonds  shall  be  applied  and  expended 
for  refunding  the  principal  sum  due  on  bonds  issued  by  said  bor¬ 
ough  and  now  outstanding,  to  the  amount  of  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars,  maturing  July  1,  1912,  and  payable  at  the  option  of  said 
borough  on  or  after  July  1,  1902,  and  for  no  other  purpose  what¬ 
ever. 

Sec.  3.  No  bond  shall  be  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
resolution  except  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  or  votes  of  said  borough, 
passed  at  a  meeting  or  meetings  of  said  borough  to  be  duly  warned 
and  held  for  that  purpose,  which  said  meeting  or  meetings  may, 
subject  to  the  foregoing  limitations,  prescribe  the  form  of  said 
bonds,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  thereon,  not  exceeding  the 
amount  aforesaid,  the  times  and  places  of  paying  said  interest  and 
principal,  the  manner  of  signing,,  countersigning,  selling,  exchang¬ 
ing,  or  otherwise  disposing  of  said  bonds,  and  the  person  or  persons 
who  shall  execute,  negotiate,  and  deliver  the  same  for  and  on 
behalf  of  said  borough ;  and  said  bonds  when  issued  and  delivered 
shall  be  obligatory  upon  said  borough  and  the  inhabitants  thereof 
according  to  the  tenor  and  purport  of  the  same.  Said  bonds  shall 
not  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  at  less  than  par  and  accrued 
interest  thereon. 

Approved  June  4,  1901. 

Abstract  of  Chapter  231  of  Public  Acts  of  1893  so  far  as  said 
Act  relates  to  the  management  of  the  Electric  Works  of  the 
Borough. 

AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING  CITIES  AND  OTHER  MUNI¬ 
CIPALITIES  TO  ESTABLISH  PLANTS  EOR  THE 
MANUFACTURE  OF  GAS  AND  ELECTRICITY. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened: 

PLANT  AND  PAYMENT  FOR. 

Section  1.  Any  *  *  *  *  borough  may,  under  the 

limitations  of  this  act,  construct,  purchase,  lease,  or  establish,  and 
maintain,  within  its  limits,  one  or  more  plants  for  the  manufacture 
and  distribution  of  gas  or  electricity  for  furnishing  light  for 
municipal  use,  and  for  the  use  of  such  of  its  inhabitants  as  may 
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require  and  pay  for  the  same,  as  herein  provided.  Such  plants 
may  include  suitable  lands,  structures,  easements,  water  privileges, 
stations,  gasometers,  boilers,  engines,  dynamos,  tools,  machinery, 
pipes,  conduits,  poles,  conductors,  burners,  lamps,  and  other 
apparatus  and  appliances  for  making,  generating,  distributing,  and 
using  gas  or  electricity  for  lighting  purposes.  *  *  *  * 

Sec.  4.  Any  *  *  *  *  borough  establishing  or  purchas¬ 

ing  a  plant  within  its  limits,  as  provided  by  this  act,  or  recon¬ 
structing,  extending,  or  enlarging  the  same,  as  provided  in  section 
five,  may  pay  for  the  same  by  an  issue  of  bonds,  payable  in  a  term 
not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum,  which  shall  not  he  disposed  of  at  less 
than  par,  hut  such  bonds  shall  not  he  issued  until  a  vote  authorizing 
the  same  has  been  duly  passed  by  the  vote  of  the  *  *  *  * 
borough.  hT o  indebtedness  shall  be  incurred  by  any  *  *  *  * 
borough,  in  connection  with  such  plant,  except  as  aforesaid,  and 
excepting  further,  that  money  may  be  borrowed  temporarily  to  pay 
the  running  expenses  thereof. 

All  receipts  from  the  sale  0f  *  *  *  *  electricity  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  such  *  *  *  *  borough.  The 
gross  expenses  of  running  such  plant,  and  conducting  such  business 
of  supplying  *  *  *  *  electricity,  including  interest  on  such 

bonds,  and  the  requirements  of  the  sinking  fund,  if  such  a  fund 
shall  have  been  provided  for  the  payment  of  such  bonds,  shall  be 
included  in  the  appropriations  made  annually,  or  from  time  to 
time  by  such  *  *  *  *  borough,  and  shall  he  paid  out  of 

the  treasury  thereof. 


RECONSTRUCTION. 

Sec.  5.  Any  *  *  *  *  borough  owning  a  plant  under 
the  authority  of  this  act,  for  the  manufacture  of  *  *  *  * 
electricity,  may  reconstruct  or  enlarge  the  same,  but  no  reconstruc¬ 
tion  or  enlargement,  beyond  the  ordinary  and  necessary  mainten¬ 
ance,  repair,  or  replacement  thereof  (except  such  increased 
appliances  for  the  distribution  of  *  *  *  *  electricity  as 

may  he  necessary  to  furnish  the  same  to  new  takers),  shall  he 
undertaken  or  made,  except  by  vote  as  provided  by  section  four,  in 
case  of  the  issue  of  bonds. 


ASSESSMENTS. 

Sec.  6.  The  *  *  *  *  hoard  of  warden  and  burgesses 

of  any  borough,  *  *  *  *  may  provide  by  *  *  *  * 

by-laws  for  the  equitable  assessment  upon  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  any  part  of  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  furnishing,  laying,  and 
maintaining  upon  the  premises  of  such  owner  or  occupant,  pipes, 
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conduits,  conductors,  or  other  appliances  for  the  distribution  of 

*  *  *  *  electricity  to  such  premises.  Payment  of  such 

assessment  shall  not  be  obligatory,  but  shall  be  made  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  supply  0f  *  *  *  *  electricity  to  the  occu¬ 

pants  of  such  premises,  and  may  be  exacted  before  providing  any 
such  appliances  for  such  distribution. 

ELECTRICITY  SUPPLIED. 

Sec.  7.  Any  *  *  *  *  borough  having  obtained  a  plant 

for  the  purpose,  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  may  manu¬ 
facture,  generate,  and  distribute  *  *  *  *  electricity  for 

furnishing  light  for  municipal  purposes,  or  for  the  use  of  the 
inhabitants,  under  such  regulations  and  conditions  as  it  may 
establish,  but  no  *  *  *  *  borough  shall  be  compelled  to 

furnish  *  *  *  *  electricity .  to  any  person  or  corporation, 

except  by  order  of  the  commissioners  mentioned  in  the  next 
section,  after  payment  of  any  assessment  provided  for  in  section 
six.  Any  person  or  corporation  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of  any 

*  *  *  *  borough  to  supply  *  *  *  *  electricity,  under 
the  authority  of  this  act,  to  furnish  the  same,  may  appeal  to  such 
commissioners,  setting  forth  in  said  appeal  what  is  asked  of  the 

*  *  *  *  borough  in  such  detail  as  the  commissioners  may 

require.  If  it  appears  that  additional  cost  to  the  *  *  *  * 

borough  in  plant  is  likely  to  be  necessary,  the  commissioners  may 
require  the  *  *  *  *  borough  forthwith  to  cause  to  be 

made  the  assessments,  if  any,  provided  for  in  section  six,  upon  the 
owners  or  occupants  of  the  premises  to  which  the  *  *  *  * 

electricity  applied  for  is  required  to  be  supplied,  and  the  *  *  * 

borough  shall  at  once  comply  with  the  request.  The  commissioners 
shall  then  hear  all  the  parties  interested,  and  judge  whether,  under 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  it  is  reasonable  to  require  such  * 

*  *  *  borough  to  furnish  *  *  *  *  electricity,  in  any 

manner  covered  by  the  claims  in  the  appeal.  In  making  their 
decision,  they  may  take  into  consideration  the  extra  cost  to  the 

*  *  *  *  borough,  with  any  other  peculiar  circumstances  of 

the  case,  and  whether,  after  the  amount  of  all  the  other  assessments 
shall  be  paid,  the  extra  supply  required  can  be  furnished  without 
incurring  an  expense  beyond  the  appropriation  for  *  *  *  * 

electrical  purposes  for  that  year.  Unless  it  should  be  made  to 
appear  that  the  expense  cannot  he  so  met,  they  may,  if  they  find 
it  reasonable,  make  an  order  in  which  they  may  define  the  amount, 
the  quality,  or  manner  and  locality,  and  the  times  of  supply  of 
the  *  *  *  *  electricity  to  be  supplied,  and  may  require  the 

*  *  *  *  borough  to  furnish  the  same  to  the  party  applying, 

as  directed  in  the  order,  and  the  *  *  *  *  borough  shall, 
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without  delay,  after  the  payment  of  the  assessments,  comply  with 
the  order.  Any  order  or  request  made  to  any  city  under  this 
section  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  ma^or,  and  to  any  town  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  selectmen,  and  to  any  borough  to  the  warden 
of  the  borough.  The  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  enforce  compliance  with  any  order  or  request  made  under 
this  section,  by  appropriate  process. 

ELECTRICAL  COMMISSIONERS. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  any  *  *  *  *  borough  shall  obtain  a 

plant  as  provided  in  section  one,  a  commission  shall  be  appointed, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  to  he  known  as  the  *  *  *  *  Board 

of  Electrical  Commissioners,  *  *  *  *  to  whom  shall  he 
intrusted,  subject  to  any  *  *  *  *  by-laws  established  by 

*  *  *  *  any  board  of  warden  and  burgesses  of  any  borough, 

*  *  *  *  Bie  operation,  control,  management,  and  repair  of, 

the  manufacture,  generation,  and  distribution  0f  *  *  *  * 

electricity  thereby,  including  the  purchase  of  supplies,  the  hiring 
and  discharge  of  employes,  and  of  a  suitable  clerk  and  superinten¬ 
dent,  and  all  the  business  relating  to  such  manufacture,  genera¬ 
tion,  and  distribution,  to  the  methods,  amounts,  times,  prices,  and 
quality  of  supply  to  each  person  and  corporation,  the  collection  of 
bills,  the  keeping  of  accounts,  and  the  custody  of  money  received 
for  *  *  *  *  electricity,  or  otherwise,  and  the  payment  of 

bills  incurred  in  said  business. 

Said  commission  shall  consist  of  three  citizens  of  such  *  *  * 

borough  not  holding  other  official  positions  in  such  *  *  *  * 

borough,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  *  *  *  *  the  court  of 

warden  and  burgesses  of  such  borough,  one  for  one  year,  one  for 
two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  annually  one 
commissioner  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  three  years. 

Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  they  shall  each 
give  bonds  to  the  *  *  *  *  borough  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties,  in  such  sum  and  form  and  with  such 
sureties  as  the  *  *  *  *  court  of  warden  and  burgesses  shall 

approve.  They  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  September  of  each  year, 
render  to  the  *  *  *  *  court  of  warden  and  burgesses  of  a 

borough,  a  detailed  statement  of  their  doings  and  of  the  business 
and  financial  matters  in  their  charge.  They  shall  also  at  any  time 
required  by  the  *  *  *  *  court  of  warden  and  burgesses  of 

a  borough,  make  to  them  a  statement  of  their  doings,  business, 
receipts,  disbursements,  balances,  and  of  the  indebtedness  of  the

borough  all  moneys  collected  in  their  department. 
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accounts. 

Sec.  9.  The  hooks  and  accounts  pertaining  to  the  business 
authorized  by  this  act  shall  he  kept  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by 
the  hoard  of  commissioners  herein  provided  for,  and  the  accounts 
shall  be  closed  on  the  last  day  of  July  in  each  year,  so  that  a 
balance  sheet  of  that  date  can  be  taken  therefrom,  and  included 
in  the  report  of  such  hoard,  as  provided  in  section  eight  of  this 
act,  which  report  shall  further  contain  an  account  of  the  financial 
condition  of  said  business,  the  amount  of  indebtedness  authorized 
or  existing  on  account  thereof,  and  a  list  of  the  salaried  officers 
employed  in  said  business,  and  the  amount  of  salary  paid  to  each, 
and  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  statement  to  be  signed  and 
sworn  to  by  the  clerk  and  superintendent  mentioned  in  the 
previous  section,  of  the  income  and  expenses  of  said  business,  in 
such  detail  as  the  board  of  commissioners  may  require.  The 
*  *  *  *  court  of  warden  and  burgesses  of  a  borough  may 

direct  any  additional  returns  to  be  made  by  said  board  of  com¬ 
missioners,  or  by  said  superintendent  and  clerk,  at  such  times  and 
in  such  detail  as  they  shall  order. 

RATES. 

Sec.  10.  The  price  to  be  charged  to  persons  or  corporations 
for  *  *  *  *  electricity  shall  be  fixed,  and  shall  not  be 

changed  oftener  than  once  in  three  months.  Any  change  shall 
take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  and  the  new  price  adopted 
shall,  before  the  change  shall  take  effect,  be  advertised  at  least  one 
month  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  *  *  *  *  bor- 

ough  where  the  plant  is,  and  if  none  shall  be  published  therein, 
then  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  the  plant  is. 
Such  price  shall  not  be  fixed  on  a  basis  of  less  than  a  net  profit 
per  year  of  five  per  centum  on  the  cost  of  the  investment  in  plant 
made  by  the  *  *  *  *  borough,  and  also  depreciation  of  the 

plant  at  not  less  than  five  per  centum  per  annum  of  its  cost,  and 
the  price  shall  not  be  greater  than  shall  allow  a  net  profit  of  eight 
per  centum  per  annum  to  the  *  *  *  *  borough  on  such 

cost.  In  fixing  such  basis  on  which  to  establish  the  price  to  be 
charged  to  persons  and  corporations,  the  *  *  *  *  electricity 

used  by  the  *  *  *  *  borough  shall  be  charged  to  it  at  cost. 

DEFAULT  IN  PAYMENTS. 

A  sufficient  deposit  to  cover  the  payment  for  *  *  *  * 

electricity  for  three  months  may  be  required  in  advance  from  any 
taker,  and  the  supply  may  be  shut  off  from  any  premises  until  all 
arrearages  for  *  *  *  *  electricity  furnished  thereon  shall 
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be  paid.  After  three  months’  default  in  payment  of  such  arrear¬ 
ages,  all  appliances  for  distribution  on  such  premises  belonging 
to  the  *  *  *  *  borough  may  be  removed,  and  after  such 
removal  shall  not  be  restored,  except  on  payment  of  all  such 
arrearages,  and  a  sufficient  sum  to  cover  all  expenses  incurred  by 
the  removal  and  restoration,  with  any  penalty  which  the  *  *  * 

borough  may  impose  in  such  cases. 

BY-LAWS,  ETC. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  *  *  *  *  borough  shall  operate  a  plant 

under  this  act,  the  *  *  *  *  board  of  warden  and  burgesses 

of  such  borough,  *  *  *  *  may  pass  *  *  *  *  'by¬ 

laws  imposing  penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  protect  its 
plant,  control  its  use,  prevent  accidents  from  *  *  *  * 

electricity  supplied  by  such  *  *  *  *  borough,  and  govern 

customers  in  their  use  thereof.  *  *  *  *. 

Sec.  16.  Any  *  *  *  *  borough  owning  or  operating  a 

plant  or  plants  for  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  *  *  * 

electricity  for  furnishing  light,  under  this  act,  shall  be  responsible 
for  any  injury  or  damage  to  persons  or  property,  happening  or 
arising  by  reason  of  the  maintenance  or  operation  of  the  same,  in 
the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  though  the  same  were 
owned  and  operated  by  the  individual  or  by  a  private  corporation. 

Sec.  17.  All  general  laws  of  the  state,  and  all  ordinances  or 
by-laws  of  any  city,  town,  or  borough  availing  itself  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  act,  relative  to  the  manufacture,  use,  generation,  or 
distribution  of  gas,  or  electricity,  or  the  quality  thereof,  or  the 
plant  and  appliances  therefor,  shall  apply  to  such  city,  town,  or 
borough,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable  and  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  as  the  same  are  applied  to  persons  and  corporations 
engaged  in  making,  generating,  or  distributing  gas  or  electricity 
therein. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD 

i 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  Warden  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of 
W  ailing  ford : 


MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  That  there  shall  he  held  on  the  fourth  Saturday  of 
November,  1881,  and  annually  thereafter  at  seven  o’clock  in  the 
evening,  a  meeting  for  the  organization  of  the  court  of  burgesses, 
to  determine  the  relative  seniority  of  its  members,  for  the  election 
or  appointment  of  all  officers  that  may  he  required  to  he  elected 
or  appointed  by  the  court  of  burgesses,  and  the  court  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time  within  twenty  days  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  stated  meetings  of  the  court  of  bur¬ 
gesses  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  such  hour 
and  at  such  place  as  the  court  by  vote  may  direct,  but  the  warden 
may  call  such  meetings  for  any  different  day  of  the  month,  when¬ 
ever  on  account  of  a  public  holiday,  or  for  other  reasons,  he  shall 
deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  The  warden  of  said  borough,  or  in  his  absence,  the 
acting  warden,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary  or  proper  may 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  a  warrant  directed  to  the 
clerk  of  said  borough,  or  to  any  suitable  person  by  him  named  in 
said  warrant,  for  the  calling  of  the  court  of  burgesses  to  meet 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  warden  issuing  said  warrant  shall 
therein  appoint,  and  the  clerk  or  person  to  whom  said  warrant  shall 
be  directed,  receiving  the  same,  shall  give  notice  to  each  member 
of  the  court  of  burgesses  by  either  reading  the  said  warrant  in 
his  hearing,  or  by  leaving  a  true  and  attested  copy  thereof  at 
his  usual  place  of  abode,  or  by  depositing  a  copy  thereof  in  the 
post-office  in  said  borough,  postage  paid,  and  addressed  to  him, 
at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  said  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  warden  or  acting  warden 
of  said  borough  upon  application  to  him  made  in  writing  signed 
by  two  burgesses,  forthwith  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  court  by 
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issuing  his  warrant  and  causing  the  same  to  be  served  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  these  by-laws. 

Sec.  5.  The  court’  of  burgesses,  whenever  they  shall  judge  a 
special  borough  meeting  to  he  necessary,  may  and  upon  the  written 
petition  of  twenty  legal  voters  shall,  at  any  legal  meeting  of  the 
court,  order  such  special  meeting  to  be  called,  notice  therefor  being 
given  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  fifteen  of  the 
borough  charter. 


BONDS. 

Sec.  6.  The  penalties  of  the  bonds  required  of  the  officers 
of  said  borough  shall  be  respectively  as  follows:  Of  borough 
treasurer,  five  thousand  dollars;  of  borough  collector,  five  thou¬ 
sand  dollars ;  of  borough  bailiff,  one  thousand  dollars ;  of  bor¬ 
ough  attorney,  one  thousand  dollars ;  of  the  warden,  one  thousand 
dollars ;  of  the  water  commissioners,  one  thousand  dollars  each ; 
of  the  treasurer  of  the  water  fund  five  thousand  dollars.  Every 
other  officer  or  committee  in  whose  hands  money  may  be  placed 
for  disbursement,  or  who  shall  collect  money  for  or  on  behalf  of 
the  borough,  shall  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  in  such  sum  as  the  court  of  burgesses  shall  require. 


FIRE. 

Sec.  7.*  The  members  of  the  fire  companies  within  said  bor¬ 
ough  shall  constitute  a  fire  department,  of  which  the  warden  of 
the  borough  shall  be  ex-officio  president.  And  the  court  of  bur¬ 
gesses  shall  appoint  annually  as  provided  in  section  one,  a  chief 
engineer  and  two  assistant  engineers  to  rank  respectively  as  first 
and  second,  whose  term  of  office  shall  he  from  the  date  of  their 
said  appointment  and  until  the  fourth  Saturday  of  the  November 
next  following,  unless  sooner,  for  cause,  removed. 

Sec.  8.  At  any  and  all  fires  within  said  borough,  the  chief  .* 
engineer,  or  in  his  absence  the  senior  assistant  engineer  present, 
shall  have  the  sole  command  over  all  other  officers  except  the 
warden,  and  of  all  members  of  the  fire  department,  and  shall 
have  the  sole  direction  and  ordering  of  the  fire  engines  and  all 
fire  apparatus  and  appurtenances  of  the  borough,  and  shall,  when 
necessary,  call  upon  the  police  or  peace  officers  to  assist  in  the 
protection  of  property,  preservation  of  order,  observance  of  the 
laws  of  this  State  and  by-laws  of  this  borough  respecting  fires, 
and  each  individual  and  fireman,  or  person  having  charge  of  an 
engine  neglecting  or  refusing  to  obey  the  order  of  such  chief,  or 
assistant  in  his  absence,  at  any  such  fire,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the

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sum.  of  ten  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  borough,  to  he  recovered  in 
any  proper  action. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  engineers  to  examine  the 
fire  apparatus,  the  hydrants  and  the  houses  used  for  the  purposes 
of  the  fire  department,  and  the  condition  of  the  companies  as  often 
as  circumstances  may  render  it  expedient  or  whenever  directed  to 
do  so  by  the  court  of  burgesses,  and  report  the  conditions  and 
needs  of  the  department  semi-annually,  or  oftener  if  required  by 
them  so  to  do. 

Sec.  10.  The  engineer  in  command  at  any  fire  may,  whenever 
in  his  opinion  it  may  he  necessary,  obstruct  and  prohibit  all  travel 
upon  any  street  or  railroad  in  said  borough  until  such  fire  may 
be  subdued,  and  any  person  removing  such  obstruction,  or  dis¬ 
obeying  such  prohibition,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the 
borough  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  Ho  apparatus  belonging  to  the  fire  department  and 
owned  by  the  borough  shall  be  taken  beyond  the  limits  of  said 
borough,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  warden  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person  who  shall,  in  said  borough,  willfully 
give  a  false  alarm  of  fire,  or  shall  willfully  proclaim  that  any 
fire  is  extinguished  or  out  when  it  is  not,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  borough. 

Sec.  13.  Every  person  who  shall  in  said  borough  carry  into 
any  barn,  hay  loft  or  building  then  containing  hay,  straw  or  shav¬ 
ings,  a  lighted  candle  or  lamp  not  enclosed,  or  light  or  use  any 
cigar  or  pipe  therein,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  said 
borough  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense. 

OFFENSES  AGAINST  PUBLIC  ORDER. 

Sec.  14.  The  placing  or  depositing  of  any  ashes,  filth  or  rub- 
.  bish  of  any  kind  upon  any  street,  sidewalk  or  public  ground ; 
the  carrying  or  in  any  way  transporting  any  swill  or  any  other 
offensive  substance  over,  or  along  any  sidewalk;  bathing  naked 
at  any  place  exposed  to  public  view;  the  so  fastening  of  any 
animal  to  any  tree,  or  so  leaving  any  animal  that  it  injures  any 
tree  or  bark  thereof ;  the  riding,  driving  or  leaving  any  horse 
or  any  cattle  of  the  neat  kind  upon  any  side  walk  within  the 
borough ;  permitting  by  the  occupant  of  any  premises  dirty  water 
to  pass  from  such  premises  to  the  surface  of  the  street,  or  throw¬ 
ing  it,  or  permitting  it  to  be  thrown  into  the  street;  the  playing 
of  football  or  any  other  game  of  ball,  or  quoits  or  throwing  stones, 
snow  balls  or  anything  liable  to  injure  any  person,  or  frighten 
any  horse  in  or  upon  any  public  walk,  street  or  ground ;  leaving 
unattended  any  horse  or  other  animal  whether  attached  to  any 
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vehicle  or  not,  unless  such  animal  be  securely  fastened ;  the  stop¬ 
ping  of  any  horses,  oxen  or  vehicles  upon  any  walk  or  cross-walk, 
or  permitting  the  same  to  stand  thereon ;  the  coasting  or  sliding 
upon  a  sled  in  any  street  in  said  borough  during  such  period  as 
the  court  of  burgesses  shall  order;  posting  or  painting  any  bills, 
placards,  notices  or  advertisements  upon  any  building,  wall,  fence 
or  elsewhere  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  premises 
where  the  same  is  posted;  dressing  or  cleaning  any  fish,  birds, 
poultry  or  animals  of  any  kind  in  any  street  or  public  ground, 
or  the  placing  or  leaving  in  such  street  or  ground  any  animal 
or  vegetable  substance  liable  to  putrefy;  or  the  placing  or  leav¬ 
ing  any  such  substance  in  any  other  place  in  said  borough 
without  burying  or  otherwise  securing  the  same,  so  that  no  stench, 
contagion  or  contamination  of  the  air  can  arise  therefrom;  or 
the  making  of  any  noise  in  the  streets  by  outcry  or  boisterous 
singing  or  shouting  or  blowing  of  horns,  are  hereby  prohibited,  and 
every  person  who  shall  do  any  of  the  acts  prohibited  by  this  section 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  a  sum  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  15.  The  erecting  or  placing  any  building,  gate,  fence, 
post,  box,  cask,  wood,  brick,  stone,  vehicle  not  attached  to  any 
animal,  or  other  thing  in,  upon,  or  across  any  street,  sidewalk 
or  highway;  the  placing,  hanging  or  maintaining  of  any  sign, 
article  of  merchandise,  awning,  or  other  thing  whatsoever,  above, 
over,  or  across,  any  street  or  sidewalk  when  prohibited  by  the 
court  of  burgesses;  the  discharging  any  pistol,  gun,  cannon  or 
other  fire-arms,  by  any  person  or  military  company  fin  any  street, 
park  or  public  ground,  provided  this  section  does  not  apply  to  the 
use  of  such  weapons  in  lawful  defence  of  the  person,  family  or 
property  of  any  one,  or  in  the  performance  of  any  duty  required 
by  law;  the  blasting  of  rocks  by  gunpowder  or  other  explosive 
substances;  opening  or  making  any  excavation,  vault,  or  cellar 
in,  upon  or  under  any  street  or  highway;  posting  any  bills, 
placards,  notices  or  advertisements,  or  the  posting  of  any  notice 
whatever  upon  any  building  or  other  structure  whatsoever  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  borough,  or  upon  any  sidewalk  or  elsewhere  within 
the  public  streets,  or  kindling  any  bon-fire,  or  fire  in  any  public 
street,  without  the  consent  of  the  warden  or  court  of  burgesses, 
are  hereby  prohibited ;  and  every  person  who  shall,  without  such 
consent  of  said  warden  or  court  of  burgesses  first  had  or  obtained, 
do  any  of  the  acts  prohibited  in  this  section,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  each  offence  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  the 
use  of  the  borough ;  provided ,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  or  hinder  any  person  while 
in  the  process  of  building,  or  repairing  dwelling-houses  or  other 
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buildings,  from  placing  in  any  street  or  highway  material  for 
such  purposes,  with  the  consent  of,  and  under  such  conditions  and 
distinctions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  each  particular  case  by  the 
warden  or  court  of  burgesses  in  a  permit  in  writing. 

Sec.  16.  Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  to,  or  discharge,  any 
fire-crackers,  rockets  or  other  fire-works  in  said  borough  during 
any  period  of  time  when  the  same  shall  be  prohibited  by  the  court 
of  burgesses,  or  wdio  shall  sell,  keep  or  expose  for  sale  within 
said  borough  during  such  period  as  shall  be  prohibited  by  said 
court  of  burgesses,  any  fire-crackers,  rockets  or  other  fire-works,  or 
who  shall  at  any  time  fire  off  or  discharge  any  fire-crackers,  rockets 
or  other  fire-works  upon  any  private  premises  without  the  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  occupants  of  such  premises,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
each  offense  a  sum  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  use 
of  said  borough. 

Sec.  17.  Every  person  who  shall  injure  or  deface  any  side¬ 
walk,  building,  gate,  fence,  sign,  tree,  shrub,  vine,  flower,  grass 
or  other  property  whether  public  or  private,  without  the  consent 
of  the  court  of  burgesses,  or  the  owner  of  such  property,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  of  said  borough 
to  cause  all  bar-rooms,  billiard  rooms,  bowling  saloons,  and  all 
places  where  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors  are  commonly 
kept  and  sold  in  said  borough,  to  be  closed  at  the  hour  of  eleven 
o’clock  in  the  evening  of  each  day,  and  kept  closed  from  that  time 
until  five  o’clock  on  the  following  morning,  and  the  warden  shall 
issue  his  notices  to  the  proprietors  or  occupants  of  said  places  so 
required  to  be  closed  as  aforesaid,  directing  the  same  to  be  closed 
and  kept  closed  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  cause  them  to  be 
served  upon  the  persons  for  whom  they  are  intended  in  such 
manner  as  he  shall  judge  proper,  and  if  any  proprietor  or  occu¬ 
pant  of  any  such  bar-room,  billiard  saloon,  bowling  saloon,  or 
place  where  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors  are  commonly  kept 
and  sold,  after  having  been  notified  as  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  close  the  same,  and  keep  the  same  closed  as  required 
by  such  notice,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

Sec.  19.  Ho  person  shall  keep  a  disorderly  house;  and  any 
house  the  occupant  of  which  shall  permit  or  allow  any  number  of 
persons  to  assemble  therein  at  any  time,  and  by  tumultuous  conduct 
or  by  quarreling  or  by  fighting,  or  by  excessive  or  undue  noise 
of  any  kind,  disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of  any  of  his  or  her 
neighbors,  or  passers-by  in  the  streets,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
disorderly  house.

Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  20.  Every  house  or  other  building  in  said  borough  which 
shall  be  kept  and  occupied,  used  or  resorted  to  as  a  house  of 
ill-fame  or  house  of  assignation,  and  every  house  or  other  build¬ 
ing  in  said  borough  which  shall  be  reputed  to  be  a  house  of  ill- 
fame,  or  a  house  of  assignation,  shall  each  and  every  one  of  them 
be  deemed  a  nuisance ;  and  the  person  or  persons  keeping,  occupy¬ 
ing,  using,  frequenting  or  resorting  to  any  such  house,  and  the 
person  or  persons  owning  any  such  house,  and  having  knowledge 
of  such  keeping,  occupation,  use,  or  reputation  shall,  each  and 
every  one  of  them,  be  deemed  guilty  of  committing,  causing,  or  as 
the  case  may  he,  maintaining  a  nuisance. 

Every  such  owner  or  keeper  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty 
of  fifty  dollars,  and  every  occupant  who  is  not  the  keeper,  and 
every  visitor  of  any  such  house,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  for  every 
such  offense. 

Sec.  21.  Every  person  who  shall  wantonly  and  indecently 
expose  his  person  in  sight  of  any  dwelling-house  or  public  high¬ 
way  in  said  borough,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  seven  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both. 

Sec.  22.  Every  person  who  shall  utter  any  loud  and  indecent 
or  loud  and  obscene  language  in  any  street  or  public  place  in  said 
borough,  or  within  the  hearing  of  any  public  meeting  in  said  bor¬ 
ough,  shall  he  fined  five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  23.  Every  person  who  shall  willfully  and  maliciously 
disturb  any  lawful  public  meeting  by  quarreling,  fighting  or  shout¬ 
ing  in  or  near  the  place  where  such  meeting  is  held,  or  by  inter¬ 
rupting  without  proper  authority  those  conducting  such  meeting, 
shall  he  deemed  guilty  of  committing  a  nuisance,  and  shall  for¬ 
feit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  24.  Every  person  who  shall  carry  in  said  borough  any 
steel  or  brass  knuckles,  or  any  slung  shot  or  weapon  of  similar 
character,  or  shall  carry  any  weapon  concealed  on  his  person,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  25.  Eo  persons  shall  assemble  idly  and  remain  in  crowds 
upon  any  foot-way,  sidewalk  or  cross-walk  in  any  street,  or  public 
ground  of  said  borough,  or  before  any  church  or  public  building, 
and  all  persons  to  the  number  of  three  or  more  so  assembling,  and 
refusing  to  disperse  when  commanded  so  to  do  by  a  police  officer, 
special  constable,  bailiff,  burgess  or  the  warden  of  the  borough, 
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shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for 
every  such  offense. 

Sec.'  26.  Every  person  who  shall  sell,  expose  or  offer  for  sale, 
any  unwholesome  vegetables  or  produce  of  any  kind,  or  any 
unwholesome,  tainted  or  diseased  meat,  fish  or  fowl  of  any  kind, 
or  shall  expose  or  offer  for  sale  any  article  of  poisonous  food  or 
diet  that  is  adulterated  with  any  unwholesome  or  unhealthy  com¬ 
pound  or  substance,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the  bor¬ 
ough  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

NUISANCES. 

Sec.  27.  No  privy  shall  be  kept  or  suffered  to  remain  in  such 
a  condition  as  to  he  offensive  by  its  scent  to  persons  living  in 
the  neighborhood,  or  passengers  in  any  street,  except  temporarily, 
while  being  cleaned. 

If  any  privy  cannot  otherwise  be  rendered  reasonably  inoffen¬ 
sive,  it  shall  be  removed. 

Sec.  28.  No  privy  shall  be  cleaned  except  between  the  hours 
of  nine  in  the  evening  and  six  o’clock  of  the  following  morning, 
and  in  a  manner  causing  the  least  offense  practicable  to  the  neigh¬ 
borhood;  and  no  privy  having  a  vault  shall  be  cleaned  except 
between  the  first  day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of  April  then 
next  suceeding,  nor  shall  the  contents  of  any  privy  be  carted 
through  any  street  of  said  borough  except  between  the  hours  of 
nine  in  the  evening  and  six  o’clock  of  the  following  morning ;  'pro¬ 
vided,  however,  if  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  construction  or 
alteration  of  any  building,  or  in  order  to  abate  a  nuisance,  to 
remove  the  contents  of  any  privy  at  any  other  time,  the  warden 
of  the  borough  may  issue  a  special  permit  therefor,  in  writing, 
prescribing  the  time  and  manner  of  such  removal. 

Sec.  29.  No  person  shall  deposit  the  contents  of  any  privy  in 
any  highway,  street  or  public  ground  in  said  borough,  nor  in  any 
other  place  in  said  borough,  without  forthwith  covering  the  same 
with  earth,  and  mixing  therewith  a  sufficient  quantity  of  deodoriz¬ 
ing  substance  to  destroy  the  effluvia  therefrom. 

Sec.  30.  Every  occupant  of  any  house,  store,  tenement  or 
other  building  in  said  borough  shall  keep  the  same  and  the  yard 
or  premises  connected  therewith  in  a  clean  condition  and  free 
from  filth  and  substances  likely  to  infect  the  air  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  and  shall  collect  in  one  place  in  such  yard  or  premises  all 
the  house-dirt  and  offal,  and  when  the  same  shall  become  a  nui¬ 
sance  or  offensive  to  others,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed. 

And  every  landlord  or  agent  of  any  landlord  having  general 
charge  of  such  premises,  shall  cause  this  by-law  to  be  complied 
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with  within  three  days  after  receiving  notice  to  that  effect  from 
the  warden  of  the  borough. 

Sec.  31.  Every  person  who  shall  keep  any  horses,  cattle,  goats 
or  swine  in  said  borough  shall  keep  and  maintain  the  building, 
stable,  pen  or  other  place  in  which  such  animal  or  animals  are 
kept,  in  such  a  clean  condition,  and  dispose  of  the  manure  in  such 
a  manner,  that  the  neighbors  or  persons  passing  in  the  street  shall 
not  he  incommoded  by  the  smell  arising  therefrom. 

Sec.  32.  No  person  shall  keep  any  guano,  or  other  fertilizing 
substance  in  said  borough,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  in  such  a 
manner  as  directly  or  indirectly  to  become  offensive,  by  the  effluvia 
therefrom,  to  any  person  residing  in  the  neighborhood  or  passing 
in  the  street. 

Sec.  33.  No  person  shall  occupy  or  use  any  place  or  building 
in  said  borough  as  a  slaughter-house  or  place  for  slaughtering 
animals,  when  prohibited  by  the  court  of  burgesses. 

Sec.  34.  person  shall  place,  leave  or  suffer  to  remain,  upon 
any  premises  in  said  borough,  any  manure  or  fertilizing  or  refuse 
matter  in  such  manner  or  condition  as  to  he  offensive  to  those 
residing  in  the  neighborhood  or  passing  in  the  street,  by  any  odors 
arising  therefrom. 

Sec.  35.  Every  drain  and  every  sink  and  cesspool  in  said  bor¬ 
ough  shall  he  so  constructed  and  maintained  that  the  same  shall 
not  injure  the  water  of  any  well  or  become  offensive  by  its  smell 
to  those  in  the  neighborhood. 

Sec.  36.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  every  owner  of  any  premises 
in  said  borough,  and  of  the  agent  of  such  owner,  having  charge 
of  the  premises,  to  keep  and  maintain  the  same  and  the  street 
in  front  thereof  to  the  center  of  the  street,  free  from  any  violation 
of  the  provisions  in  sections  twenty-seven  to  thirty-five,  inclusive, 
of  these  by-laws.  And  every  person  violating  any  of  said  provi¬ 
sions,  or  aiding  in,  or  causing  or  procuring  any  such  violation,  or 
knowingly  suffering  or  permitting  such  violation,  in  or  upon  any 
premises  belonging  to  him  or  occupied  by  him,  or  in  the  street 
adjacent  thereto,  as  aforesaid,  or  with  property  belonging  to  him, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  committing  and  maintaining  a  nuisance, 
and  for  every  such  violation  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  one  or  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  37.  The  warden  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  pre¬ 
venting,  examining  and  abating  the  foregoing  nuisances  in  said 
borough,  and  in  the  discharge  of  said  duty  he  shall  have  power, 
at  all  reasonable  times,  with  necessary  assistance,  to  enter  any 
premises  in  said  borough.  He  shall  make  complaint  to  the  bor¬ 
ough  attorney  of  any  and  all  violations  of  said  provisions. 

Sec.  38.  Whenever  said  warden  shall  have  notice  or  knowl- 
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edge  of  the  existence  of  any  of  said  nuisances  in  said  borough, 
if  the  same  shall  be  in  any  public  street  or  grounds,  he  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  abated  or  removed  at  once,  and  if  the  same  shall 
be  on  private  premises,  he  shall  notify  and  order  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  the  premises  to  abate  and  remove  the  nuisance  in  such 
reasonable  time  as  he  may  prescribe  in  such  order,  in  writing, 
and  if  such  order  is  not  complied  with  in  the  time  so  prescribed, 
he  shall. employ  proper  assistance  to  remove  and  abate  such  nui¬ 
sance. 

Sec.  39.  The  expenses  incurred  by  said  warden  in  abating  or 
removing  any  of  said  nuisances  shall  be  paid  by  the  borough. 
Such  expenses  shall  be  a  charge  against  every  person  causing  or 
procuring  such  nuisance  to  exist,  and  against  every  person  suffer¬ 
ing  or  permitting  such  nuisance  to  be  done  or  to  exist  on  any 
premises  owned  by  him  or  under  his  charge,  and  may  be  recovered 
in  behalf  of  said  borough  by  such  persons  or  any  of  them,  jointly 
or  severally,  in  any  proper  form  of  action. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  forthwith  to  notify  the  bor¬ 
ough  attorney  of  such  expense  and  the  names  of  the  person  charge¬ 
able  therefor,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  attorney  to  collect 
the  same. 


POUNDS. 

Sec.  40.  Ho  owner  or  person  having  the  charge  of  any  cattle, 
horses,  mules,  asses,  sheep,  goats,  ducks  or  swine  shall  suffer  or 
permit  the  same  to  go  or  be  at  large  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public 
grounds  of  said  borough,  nor  suffer  or  permit  the  same  to  be  upon 
any  of  the  streets  or  public  grounds  of  said  borough  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  being  pastured  thereon,  either  with  or  without  a  keeper. 
Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  41.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  provide  a  good  and 
sufficient  pound  within  the  limits  of  said  borough,  in  which  to 
impound  and  restrain  all  animals  proper  to  be  impounded  under 
the  by-laws  of  said  borough,  and  shall  appoint  a  pound  keeper  for 
said  pound  and  such  number  of  haywards  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  who  shall  severally  hold  their  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  court  of  burgesses. 

Sec.  42.  The  pound  keeper  and  haywards  appointed  by  the 
court  of  burgesses  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties,  and  shall 
receive  the  same  fees,  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  provided 
by  the  General  Statutes  of  this  State  for  pound  keepers  and  hay¬ 
wards  appointed  by  the  several  towns. 

Sec.  43.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  pound  keeper  and 
haywards,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person,  to  impound  any 
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animal  found  upon  any  of  the  streets  or  public  grounds  of  said 
borough  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  forty  of 
these  by-laws. 

Sec.  44.  Every  person  who  shall  rescue  any  animal  liable  to 
be  impounded  out  of  the  custody  of  any  person  going  to  pound 
with  the  same,  or  shall  attempt  to  prevent  him  from  driving 
or  taking  such  animal  to  pound,  or  shall  resist  or  hinder  him 
therein,  or  shall  break  the  pound,  or  in  any  manner  convey  out 
of  it  any  animal  lawfully  impounded,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for 
every  such  offense. 


STREETS. 

Sec.  45.  No  person  shall  open,  within  the  limits  of  said  bor¬ 
ough,  any  street  or  private  way,  except  by  virtue  of  and  under 
an  order  of  the  court  of  burgesses. 

Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  and  any  person  who  shall  aid  or  assist  in  so  offending, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  such 
offense ;  and  the  person  or  persons  opening  such  street  or  private 
way,  or  procuring  the  same  to  be  opened,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  an 
additional  fifty  dollars  for  every  month  that  such  street  or  private 
way  shall  continue  open  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  46.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  have  the  general  care 
and  charge  of  the  trees  in  the  streets  and  public  grounds  of  said 
borough,  and  shall  provide  for  the  trimming  and  protection  of 
such  trees,  and  when  necessary  shall  provide  for  or  authorize  the 
removal  of  the  same. 

Said  court  of  burgesses  may  also  make  such  orders  as  it  shall 
think  wise  and  proper  regarding  the  location  of  trees  which  shall 
be  set  out  or  planted  for  shade,  ornament  or  for  any  other  purpose 
upon  the  public  grounds,  streets  and  highways  in  said  borough, 
and  every  person  who  shall  violate  any  such  order  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  two  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  every 
such  offense. 

Sec.  47.  Every  person  who  shall,  without  the  permission  of 
the  court  of  burgesses,  cut,  bruise,  injure  or  destroy  any  tree  or 
shrub  for  shade,  ornament  or  use  on  any  public  ground,  street  or 
highway  in  said  borough,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  every  offense. 

Sec.  48.  Every  person  owning  any  land  within  the  borough 
limits,  upon  or  adjacent  to  which  there  now  is,  or  may  be,  a  side¬ 
walk  paved,  constructed  or  worked,  shall  keep  such  sidewalk  at 
all  times  in  a  safe  and  convenient  condition  for  the  use  of  the 
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public,  and  shall  forthwith  repair  all  defects  in  said  walk,  and 
remove  therefrom  all  obstructions  in  any  way  endangering,  or 
impeding  the  public  travel  upon  the  same. 

Sec.  49.*  Every  owrner  or  occupier  of  land  adjoining  any 
sidewalk  or  gutter,  within  the  borough  limits,  shall  before  sunset 
remove  all  coal,  wood  or  other  thing  by  which  said  sidewalk  or 
gutter  shall  be  in  whole  or  in  part  obstructed,  or  rendered  unsafe, 
or  inconvenient  for  the  public  travel,  and  shall  keep  and  maintain 
so  much  of  said  sidewalk  as  may  at  any  time  be  paved,  concreted, 
cemented  or  worked,  free  from  snow,  ice  and  sleet,  and  all  side¬ 
walks  which  shall  not  be  paved,  cemented,  concreted  or  worked, 
shall  be  kept  free  from  snow,  ice  and  sleet  during  such  time  as  the 
court  of  burgesses  shall  order,  and  whenever  any  part  of  any  side¬ 
walk  shall  be  permitted,  in  violation  of  this  section,  to  be  covered 
with  snow,  ice  or  sleet  for  more  than  six  hours,  not  including  the 
hours  of  the  night,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  deposited  or 
found  thereon,  the  warden  shall  cause  the  removal  of  such  snow, 
ice  or  sleet  from  such  sidewalk,  and  the  court  of  burgesses  may, 
at  their  discretion,  report  the  expense  of  such  removal  to  the 
borough  attorney,  who  thereupon  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same 
by  any  proper  action  against  either  the  owner  or  the  occupier  of 
the  land  adjoining  such  sidewalk,  and  every  person  or  corporation 
who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  or  the  preceding  section 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  such  offense  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  50.  No  person  being  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  land 
or  premises  within  said  borough  shall  permit  any  limb  or  branch 
of  any  tree  or  shrub  to  overhang  any  part  of  any  public  sidewalk 
within  eight  feet  of  its  surface,  nor  any  other  part  of  any  highway 
or  public  ground  in  said  borough,  within  twelve  feet  of  its  surface ; 
nor  any  bushes,  briars  or  rubbish  to  remain  in  front  of  such  land 
or  premises;  and  if  such  person  or  persons,  after  having  been 
notified  by  the  warden  or  court  of  burgesses  so  to  do,  shall  fail 
to  remove  such  limb  or  branch,  bushes,  briars  or  rubbish  within 
ten  days  after  receiving  such  notice,  then  the  court  of  burgesses 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  removed,  and  the  expense  of  such  removal 
shall  be  collected  by  any  proper  action  against  the  owner  or  occu¬ 
pant  of  such  land  or  premises. 

Sec.  51.  Every  person  who  shall  make  a  stand  in  any  street, 
or  on  any  public  ground  of  said  borough  with  a  wagon,  wheel¬ 
barrow  or  other  vehicle,  or  shall  erect  any  booth  for  the  sale  of 
any  article,  or  for  the  exercise  of  any  business  or  calling,  without 
first  obtaining  written  permission  from  the  warden,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  penalty  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars ;  it  being  provided

that  the  warden  may  permit  the  same  to  be  done  under  such 
restrictions  as  he  shall  deem  reasonable,  and  may  grant  a  license 
therefor  upon  the  payment  to  him,  for  the  benefit  of  the  borough, 
of  such  sum  as  to  him  shall  seem  expedient:  provided  also  that 
such  license  shall  be  in  force  for  only  one  week  without  renewal. 

BUILDINGS. 

Sec.  52.  Whenever  any  building  or  part  of  a  building  in 
said  borough  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  of  burgesses,  become 
unsafe  by  reason  of  its  use  or  mode  of  construction  or  for  any 
other  reason,  said  court  shall  have  power  to  make  such  order 
relative  to  the  discontinuance  or  the  modification  of  such  use,  and 
the  demolition,  repair  or  strengthening  of  such  building  or  part 
of  a  building,  as  it  shall  deem  fit  and  proper  after  giving  the 
parties  in  interest  reasonable  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  such  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  until  the 
order  of  said  court  is  complied  with. 

Said  order  shall  prescribe  the  time  within  which  such  use 
shall  be  discontinued  or  modified,  or  such  demolition,  repair  or 
strengthening  made,  and  the  borough  clerk  shall  cause  a  certified 
copy  of  said  order  to  be  served  upon  the  owners  or  occupants  of 
any  such  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  or  the  agent  of  such 
owner,  as  said  clerk  may  direct. 

/  Every  occupant  of  any  building  or  part  of  a  building  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  order  of  said  court  relative 
to  the  use  of  such  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  upon  notice 
thereof,  as  herein  provided,  and  every  owner  of  any  building  or 
part  of  a  building  who  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  the  order  of 
said  court  relative  to  the  demolition,  repair  or  strengthening 
of  such  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  upon  notice  thereof  as 
herein  provided,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars;  and  a  like  penalty  for 
every  day  thereafter  until  the  order  of  said  court  is  complied 
with. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

Sec.  53.  Ho  theatrical,  or  other  exhibition,  ball  or  entertain¬ 
ment  to  which  an  admission  fee  is  charged,  shall  be  held  within 
the  limits  of  the  borough  unless  the  proprietor,  manager  or  person 
or  persons  having  charge  of  the  same,  shall  first  have  obtained 
a  license  therefor  in  writing  from  the  warden;  and  such  exhibi¬ 
tion  or  other  entertainment  shall  be  held  only  at  the  time  and  place 
specified  in  said  license. 

It  being  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  exhibi¬ 
tions  or  other  entertainments  held  by  and  for  the  exclusive  benefit 
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of  any  person  or  persons  living  in  the  town  of  Wallingford,  or 
any  associated  interest  ]ocated  therein. 

Sec.  54.  No  license  shall  be  given  by  the  warden  for  any 
theatrical  or  other  entertainment  as  aforesaid  except  on  the  pay¬ 
ment  to  him  of  the  following  sums  for  the  use  of  the  borough,  to 
wit:  for  each  day’s  exhibition  of  a  circus  or  menagerie  not  less 
than  fifteen  dollars,  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars. 

Any  other  exhibition  or  entertainment  not  less  than  two  dollars 
nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  the  amount  in  each  case  to  he  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  warden  within  the  limitations  above  prescribed. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  rate  the  borough  clerk  shall  be 
entitled  to  charge  and  receive  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  record¬ 
ing  each  license  given  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  55.  The  warden  may  grant  a  license  free  of  charge  for 
any  exhibition,  when  the  proceeds  of  such  exhibition  are  to  be 
devoted  to  charitable,  literary  or  religious  purposes. 

Sec.  56.  Every  person  who  shall  as  proprietor,  manager  or 
performer,  have  charge,  or  take  part  in,  any  exhibition  or  other 
entertainment  which  shall  not  have  been  licensed  as  required  by 
these  by-laws,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  57.  All  by-laws  heretofore  adopted,  and  which  are  now 
in  force  in  said  borough,  are  hereby  repealed,  such  repeal  to 
take  effect  from  and  after  the  date  these  by-laws  become  valid. 

Adopted  by  the  court  of  burgesses  October  24th,  1881. 

BY-LAW  RELATING  TO  REGULATION  OE  PUBLIC  HACKS/ ETC. 

Sec.  58.  There  shall  he  designated  by  railing  or  otherwise 
upon  the  platform  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  passenger  depot  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  a 
space  three  feet  in  width  from  the  wall  of  said  depot  and  extend¬ 
ing  southerly  nine  feet  from  a  point  five  feet  southerly  from  the 
ladies’  entrance  of  said  depot ;  and  the  officers  of  said  railroad  com¬ 
pany  may  at  any  time  hereafter  in  their  discretion  designate 
by  railing  or  otherwise  another  similar  space  on  said  platform 
commencing  at  a  point  five  feet  southerly  from  the  gentlemen’s 
entrance  of  said  depot,  in  which  space  or  spaces,  owners  or  drivers 
of  any  passenger  carriage,  express  or  baggage  wagon  may  stand 
for  employment;  and  no  such  owner,  or  driver,  or  other  person 
shall  solicit  or  negotiate  for  employment  inside  said  depot,  or 
on  any  platform  thereof,  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof, 
except  while  standing  in  a  space  designated  as  aforesaid. 

No  public  carriage,  truck,  express,  or  baggage  wagon  shall  he 
permitted  to  remain  in  near  proximity  to  any  platform  of  said 


depot,  except  along  the  line  of  and  near  to  the  row  of  hitching 
posts  on  the  easterly  side  thereof  for  a  longer  time  than  is  reason¬ 
ably  necessary  to  load  or  unload  its  passengers  or  baggage,  or 
both,  it  being  provided  that  the  conveyance  used  for  the  United 
States  mails  may  remain  near  the  platforms  of  said  depot  when¬ 
ever  and  only  so  long  as  shall  be  required  for  the  reasonable  per¬ 
formance  of  such  mail  service. 

Every  person  guilty  of  any  breach  of  or  non-compliance  with 
this  by-law  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  fifteen  dollars 
nor  less  than  three  dollars  for  every  such  ofiense. 

Adopted  by  the  court  of  burgesses,  March  31,  1885. 

BY-LAW  RELATING  TO  CARE  OF  SIDEWALKS  AND 

GUTTERS. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Court  of  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Wal¬ 
ing  ford: 

That  section  forty-nine  of  the  by-laws  of  the  borough  of  Wal¬ 
lingford  is  hereby  altered  and  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

The  owner,  tenant,  occupant  or  any  person  having  the  care  of 
any  land  or  building  adjoining  any  sidewalk  or  gutter  within  the 
borough  limits,  shall  before  sunset  remove  all  coal,  wood  or  other 
thing  by  which  said  sidewalk  or  gutter  shall  be  in  whole  or  in 
part  obstructed  or  rendered  unsafe  or  inconvenient  for  the  public 
travel.  And  shall  after  the  cessation  of  any  storm  of  snow,  ice 
or  sleet,  if  in  the  daytime,  within  three  hours,  and  if  in  the  night 
time  before  nine  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  succeeding,  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed  from  so  much  of  such  sidewalk  as  shall  be 
paved,  concreted,  cemented  or  worked,  and  from  so  much  of  said 
sidewalk  as  shall  not  he  paved,  concreted,  cemented  or  worked 
shall  cause  the  same  to  he  removed  within  such  time  as  the  court 
of  burgesses  shall  order,  and  if  in  any  case  the  same  cannot  be 
wholly  removed  as  required  by  this  section,  shall  sprinkle  and  keep 
thereon  sand  or  other  proper  substance  so  that  such  sidewalk  shall 
he  and  remain  safe  for  travel,  until  such  time  as  said  snow,  ice 
or  sleet,  can  he  thoroughly  removed  therefrom,  when  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  owner,  tenant,  occupant  or  persons  having  the 
care  of  such  land  or  buildings  to  forthwith  remove  the  same. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  as  aforesaid  for  remov¬ 
ing  such  snow,  ice  or  sleet  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  warden 
to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  and  the  expense  thereof  shall 
be  and  continue  to  be  a  lien  and  real  encumbrance  in  favor  of 
said  borough  and  upon  such  land  or  buildings. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  borough  to  cause  a 
certificate  of  lien  signed  by  himself  or  the  warden  of  the  borough 
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to  be  lodged  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  Wallingford,  within 
sixty  days  thereafter  unless  such  expense  shall  have  been  previously 
paid. 

The  court  of  burgesses  may  at  its  discretion  report  the  expense 
of  such  removal  to  the  borough  attorney,  who  thereupon  shall 
proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  any  proper  action  against  either  the 
owner,  tenant,  occupant  or  person  having  the  care  of  such  land  or 
buildings,  and  every  person  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any 
provision  of  this  or  the  preceding  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  such  offense  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  nor  less 
than  one  dollar  for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Adopted  by  the  court  of  burgesses  December  26,  1893. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  SEVEN  OF  BY-LAWS 
RELATING  TO  EIRE. 

The  members  of  the  fire  companies  within  said  borough  shall 
constitute  a  fire  department,  of  which  the  warden  of  the  borough 
shall  be  ex-officio  president.  And  the  court  of  burgesses  shall 
appoint,  annually,  as  provided  in  section  one,  a  chief  engineer, 
and  two  assistant  engineers  to  rank  respectively  as  first  and  sec¬ 
ond,  also  a  fire  patrol  or  force  of  twelve  men,  who  shall  attend 
all  fires  in  the  borough,  and  render  such  services  in  their  extin¬ 
guishment  and  in  the  protection  of  property,  and  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  order  on  such  occasions,  as  the  warden,  or  the  engineer 
in  command,  shall  direct,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
shall  be  from  time  to  time  prescribed  by  the  court  of  burgesses, 
or  the  chief  engineer  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  court  of  bur¬ 
gesses. 

Said  engineers  and  fire  patrol  shall  hold  their  offices  from  the 
date  of  their  said  appointment  and  until  the  fourth  Saturday  of 
the  November  next  following  unless  sooner  removed  for  cause. 

Adopted  by  the  court  of  burgesses  March  20,  1888. 

BY-LAWS  RELATIVE  TO  THE  ELECTRIC  WORKS  AND 
THE  BOARD  OF  ELECTRICAL  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  WALLINGFORD. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Warden  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of 
Wallingford : 

Section  1.  John  P.  Stevenson,  Dennis  E.  Morris  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Luby,  Jr.,  are  hereby  appointed  and  constituted  a  board  of 
electrical  commissioners  in  and  for  the  borough  of  Wallingford, 
who  shall  hold  office  from  the  first  Monday  of  October,  1899,  as

follows:  John  P.  Stevenson  for  one  year,  Dennis  E.  Morris  for 
two  years,  and  William  Lnby,  Jr.,  for  three  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified;  and  annually  hereafter 
during  the  month  of  September,  in  each  year,  one  commissioner 
shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  three  years.  Any  vacancy  which 
may  occur  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  court  of  burgesses 
for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  2.  Said  commissioners  and  their  successors  are  hereby 
intrusted  and  invested  with  all  the  powers,  duties,  obligations  and 
authority  conferred  upon  electrical  commissioners  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  231  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1893  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  and  may  make  all  necessary  rules,  regulations  and 
contracts  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  electric  plant 
of  said  borough  now  in  process  of  completion  and  as  the  same 
shall  be  hereafter  established. 

Sec.  3.  The  name  of  the  electrical  department  of  said  borough 
shall  be  the  Borough  of  Wallingford  Electric  Works,  and  shall 
include  all  land,  buildings,  machinery,  poles,  wires,  conduits, 
apparatus,  fixtures  and  all  other  details  of  the  borough’s  electric 
generating  plant  for  public  and  commercial  service;  also  all 
apparatus  and  details  belonging  to  such  fire  alarm  telegraph,  police 
telegraph  or  other  electrical  system,  as  may  be  established  by  said 
borough. 

Sec.  4.*  The  placing,  relocating  and  maintenance  of  all  poles, 
wires,  conduits,  fixtures,  and  other  electrical  apparatus  and  appli¬ 
ances  owned,  controlled  or  operated  by  any  telegraph,  telephone, 
street  railway,  gas  or  electric  light  company  or  by  any  corporation, 
concern,  or  individual  that  occupies  or  may  occupy  any  part  of 
any  street,  highway,  or  public  place  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough,  whether  overhead,  on  the  surface,  or  underground,  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  said  commissioners,  subject  to  the 
instructions  and  directions  of  the  court  of  burgesses. 

Sec.  5.  Said  board  of  electrical  commissioners  shall  make 
all  rates,  rules,  regulations,  contracts  and  other  necessary  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  sale  of  electrical  energy  and  other  products  of 
said  electric  works,  and  shall  make  bills  and  collect  all  money 
due  for  the  same.  They  shall  pay  over  or  cause  to  be  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  borough  every  month  all  moneys 
collected  in  their  department,  and  shall  draw  their  orders 
upon  said  treasurer  for  the  payment  of  all  bills  contracted 
and  approved  by  them  in  connection  with  said  electric  works. 
Said  treasurer  shall  pay  all  such  orders  from  moneys  appro¬ 
priated  by  said  borough  for  the  use  of  said  electric  works  or 
received  by  him  from  said  commissioners  on  account  of  said

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works,  and  it  shall  be  bis  duty  to  keep  a  separate  statement  and 
account  of  sucb  receipts  and  expenditures.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  electrical  commissioners  to  keep  a  record  of  their 
official  proceedings,  and  in  addition  to  sucb  statements  and  books 
of  account  as  they  are  required  by  law  to  keep,  they  shall  also 
annually  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  October  make  and  submit 
to  the  court  of  burgesses  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  that  will  be  required  to  operate  said  electric  works  for 
the  ensuing  year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  bold 
regular  monthly  meetings,  and  oftener,  if  necessary  to  an  efficient 
oversight  and  direction  of  said  works. 

Sec.  6.  Said  commissioners  may  elect  from  their  own  mem¬ 
bers  a  chairman,  a  secretary  and  a  treasurer.  The  operating  staff, 
consisting  of  the  employes  under  said  board,  during  their  employ¬ 
ment,  shall  reside  in  said  borough  and  may  be  composed  of  a 
superintendent,  engineers,  linemen,  trimmers,  firemen,  a  clerk, 
etc.,  as  may  be  required  for  the  proper  operation  of  said  works. 
Sucb  board  shall  hire  and  discharge  all  sucb  employes,  and  shall 
fix  and  pay  all  salaries  of  the  same.  If  it  is  deemed  for  the 
best  interests  of  said  works,  said  board  of  commissioners  may  make 
appointments  from  their  own  members  to  fill  any  position  under 
their  charge,  but  no  sucb  appointment  shall  take  effect  unless 
first  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  court  of  burgesses. 

Sec.  7.  The  amount  of  the  bond  required  to  be  given  to  said 
borough  by  each  commissioner  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  bis  office  shall  be  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  furnished  by  a 
reliable  surety  company  to  be  paid  for  by  the  borough.  And 
said  commissioners  shall  require  of  the  superintendent  of  said 
electric  works,  and  sucb  other  of  their  employes  as  may  be 
intrusted  with  the  handling  of  money  belonging  to  said  borough, 
good  and  sufficient  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  who  willfully  handles,  defaces,  damages, 
breaks,  removes,  or  appropriates  any  electric  lamp,  globe,  carbon, 
pole,  wire,  conduit,  rope,  cable,  fire  alarm  box,  fire  bell,  fire  box 
key  or  any  fixture,  apparatus,  or  appliance,  belonging  to  any  part 
of  said  electric  works,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  to 
exceed  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  9.  Any  person  who  willfully  places  or  attaches  to  any 
pole,  cross  arm,  bracket,  insulator,  or  wire,  belonging  to  said  elec¬ 
tric  works,  any  sign,  wire,  rope  or  other  thing,  without  first  obtain¬ 
ing  permission  in  writing  from  the  board  of  electrical  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars 
for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  who  willfully  uses  the  electrical  works 
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of  said  borough,  or  the  service  thereof,  through  fraud  or  theft,  by 
any  means  whatsoever,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  to 
exceed  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  borough. 

Adopted  by  the  court  of  burgesses  the  5th  day  of  September, 
1899. 

BY-LAW  RELATING  TO  VIOLATION  OF  RULES  AND 
REGULATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Court  of  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Wal¬ 
lingford  : 

Sec.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  any  rule 
or  regulation  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners  of  said  borough, 
now  or  hereafter  in  force,  for  which  no  specific  penalty  is  or  shall 
be  otherwise  provided,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  not  exceed¬ 
ing  fifty  dollars  for  every  such  violation,  according  to  the  nature 
and  aggravation  of  the  offense. 

Adopted  by  the  court  of  burgesses  June  1,  1897. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 

Rule  1.  The  regular  water  rents  shall  be  due  and  payable 
at  the  office  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners,  semi-annually, 
on  the  first  days  of  June  and  December  in  each  year,  and  if  any 
bill  shall  remain  unpaid  twenty-five  days,  notice  shall  be  given, 
and  unless  it  is  paid  within  five  days  thereafter,  the  water  shall 
be  shut  off  until  the  bill  and  expenses  are  paid. 

Rule  2.  No  abatement  of  water  rent  will  be  allowed  by  rea¬ 
son  of  disuse  or  diminished  use  or  vacant  premises,  unless  notice 
thereof  shall  have  been  given  at  the  office  of  the  board  at  least 
thirty  days  before  such  rent  shall  be  due  and  payable. 

Rule  3.  All  applications  for  service  pipe,  or  for  the  use  of 
water,  must  be  made  in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  board,  by  the 
owner  of  the  premises,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  in  the  form 
prescribed,  and  must  state  fully  and  fairly,  all  and  severally,  the 
various  uses  to  which  the  water  is  to  be  applied.  And  whenever 
thereafter  any  addition  to,  extension  or  alteration  of,  service  pipe, 
or  plumbing,  or  fixtures  is  required,  a  further  application  must 
be  made  as  aforesaid.  Provided,  that  the  commissioners  at  their 
discretion  may  supply  water  upon  the  application  of  parties 
other  than  the  owners  of  the  premises  when  the  expense  and  water 
rent  is  paid  in  advance  or  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
commissioners. 
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Rule  4.  Ro  service  pipe  will  be  allowed  for  premises  where 
the  annual  water  rent  therefrom  shall  be  less  than  five  dollars. 

Rule  5.  All  persons  supplied  with  the  water  will  be  required 
to  keep  the  service  pipes,  stop-cocks,  and  all  fixtures  connected 
therewith  in  good  repair,  and  protected  from  the  frost,  and  so 
arranged  and  provided  with  stop  and  waste  cocks  as  to  allow  the 
pipes  to  be  emptied  and  kept  free  of  water  during  all  periods  of 
dangerous  exposure  to  the  action  of  frost,  whether  by  night  or  by 
day,  and  must  keep  the  same  shut  off  and  free  from  water  when¬ 
ever  the  safety  of  such  pipes  require  it. 

Rule  6.  So  continuous  flow  to  guard  against  frost  or  for 
any  other  purpose  will  be  allowed  except  in  special  cases,  by 
special  agreement  as  to  conditions  and  rates. 

Rule  1.  Ro  water  shall  be  used  for  building  or  repairing 
purposes  except  by  special  permit  from  the  board  of  water  com¬ 
missioners,  and  it  shall  in  all  cases  be  chargeable  to  the  owners 
of  the  respective  buildings.  Every  person  using  it  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  is  required  to  render  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  water  com¬ 
missioners  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year 
a  full  and  true  account  of  all  water  used  by  him  for  such  purpose 
during  the  year,  with  time,  place  and  quantity  for  each  separate 
building;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person  to  pay  for  the 
same,  and  when  such  an  account  is  so  rendered  and  the  charge  paid 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioners,  such  payment  shall  be 
a  full  discharge  to  the  owner  of  said  building. 

Rule  8.  The  regular  water  rents  for  the  use  of  private  foun¬ 
tains  or  jets  in  hotels,  eating  houses,  conservatories,  or  other  build¬ 
ings,  will  be  based  upon  such  use  for  a  period  equivalent  to  four 
hours  each  day  during  four  months  in  each  year,  and  no  greater 
use  will  be  allowed  except  in  cases  and  at  rates  especially  agreed 
upon  with  the  commissioners.  And  the  commissioners  reserve  in 
all  cases  the  right  to  suspend  or  discontinue  the  use  of  water  for 
all  such  fountains  and  jets  whenever  the  public  interests  require  it. 

Rule  9.  The  regular  water  rents  for  street,  sidewalk  or  garden 
sprinkling,  will  be  based  upon  such  use,  only  for  dust  laying  and 
sprinkling  purposes,  fairly  applied ;  and  any  excessive  or  unrea¬ 
sonable  use  of  water  for  these  or  other  purposes  is  prohibited. 
Eor  shall  any  street,  lawn  or  garden  sprinkler  or  hose  be  converted 
into  jets  or  set  up  or  used  in  any  manner  as  spray  or  temporary 
fountains,  or  the  water  allowed  to  waste  or  leak. 

Rule  10.  Whenever  two  or  more  several  parties  or  families 
are  supplied  with  water  from  the  same  service  pipe,  on  the  failure 
of  any  one  of  said  parties  to  pay  the  water  rent  when  due,  or 
to  comply  with  the  published  rules  and  regulations  of  the  com¬ 
missioners,  the  commissioners  shall  withhold  all  supply  from  such 
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service  pipe  without  liability  in  damages  to  either  of  the  other 
parties. 

Rule  11.  All  supplies  of  water  will  be  furnished  subject  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  person  supplied,  to  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste,  and  to 
answer  at  all  reasonable  times  all  proper  inquiries  made  by  the 
commissioners  or  their  agents,  relative  to  the  quantity,  purposes 
and  manner  in  which  the  water  is  used  upon  their  premises.  And 
the  commissioners  and  their  agents  shall  have  the  right  at  all 
reasonable  times,  to  enter  into  any  dwelling  house  or  other  premises 
where  the  water  is  supplied,  to  make  such  personal  examination  of 
all  fixtures,  and  inquiries  as  to  the  use  of  said  water,  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  to  a  faithful  supervision  of  the  same. 

Rule  12.  The  commissioners  reserve  the  right  at  all  times 
to  shut  off  the  water  for  repairs,  extensions,  or  other  necessary 
purposes  of  the  works,  for  non-payment  of  water  rents,  or  for 
neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
hoard. 

Rule  13.  Whenever  the  water  is  shut  off  from  any  service 
pipe  for  non-payment  of  rent,  or  non-compliance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  hoard,  the  same  will  not  he  allowed  to  flow, 
nor  shall  any  person  turn  it  on  at  either  a  corporation  or  private 
stop-cock  until  all  arrears  of  rent,  if  any,  and  the  expenses  of 
shutting  off  and  letting  on  the  water  as  aforesaid  are  paid,  and 
all  cause  of  complaint  removed  and  a  special  permit  be  obtained. 

Rule  14.  No  owner,  or  lessee  under  him,  shall  suffer  any 
water  to  he  taken  from  the  premises,  for  the  use  of  any  person 
or  family  not  belonging  to  such  premises,  without  the  special 
consent  of  the  commissioners. 

Rule  15.  The  construction  and  location  of  private  hydrants 
and  fountains  will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioners, 
and  whenever  the  waste  therefrom  becomes  a  nuisance  to  adjacent 
property,  the  supply  will  be  cut  off  until  the  evil  is  satisfactorily 
corrected. 

Rule  16.  No  person,  unless  regularly  licensed  by  the  hoard 
of  water  commissioners,  shall  make  any  connection  with  or  altera¬ 
tion  of  any  tapping,  service  pipe  or  other  pipe  connected  with 
the  water  works  of  the  borough  of  W allingf ord.  Any  person  wish¬ 
ing  .to  engage  in  the  business  of  making  connections  with  the 
water  pipes,  shall  make  a  written  application  to  the  hoard  of  water 
commissioners  on  blanks  provided  by  them.  At  the  time  of  receiv¬ 
ing  a  license  the  party  shall  file  a  bond  in  the  office  of  the  water 
commissioners  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  with 
one  or  more  sureties  approved  by  said  commissioners,  conditioned 
to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  board  of  water  commissioners 
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and  the  borough  of  Wallingford  from  all  damages  by  reason  of 
any  accident,  or  of  his  failure  to  comply  with  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  board,  or  any  neglect  or  imperfection  of  work 
on  his  part,  and  that  he  will  perform  all  the  work  according  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  hoard  of  water  com¬ 
missioners  and  the  borough  of  Wallingford.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  person  so  licensed  to  return  in  writing  to  the  office  of 
the  commissioners  during  the  first  week  in  each  month  a  true  and 
full  statement  of  all  connections,  alterations  or  extensions  of  ser¬ 
vice  pipe  or  fixtures  made  by  him  during  the  preceding  months. 
He  shall  give  the  location  of  the  premises,  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  occupant,  the  number  of  sinks,  baths,  water  closets,  hose  fixtures, 
and  all  other  fixtures  connected  with  the  water  works,  both  new 
and  old. 

Rule  17.  Ho  person,  except  firemen,  for  the  use  of  the  fire 
department  under  the  direction  of  the  proper  officer,  shall  open 
any  public  hydrant  or  stop-cock,  without  the  consent  of  the  com¬ 
missioners,  nor  shall  any  person  place  any  building  material  or 
other  articles,  or  rubbish,  in  such  manner  as  to  hinder  or  obstruct 
the  free  access  to  any  such  hydrant  or  stop-cock. 


METERS. 

Rule  18.  When  a  consumer  shall  prefer  to  pay  the  cost  of 
such  a  meter  as  shall  he  approved  by  the  commissioners,  together 
with  the  cost  of  putting  in  and  of  maintenance,  rather  than  to 
pay  schedule  rates,  or  for  the  quantity  estimated,  a  meter  will  he 
put  in. 

The  commissioners  reserve  the  right  to  put  in  a  meter  at  the 
cost  of  the  borough  in  any  case,  and  charge  for  measured  water, 
instead  of  being  governed  by  the  following  schedule. 

If  a  meter  gets  out  of  order  and  fails  to  register,  the  consumer 
will  be  charged  at  the  average  daily  consumption,  as  shown  by  the 
meter  when  in  order.  Repairs  of  meters  will  be  made  by  the  com¬ 
missioners  at  the  expense  of  the  owners,  whenever  the  commis¬ 
sioners  deem  repairs  necessary. 

When  water  passes  through  a  meter  it  may  he  used  for  any 
and  all  purposes.  Ho  service  pipes,  however,  will  he  allowed  to 
he  laid  across  a  street. 

All  water  passing  through  a  meter  will  be  charged  for,  whether 
used  or  wasted. 

All  meters  will  he  set  by  an  employee  of  the  commissioners, 
and  shall  not  he  moved  or  disturbed  without  permission  from  the 
commissioners  or  superintendent  of  the  water  works.

BY-LAWS  RELATING  TO  PLUMBING. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Court  of  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Wal¬ 
ling  f or  d : 

Section  1.  The  court  of  burgesses  shall  annually  elect  an 
inspector  of  plumbing,  whose  duty  it  shall  he  to  inspect  carefully 
the  plumbing  of  all  new  buildings  hereafter  erected  within  the 
limit  of  said  borough,  and  to  see  that  the  work  is  properly  and 
thoroughly  done  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

Sec.  2.  The  health  committee  shall  pay  to  the  inspector  of 
plumbing  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  certificate  issued. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  plumbing  or 
do  plumbing  only  a  residential  plumber,  licensed  as  a  plumber  by 
the  health  committee,  and  shall  pay  for  such  license  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  for  the  use  of  the  borough. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  licensed  as  a  plumber  until  he  has 
furnished  the  health  committee  with  satisfactory  evidence  of  his 
ability  and  willingness  to  do  the  work  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  and  all  other  by-laws  of  the  borough  of  Walling¬ 
ford,  and  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  health  committee, 
and  until  he  has  executed  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500),  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  said 
health  committee  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  work,  in 
conformity  with  said  by-laws  and  rules. 
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All  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  January  following 
their  issue. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  proceed  to  construct,  add  to,  or  alter 
any  portion  of  the  plumbing  system  of  a  building  except  to  make 
necessary  repairs,  until  the  owner,  builder  or  person  constructing 
the  same  has  presented  to  the  inspector  of  plumbing  a  statement 
of  plan  thereof,  showing  the  whole  drainage  from  its  connection 
with  the  common  sewer  or  from  its  point  of  discharge  to  its  ter¬ 
minus  in  the  building,  together  with  the  location  and  sizes  of  all 
branches,  traps,  ventilating  pipe  and  fixtures. 

~No  person  shall  commence  work  on  such  plumbing  until  the 
plans  are  approved  by  the  inspector  of  plumbing.  Plans  and 
specifications  shall  be  approved  or  rejected  within  one  week  from 
the  time  of  presentation. 

After  a  plan  has  been  approved,  no  alteration  of  same  shall 
be  allowed  except  on  a  new  application  and  permit,  as  provided 
in  this  section. 

Sec.  6.  Pipes  and  other  fixtures  within  a  building  shall  not 
be  covered  or  concealed  from  view  until  approved  by  the  inspector 
of  plumbing,  who  shall  examine  the  same  within  three  working 
days  after  notice  that  they  are  ready  for  inspection. 

Sec.  7.  All  plumbing  work  in  new  buildings,  and  all  new  work 
in  old  buildings,  shall  be  tested  in  the  presence  of  the  inspector 
of  plumbing  with  the  water  test,  or  if  that  is  impracticable,  with 
the  peppermint  or  other  reliable  test,  and  no  plumbing  work  shall 
be  used  until  approved  by  the  inspector  of  plumbing  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  Every  water  closet  shall  be  provided  with  a  local 
vent,  the  material  of  which  shall  be  copper,  cast  iron  or  galvanized 
iron.  The  diameter  of  this  vent  shall  be  for  one  closet  not  less 
than  two  (2)  inches,  for  two  (2)  and  not  more  than  four  (4) 
closets  not  less  than  three  (8)  inches,  and  for  any  number  exceed¬ 
ing  four,  such  increased  diameter  as  the  inspector  may  direct. 
It  shall  be  carried  upward  and  into  a  heated  Hue  provided  for  the 
purpose,  or  into  the  kitchen  chimney,  whenever  possible.  In 
either  case  it  must  be  entered  above  the  highest  opening  in  said 
chimney  or  in  such  other  manner  as  said  inspector  may  direct. 

Sec.  9.  Where  it  is  necessary  to  lay  soil  pipe  under  the 
ground,  it  shall  be  of  a  quality  known  as  extra  heavy  pipe.  The 
pipe  passing  through  the  walls  of  the  building  and  to  the  outer 
trap  shall  also  be  extra  heavy.  All  cast  iron  pipe  must  be  sound 
and  free  from  holes,  and  other  defects,  of  a  uniform  thickness,  and 
of  not  less  than  the  weights  specified  below  for  the  corresponding 
diameters : 
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INTERNAL  DIAMETER.

Provided ,  however,  that  lead  pipe  may  be  used  for  short  con¬ 
nections  exposed  to  view,  and  that  galvanized  or  “anti-rust”  or 
wrought  iron  pipe  may  be  used  when  satisfactory  to  the  health 
committee.  But  no  brick,  earthenware  or  sheet  metal  pipes  shall 
be  used  in  any  part  of  the  sewage  system  within  a  building. 

Sec.  10.  All  cast  iron  pipes  before  being  connected  shall  be 
thoroughly  coated  inside  and  out,  with  coal  tar  pitch,  applied  hot 
by  immersion,  or  with  some  equivalent  substance  satisfactory  to 
the  inspector  of  plumbing.  Connections  between  iron  and  lead 
pipes  shall  be  made  with  brass  ferrules,  full  size  of  the  iron  pipe, 
calked  into  the  iron  pipe  with  soft  lead,  and  united  to  the  lead 
pipe  with  a  wiped  joint. 

All  joints  in  the  cast  iron  pipe  and  fittings  shall  be  run  full 
with  molten  lead  and  thoroughly  calked  and  made  tight,  and  no 
putty  or  red  lead  shall  be  used.  There  shall  be  at  least  twelve 
ounces  of  soft  lead  used  to  each  inch  in  diameter  of  pipe.  All 
joints  in  wrought  iron  or  brass  pipe  shall  be  made  with  screw 
fittings  and  red  lead. 

Sec.  11.  The  house  drain  shall  have  a  fall  of  one-half  inch 
to  the  foot,  if  possible,  but  never  less  than  one-fourth  inch  to 
the  foot  without  a  special  permit  from  the  health  committee,  and 
shall  be  provided  with  running  trap,  with  an  accessible  cleanout, 
located  at  or  near  the  point  where  it  leaves  the  building,  and  no 
other  trap  shall  be  placed  in  any  soil  pipe  of  the  building.  Drain 
pipes  shall  not  be  exposed  to  pressure  where  they  pass  through 
walls.  They  must  be  securely  fastened  to  the  cellar  wall,  or 
suspended  from  the  floor  timbers  in  strong  iron  hangers. 

Sec.  12.  There  must  be  a  fresh  air  inlet  pipe  entering  the 
drain  on  the  house  side  of  the  running  trap,  of  not  less  than  four 
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inches  internal  diameter,  extending  therefrom  to  the  external  air, 
away  from  all  windows  and  cold  air  box  of  the  furnace  and  pro¬ 
jected  from  dirt  and  obstruction. 

Sec.  13.  All  soil  pipes  shall  be  of  at  least  four  inches  internal 
diameter,  and  continued  without  traps  and  of  undiminished  size 
at  least  two  feet  above  the  roof,  or  six  inches  above  ridge,  away 
from  all  windows  and  left  open  at  the  top. 

Sec.  14.  All  connections  with  horizontal  or  vertical  pipes  shall 
he  made  with  Y  branches,  and  all  changes  in  direction  shall  be 
made  with  curved  pipe. 

Sec.  15.  The  waste  pipe  of  each  and  every  sink,  basin,  bath 
tub,  water  closet,  slop  hopper,  and  of  each  set  of  trays  or  other 
fixtures  shall  be  furnished  with  a  separate  trap,  which  shall  be 
placed  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  fixtures  that  it  serves.  Traps 
shall  be  protected  from  siphonage  or  air  pressure  by  special  cast 
waste  pipes  they  serve  placed  outside  or  below  the  trap.  Lead 
air  pipes  may  be  used  only  when  they  are  exposed  to  view.  Air 
pipes  for  water  closet  traps  shall  be  of  galvanized  or  “anti-rust” 
pipe,  two  inch  bore  if  thirty  feet  or  less  in  length,  and  of  three 
inch  bore  if  more  than  thirty  feet  in  length.  Air  pipes  shall 
run  as  directly  as  practicable,  and  of  undiminished  size  to  the  roof 
and  carried  up  at  least  four  inches,  internal  diameter,  through  the 
roof  and  at  least  two  feet  above  it,  or  six  inches  above  the  ridge, 
and  left  open.  Two  or  more  air  pipes  may  be  connected  together 
or  with  a  soil  or  drain  pipe,  but  in  every  case  of  connection  with 
a  drain  pipe,  such  connection  shall  be  above  the  upper  fixture  of 
the  building.  In  no  case  shall  a  soil,  waste  or  ventilation  pipe 
from  a  soil  or  waste  pipe  be  connected  with  a  chimney. 

Sec.  16.  Drip  or  overflow  pipes  from  safes,  under  water 
closets  and  other  fixtures,  or  from  tanks  or  cisterns,  shall  be  run 
to  some  place  in  open  sight,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  such  pipe 
be  connected  directly  with  a  drain  pipe.  Ho  waste  pipe  from  a 
refrigerator  or  other  receptacle  in  which  provisions  are  stored, 
shall  be  connected  with  a  drain  pipe  or  other  waste  pipe. 

Sec.  17.  Ho  water  closet  shall  be  supplied  directly  from  the 
house  supply  pipe,  but  shall  be  supplied  from  a  special  water  tank 
or  cistern  used  for  no  other  purpose,  and  the  flooding  pipe  shall 
not  be  less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inch  in  diameter. 

Sec.  18.  Ho  trap,  vent  or  back  air  pipe  shall  be  used  as  a 
soil,  wash  or  conductor  pipe. 

Sec.  19.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  by-law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  20.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
work  actually  in  process  at  the  time  of  its  passage. 
f  Sec.  21.  A  suitable  grease  trap  must  be  placed  under  the  sink 
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of  every  hotel,  restaurant,  eating  house,  or  other  public  cooking 
establishment. 

Sec.  22.  When  the  inspector  has  properly  inspected  a  piece 
of  work  or  plumbing  contract,  and  it  is  completed  to  his  satisfac¬ 
tion  and  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law,  he  shall 
give  a  certificate  of  the  same,  for  which  no  charge  shall  be  made. 

Sec.  23.  If  any  owner  or  agent  of  building  shall  feel  aggrieved 
by  the  ruling  of  the  inspector  of  plumbing,  he  may  appeal  to  the 
health  committee,  who  shall  have  the  power  to  examine  the  same, 
and  report  to  the  court  of  burgesses  for  decision. 

Sec.  25.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  inspector  to  keep 
record  of  construction  and  condition  of  the  work  for  which  each 
certificate  is  given  and  date  of  issue,  and  he  shall  annually  make 
report  to  the  court  of  burgesses,  at  its  first  meeting,  the  number  of 
certificates  issued  by  him.

BY-LAWS  RELATIVE  TO  THE  PREVENTION  OF  ACCI¬ 
DENTS  FROM  ELECTRICITY,  THE  OBSTRUCTION 
OF  STREETS,  AND  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  ELECTRICAL  COMMISSIONERS. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Court  of  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Wal¬ 
lingford  : 

Section  1.  Section  four  of  the  by-laws  relative  to  the  electric 
works  and  the  board  of  electrical  commissioners,  adopted  Septem¬ 
ber  5,  1899,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

All  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  wires,  together  with  the 
poles,  supports,  and  fixtures,  upon  which  the  same  have  been  or 
shall  be  erected  within  any  highway  or  public  place;  and  also 
all  wires,  supports  and  fixtures  thereof,  when  such  wires  are 
designed  to  carry  electric  lighting,  heating  or  power  currents, 
within  any  building  or  private  premises,  being  within  the  limits 
of  said  borough,  are  hereby  placed  under  the  superintendence, 
regulation,  and  control  of  the  board  of  electrical  commissioners. 

Said  board  shall  have  power  to  establish  such  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions,  and  pass  such  orders  with  reference  to  the  place  and  manner 
of  locating  and  erecting  such  poles  and  wires  as  they  shall  deem 
best  for  public  safety  and  convenience.  They  may  also  make 
such  rules  and  pass  such  orders  for  the  insulation  of  electric  wires 
as  they  may  think  proper  and  necessary. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
electric  works  to  inspect  at  least  once  in  each  year  all  poles,  and 
supports  of  telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  wires  in  or  upon 
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the  streets  of  the  borough,  and  where  found  in  unsafe  condition 
promptly  report  their  condition  to  the  board  of  electrical  com¬ 
missioners,  who  shall  pass  and  enforce  such  regulations  as  they 
deem  necessary  for  the  security  of  life  and  property. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  said  board  shall  make  any  regulation  or 
pass  any  orders  with  reference  to  any  of  the  matters  herein  given 
under  their  control,  they  shall  notify  in  writing  the  manager  of 
the  company  owning  and  controlling  the  line  of  wires  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  which  the  regulation  or  order  is  made,  and  if  such  regula¬ 
tion  or  order  shall  not  be  complied  with  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  service  of  such  notice,  such  board  shall  have  the  right 
and  power  to  take  down  and  remove* all  poles  and  wires  belonging 
to  said  company  improperly  erected  or  constructed,  and  about 
which  said  rule  or  order  aforesaid  has  been  made,  and  may  refuse 
to  permit  the  same  to  be  again  erected,  except  in  compliance  with 
the  regulations  of  said  board. 

Sec.  4.  The  manager  of  any  company  owning  and  controlling 
telegraph,  telephone,  or  electric  wires,  within  the  limits  of  said 
borough,  and  refusing  to  comply  wdth  and  obey  any  proper  order 
or  regulation  made  and  passed  by  said  board,  written  or  printed 
notice  of  which  shall  have  been  given  said  manager,  shall  pay  a 
fine  of  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of  said  borough,  and 
each  week  during  which  such  refusal  or  non-compliance  shall 
continue  shall  constitute  a  separate  and  distinct  offense. 

.Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  hereafter  locate,  place,  or  erect  any 
pole  in  any  public  street  or  way  of  said  borough  for  the  support 
of  any  telegraph,  telephone,  or  electric  wires,  or  alter  the  location 
of  any  such  pole  already  erected,  or  run  any  telegraph,  telephone, 
or  electric  wire  across  any  highway  of  said  borough  on  poles, 
or  any  other  structure,  except  to  renew  or  repair  existing  lines, 
without  application  having  first  been  made  therefor  and  a  written 
permit  for  such  purpose  having  been  obtained  from  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  borough’s  electric  works,  or  the  board  of  electrical 
commissioners. 

Sec.  6.  All  persons  using  the  electric  service  of  the  borough 
shall  conform  to  the  full  requirements  of  the  national  board  of 
underwriters,  and  of  the  board  of  electrical  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  construct,  locate,  change,  or  alter  any 
wire,  appliance,  or  apparatus  in  the  interior  of  any  public  or 
private  building  for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  electricity  and 
to  be  connected  with  the  electric  service  of  the  borough  electric 
works  or  cause  any  connection  to  be  made  therewith,  without  appli¬ 
cation  having  first  been  made  therefor  and  a  written  permit 
for  such  purpose  having  been  obtained  from  the  superintendent 
of  said  electric  works,  or  the  board  of  electrical  commissioners.

Sec.  8.  Said  board  shall  furnish  suitable  forms  for  all  per¬ 
mits  and  for  applications  therefor  required  under  sections  five, 
and  seven. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  of  fire  the  chief  engineer,  or  acting  engineer, 
shall  have  authority  to  order  and  cause  to  be  cut  and  removed 
any  wire  or  wires,  and  the  discontinuance  of  any  electric  current, 
until  the  fire  is  extinguished. 

Sec.  10.  The  treasure^  of  the  electrical  commissioners  shall 
be  paid  annually  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  in  compensation  for  his 
services  as  treasurer. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  willfully  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  sections  five,  six  and  seven  hereof  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty 
of  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  and  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  for  the 
use  of  said  borough.
